Thk following aliipwreeli is principally reroarkalil»'-( 
for baling been recorded ty Hakluyt, and I'or ths' 
information it atfords relative to Marocco. The Toby 
was the property of Richard Staper of London, and 
VBB in burthen two hundred and Gfly Ions, having a 
CTew of fifty men. She was Uden with merchandiae 
valued at twelve thousand pounds, and was bound to 
Leghorn, Patras, and Zante. She sailed from Black' 
wall on the sixteenth of August, 1593, She then 
touched at Portsmouth, where a quantity of wheat 
wag taken on board, and finally left Stoke's Bay in 
tlie Isle of Wight on the sixth of October, having a. 
fair wind.

the wind having become fair. 

On the nineteenth of the month, the master, esti-

hour and a half before day broke, the vessel ran 
ashoic upon the Barbary coast, outside the Straits, 
and about five leagues southward of Cape Espartel. 
The crew were all astounded. The master said it 
was his own fault, and begged the pardon of all on 
hoard. The seamen inquired if they should cut 
away the mainmast. The master said " No, hoist 
out the boat." One of the crow then came up, and 
repotted the ship to be full of water. The master 
tliea desired the mast might be cut away, which was 
done instantly.

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' TliQ sailors denied ttuH, and told them they va 
Englishmen. The Moorish commander, nho ap- 
peared to be about fifty-six years of age, inquired 
through his inlerpreter, who spoke Italian, whence- 
-they came. Ilenmore, one of the seamen who under- 
stood that tongue, replied they were merchants ship- 
wrecked upon the coast. The Moors then stripped 
them to their shirts, and plundered them of what 
they had about them of value. Then giving back 
a portion of their dress, they supplied them with some 
bread and water. 

The next day they were marched back to the place 
of their shipwreck, sixteen miles. On the way, they 
treated as slaves, made to carry the Moors' 

^'baggage, and beat if they did not keep pace with their 
new masters. When they were asked why tiiey 
treated them so, they were told that they were pri- 
soners. The Englishmen said they were liiends, and 
that no Englishmen were detained prisoners in Ma- 

I imco. When they came to the sea-side, they remained 

I there seven days. The Moors took all they could get 
bora the wreck, and divided it among themselves. 
At the end of a week, twenty armed men were sent 
to escort the Englishmen up the country. The first 
day they reached a river, called by the Moors Alarach, 
vhere they slept all night un the ground. The next 
day they crossed the river in a galley with nine oars 
of a side ; the breadth was a quarter of a mile ; the 
aame'day they reached a town called Totteon (perhaps 
J Tetuan) consisting of about thirty houses. They

j^bt near fresh water, either nmning, 
tserved in a resenuir. At last they pitched theie,fl 
t three miles from Marocco, There they matJ^ 
Trier who travelled in the service of th« 1 
English merchants. By him they sent word of th^l 
situation to their countrymen in Marocco. 

Tiie next day a Moor was sent to the seamen wit&| 
provisions, which were very acceptable, they heii^ 
weak and hungry ; pen, ink, and paper wer 
f ent, that they might write an account uf theii 
what she was, and how many of the crew were 
The next Hay was a court-day, nu4 \.\\e "E.ii^;osla ■fl 
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'^atiU were anxious their countrymen should not be 
Marocco like enptii'tss, with ropes about thsit 
(Decks. For all that could be done, they ware thus 
■Gondueted into the city along with the French and 
Spaniards, and carried before the emperor, wbu sent 
tbera to prison, where they lay for fifteen days ; at 
the termination of which period, they were set tree by 
the En^^lish merchants, Bt an expense of seven hun- 
dred ounces, or about seventy pounds sterling. 

When they lei't the prison, they proceeded to Alfan- 
dica, where they remnined eight weeks with the mer- 
chants, at whose expense they were clothed, and sent 
-ft journey of dght days to Sta. Cruz, where some 
iKnglish ships then lay. Two of them embarked for 
, London on the twentieth of March ; five more a 
■few days after in the Expedition, one in the Mary 
-Edward of London, and two in a Flemish Uy-boat, 
Two of the crew who were saved from the ship died in 
the country, one named Hancouk, at Morocco, in the 
prison, and one at Sta. Cruz, Robert Swancon, from 
eating roots and unwholesome thin!i;s to satisfy his 
appetite on the road thither. Of fifty persons who 
wnnposed the crew of the Toby, ten only survived, in 
ft bad state of health, feeble and meagre. Thmr 
names are handed down by Hakluyt as WilUam 
Williams, carpenter; Richard Johnson, John Dur- 
ham, Abraham Rouse, John Mathews, Thomas Hen- 
more, John Sylvester, Thomas Whiting, William 
>Church, and John Fox.

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The two other vessels again fell in with the New 
Hom, and informed the master that the Spaniards 
had refused them refreshments, and obhged them to 
retire with the loss of two men. They esperienced 
calms under the line, with showers and baffling windt 
that shifted to erery quarter of the compass. They 
were detained by these nearly three weeks in trying 
to get to the southward. Though the days were 
calm, the sea was observed to be agitated at night, 
and the waves seemed to be on fire. At last thtg' 
Btood towards the islands of Tristnn d'Acunha, but 
passed them, and were then obliged to try and make 
' the Cape of Good Hope. They soon saw some sea- 
Ibwl with black spots, a sign of being near the Cape, 
They caught several of them by means of a trap to 
which a bell was attached. Not readily making the 
Cape, they resolved to pass it by, having plenty of 
provisions and a crew in goad health. Tlie ship hod 
been at sea five months, and had now parted from 
the two vessels which had sailed in company from the 
Canaries, they being bound to different ports. 

Subsequent to the foregoing separation, when in 
S3° south latitude, the vessel began to get sickly. 
No less than furty men were confined to their ham- 
mocks, and others were sickening. It was resolved 
in consequence to steer for St. Lasie bay in the 
island of Madagascar. On arriving, they were un- 
successful in getting ashore from the surf, and hoist- 
ing sail they bore away again from the island, to the 
great disappointment of the sick. At their suppli- 
cations the captain attempted to make the Mauritius

surf and the crews drowned. The island was un- 
inhahiled. So plentiful were the fish, that the 
Bailors took offtheir shirts and used them aa nets to 
catch large and excellent eels. The turtles wore seen 
in the mornings to come out of the sea, scrape a hole 
in the sand and deposit their eggs, leaving them to 
be hfttchcd hy the sun. The young were observed 
ciawhng along the sand alter they came out of theic 
holes, not larger than nuts. The palm trees furnished 
an agreeable hquor. In such a spot, all the st^ 
except seven, reoovered and relumed to tlia vesaeL 
-These seven were left until the ship was ready to 
Eail. The vessel was now aired, and fumigated with 
vinegar. Here the Brst pilot lost an eye by the 
.bursting of his gun when firing at some birds. Bis 
name was John Peter. 

Everything being ready for sea again, the sick 
being on board, the vessel bore away for the island of 
Mauritius, but getting too far to windnmd, they were 
•unable to fall in with it. The voyage to Bantam or 
Batavia being long Irom the latitude in which they 
now were, it was resolved to touch at St. Mary's 
island, opposite the bay of Antorgil in the island of

Bulphuroua smoke from the coals almost auSbcated 
those who were in the hold liibouring to put out 
the conflagration, and they could Bcareely find the 
hatchways to regain the fl'esh air. It was now pro- 
posed to throw the powder overboard, but the super- 
cargo would not give his consent. He alleged that 
the fire might be got under, and that the powder 
alone would enable thoni to defend the ship in case 
ofhostUe attack. The powder, therefore, was suffered 
to remain. The Are every moment augmented. It 
■was soon impossible to remain in the hold. The 
decks were scuttled, that the water might rush in as 
quickly as possible, but nil appeared to be usiilesa fw 
the salvation of the vessel. 

The launch was astern, and the cutter was also 
lowered. There was nothing in the ship to be se«i 
hut flame, and out of her only the sea and sky. The 
erewi>egan to feel great terror. It speedily seized 
most of them, so that they deserted their posts, shp- 
ping covertly to the outside of the vessel and conced- 
ing themselves by the chain wales, until they dropped 
into the tea and swam to one or other of the boala.

The captain now renewed his efforts to get the 6 
tinder. He told the crew that as, under God, theis 
was no hope but in their ownexerlions, they had bettfl 
peraevete steadily for that object. He ordered t 
powder to be thrown overboard, and they endeavoiM 
lo obey him. The fire was at the bottom of the hoUjJ 
and it was iUflicult to reach it on account of the tJiingfCfl 
whicli lay in the way. The water, it was resolved«,J 
should be let in through the ship's side, and thftl 
carpenteri set about boring the necesaary holes. ■ 
Quantities of water were poured down the hatchways, 
and the utmost efforts were made, in the midiit of 
groans and lamentations. A quantity ol tji vTaidi. 
was on board now took fire, ami the ttama* \«.t«QiB 
more aad more unguyernable. 
The Mituatioa of those wUo were vo. ta©>iM.«i«

to rage. Consternution was on every fai'e. The 
boldest were appalled. Exclamations of terror burit 
from the unhappy crew, spreading from one to 
another like the fire tlidt was beneath them. There 
Wftg no oflrape, and death appeared more and mow 
inevitable ; as the moment of destruution upproacbed, 
flieir exertions and courage seemed to wither avay 
together into apathy ; indiflcrenco to their fate g!*J 
dually destroyed the principle of self-preservatien, 
when it was clear to the conviction of all that eirea 
hope had taken leave of them. The captain, Bon- 
tekoe, one of the sur^'ivora, was standing on the dedf 
with rixty-flve others close to the main hatchway, 
receiving the water in buckets. Sixty barrels of 
powder had been thrown overboard, but three hundted 
yet remained to follow. The fire reached them, 
the ship mounted into the air with one hundred and 
nineteen persons on board. In a moment not s 
human creature could be seen. The ocean wM 
aovered over a large circumference with the shattered 
pieces of the wreck. 

The captain, Bontekoe, who left a narrative of the' 
einnnnstances, says ; — " Although stunned by tbe 
esplosion, sensation did not entirely forsake me, and

Wppearance of it, which afre<;ted them grievously, ot 
Laving left the wreck. Thus coming to ask my advice, 
I said they should have done as I had directed, tor had 
Ve remained by the wreck, we should have saved 
plenty of provisions, as both meat and cheese were 
tbiving about in such quantiliea among out \e??i, ttxar 
•v e7ou7d scaKely get free of them. Tte'S '^ 
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answered, that my present condition rendered it leiy 
difficult, but I should do bo if they would assiat me ; 
therefofe they cstried me out. The flrst thing I did, 
was to ask bow much provision they had ; when they 
brought me one or two little casks, containing 
seven or eight pounds of biseuit. which was all they 
had saved. ' Comrades,' said I to them, ' we muit 
follow another plan ; lay aside your oars, for yoiu- 
strength will 9000 be eshausted.'^' What shall we 
do then?' said they. 'Take your shirts and make 
sails of them.' — 'But how oati wa do that?' tha 
people answered, ' seeing wc have neither needles nor 
liread.' Idirectedthem to untwist all the cordage they 
could find about the boat, and then to run it Ihroug'h 
the linen. Thus they took off their shirts and made 
sails out of them. But when 1 offered mine, they 
refused it, as essential to my own safety from my 
feeble state. Forty-six persons were in the launch, 
and twenty-six in the cutter, being seventy-two in 
the whole. A dressing-gown and a pillow had been 
thrown into the latter, which were brought me ; I put 
on the night-gown, and rested my head on the 
pillow, on account of the two wounds I had received 
in it. Our surgeon was among those preserved, 
but having no medicines, he applied some chewed 
bread to my wounds, which, through Gud's assistance, I 
healed them.

vinK on the some day that our unfortunate vessel 
I doHtroyed made an obBervation, and found m 
'eSt°BOUthof tbeline, I pricked the chart, and ual- 
<«ulated that our digtance was now ninety leagues from 
land ; I also constructed a compass, whereby we mig^t 

ir with greater certainty. The seven or og^t ■ 
^^undfl of biscuit were now distributed by equal yet g 
,tfons daily, of the si xe of a man's Snger; but tint ■ 
n alHider slock could not last long among so maiy. ■ 
"Vie bad nothing whatever tu drink, and thence h ' 
ferad Ihirat insupportable. Fortunately, however, lie 
■ky became overcast, and we spread the saila to na 
the falling rain, that we might 1111 our casks to M 
again in case of necessity. A cup was made of a 
ahoe, and I caused the people to observe order m 
drinking, that is, whoever went to the cask to ddnt; 
should immediately return, leaving his plac 
ther. They all besought me to drink as in 
choae, but I restricted myself to tbe same aUmrai 
that was given ti 
" The launch and cutter had aet sail io « 




.but the former being the better sailer of the two, the 
cntler could scarcely keep up with her. None of 
people uoderstanding navigation, they were appre- 
hensive of losing their eourte, and earnestly entreat^ 
me to receive them into the launch : but those wi^ 
me opposed, it, observing that, although the tauiudi 
was large, she could not contain so many, and 41 
would infallibly perish ; they then cut the tow-ropo. 
Great misery prevailed aniiiiig us, ve had no food 
whatever, and we were far fro:n sight of land. How- 
ever, I tried to encourage the men with assuronon 
of being near the shore; hut they began tu murmur, 
saying, ' Although the captain tells us we approach 
the land, it rather seems that we are receding fartbN 
from it. ' One day, when much distressed from 
hunger, it pleased Goil to aond a flock of sea-fovlf 
flying close to us. as if on purpoee to be taken ; aad. 
accordingly having caught some, we greedUy devouiad 
them raw, and as heartily as if they had been coo 
Yet we had not enough for a plentiful repast; an! 
there still being no appearance of land, our hope* 
died quite away. The people in the cutter, renewing' 
their entreaties a second time, were received inK 
launch, for we thought that it was best we should all 
perish together. For better accommodation, as the 
launch was deep, a kind of dock was laid of the 
^Faus where part could sit, while others were below, 
^^fiid sevraity'two souls were now crowded to^etbst, 
^^Hrtitute of both meat and drink. "W^J^e cssXSjx^'o. 
^^^liancbolr gate on each other, it WlJ'eeXi'a4,^1"3 '2^*' 
^■(Dr of God, that a quaatitj of ftjinft-feVToe^^seaJ 
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the wuler. and some fell vrlthin our reach. These 
we divided among us and ale raw, which proved a 
salutary relief, and saved our lives. It was wondEtful 
indeed, that no person died, fi^r several had begun to 
drink salt water, notwithstanding m; assuring them 
that they would derive no relief from it. Our misery 
daily increased, and the rape of hunger urging us to 
extremitieB, the people began to reganl each other 
with ferocious looks. 

" ConBultingamonglhemselves, they secretly deter- 
mined to devour the boys on board, and alter th«r 
bodies were consumed, to throw lots who should n 
suffer death, that the lives of the rest might be pre- 
teived. I want words to express the sensations which 
' this declaration excited in my breast ; and when I saw 
some of my comrades ready to tear the boys piece- 
meal, I earnestly prayed God to divert their hearti 
from such cruelty; then approaching them, I saJA, 
• My (riends, I pledge myself thai we are not ht 
fium land, for I know it by our inatruments ; le 
put our trust in God, and he will send relief.' 
the people answered, that I had long amused tbeU 
with such predictions, yet no land appeared ; and 
then indulged in loud murmurs, plainly expressing, 
that, should we not get sight of land in three days, 
the boys should be sacrificed. Satisfied of their bar- 
barous intentions, I redoubled my prayers to Heaven. 
1 implored the Almighty, that he would preserve ss 
from so horrible a crime, that our sufferings might 
JKt lie protracted beyond endurance, avvi ftitt ■"

enfeebled that ne could no lunger sUnd upright.

In this wuy we steered in a n 
random until the second of December, the tbirlcent 
day after the calamity Ihat befel our Tessel. 
tky became overcast, and having spread the s&iU, H 
caught oDT tnu kegs full of rain water. All the pea 
had given up their shirts for sails ; and they n 
almost naked besides, from having left the Te^el j| 
SDCh jirecipitatioD ; therefore they crowded i 
together to in(rrease Iheir natural heat. At that linM^I 
I was at the helm, always anxiously looking out (hr^B 
land ; but feeling quite beuumbed, I called the qaar 
ter'Eoaaler to relieve me, while I crawled as well ai ^ 
could to the others, thrusting myself among them U 
obtain a UtUe heat. The quarter-master 
been an hour at the helm, when the weather t>ecsini 
dear and scarene, and he suddenly called out * Land B 
land ] ' Universal joy was disseminated ; 
itiength was renewed; we crept out from un<1c 
tails, and hoisting them, stood for the shore, v 
we reached the same day. 

" Our first employment on landing was retui 
thanks to Heaven, in which I was not tlie least fer- 
vent, seeing we had now, on the last of the three tluys, 
been preserved from e.vecuting the cme\ «i\WvM- 
larom resolution of devouring oui own a^cvc*.

Km^l. However, wc drew off the mflk fnim the 
freshest of the outs, and ale the kernel of the old ones, 
diongh in too great qnantitTi aa it brought on Hba' 
fluxes. Next day we had re<;overed, and trav«rBeA 
all the island without secini; inhabitants. Laying in 
a store of cocoa-nuts, we sailed, and the Following day 
came in sight of Suntatra, four or five leases distant 
So lung as our nuts lasted, we coasted towards the 
east, and these being exhausted, it was necessary to 
seek wme eonvenlont plaeefor debarkation, which the 
breokiug or the surf opposed ; but four or five of the 
geamen ventured to swim ashore. After traTepsing 
ike hooch some time, they discovered the moutb of a 
river, and made signs to us to come to them. We 
did BO ; and, finding a dangerous bar at its entrance, 
I ashed the people whether they would run the risk 
of crossing it. Atl answered in the affirmative. Thus 
■ending two men astern, one at each side with an oar, 
and myself being at the helm, we attempted the pas- 
sage. The first breaker half filled the boat ; bat the 
men hastened to free her, some baling out the water 
with their hats, others with their shoes. The second 
wave almost completely overwhelmed us, and it re- 
quired our utmost exerljons to save ourselves, always 
standing right across the bar. HappQy the third 
broke short of the boat, and we landed in safety. 

•' Wa now found fresh water, and henus growing 
among the grass ; and, at some distance from tlw 
landing-place, some tobacco beside the remains of a 
fire. We were overjoyed at the sight, as Lt showed 
the island to be inhabited ; and kindling Ive or six ' 
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■ ^E, we went ta sluep and smoke by tuniH. 
B darkness approached, eeDtineU were posted Ju 

■ nnt dilectionB Irais the flras, lest the natives i 
I attempt to sorprtee us. But during ui^ht vt 
W ottselyes estremely ill, being attacked by i 

colics &om the vegetables we hod eaten : and at tJ 
tise, the natives, taking advantage of the darknei 
secretly stole near, nitli the design of maSEBcring U 
Fortunately our aentinuls dcauried their appruauh, a 
we ought have been in great danger; for, indepe 
denQy of indisposition, all our arms were two hat«he1| 
and a rusty sword. Yet, although so slenderly p 
rided, we resolved that our lives should not be cheap 
Bold, and, having little time for dehboratiou, 1 dro 
itf tny men, each with a firebrand in his hand, v 
mjself at their head. All rushed ogawiit the 
tivea, who, terrified at the formidable display, e 
well knowing whether we were armed or otherwiai 
took to ihght. We, therefore, returned ti 
and remained undisturbed during the n 
I night. At break of day three natives wer 
' coming down to the beach, on ivhich we se 

our men who had fonuerly been in India, and unde^ifl 
stood something of the Malay tongue, towards theou | 
Approaching our people, they learned who we were,, i 
and agreed to traffic with ut : they then cam< 
miin body. Baking whether we had arms, which w^ 
took care to answer in tlie affirmative, adding, t 
we bad a great quantity of warlike s 
H'tMpect our weakness could ni>t be betruYed, tit (J 
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■mlH were spread over the launch, and prevented the 
tKia seeing what she contained. 

" Collecting about eight crowns among us, we pi 
chased boiled rice and poultry from theto, of whi 
ve miule a comfortable repast. This flnished, 
endeavoured to discover the name of their countl 
but we could make nothing nf their answer, exc^ 
that they frequently expressed the word Sumati 
Pointing to leeward, as if toward the island of Jvi 
they repeated the name of Jan Koen, signifying A 
he was governor, and truly they were right, for Jg^ 
Peler Koen was then gcneral-in-chief. Wewereagri 
ably surprised by this iutelligence; but proviaiol 
being scanty, I carried four men and our remainij 
money to a village, whicli was not t^ distant, in ord 
to purchase a supply ; and having done so, despatch: 
them as expeditiously as possible to Heyn Rol, w^ 
instructions to make an er^ual distribution. In ti\ 
village we were supplied with a pleasant kind 
liquor extracted from trees, possessing an inebrialii 
quality ; and during a repast which we made an son 
fowls, the inhabitants of the village sat down besii 
us, gazing with astonishment, but saying nothin 
I then purchased, and paid five crowns and a half f 
a buffalo, which proved so fierce that we could a 
catch it. The evening now beginning to close, 
considered it time to depart ; but my people we 
anxious to remain behind, thinking it would be easi 
to catch the bufialo by night than in the day. 
therefore, bad them adieu, and came away. Returi 
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Witg to the banks where the little boat ky, ! fell i4 J 
'with a. troop of natives quarreUing among themaelvei»ii 
and the sabject of their dispute JoubDeaB wag, whfr- I 
ther to allow us to embark or noL Assuming a conwl 
manding nuen, I look two by the arms and pushntJ 
them towards the boat. They entered it each with ^n 
paddle before aad astern, and 1 between them in thvjl 
middle. After we had made some progress down the: 
river, he who was behind me eignifled that he wanted 
money, whence, putting my hand in my purse, I 
drew out Ihe fourth part of a piastre, with which I 
presented bim, He looked at it a long 
in doubt whether to accept it or not ; at length, haTi 
ing wrapped it in a piece of linen encircling his ' 
he returned to bis place. The native before aiS9i 
e with signs that he too wanted aomcthingi 
I whereupon 1 'drew another coin of the same Taluft 
I my purse, and gave it to him. He gazed 
( if hesitating whether it should be ac^cepted, and 
1 took it, with marks of dissatisfaction. While 
t half down the river, they began 
, darting ferocious glances at mi 
med for an attack. Indeed, 1 must acknowledga: 
^t I laboured under great apprehension, for I hai 
b means whatever of defence. Putting my trust 
in, I began to sing a psalm, and so loud, ' 
Qie banks of tbe river resounded with my vi 
Whenever the natives heard me, they laughed 
moderately, conceiving that I had no impression of. 
Bjbt : and happily we got in sight ai 'C<ssi'\xiSi'S&. '\ 
^Men made a sign to my owDiaeii, 'V4^o ta.'o.^'^i^^ 
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the bencL to receive me ; and I directed tbe a 
to carry the boat ulose ashore. 

" The nadveE aosv iaquirintr where our people slept, 
I pointed to teats that they had constructed of boughs 
of trees; and I told Heyn Rol what had happened 
respecting the builalo. Next morning, accordingly, 
two men brought a buffalo, though not tbe same that 
I had purchased ; and by means of our cooper, who 
understood a little of the lan}^age,we explained this 
matter, also expressing sarprise at the absence of our 
four men. However, they said that the buffalo should 

I be brought whenever it could be caught. To guud 
against a similar accideut, Williiuu Cialen, a serjean^ 
by my orders, ham-strung the animal, which fell 
down ; and the negroes, uttering a shout of surprise, 
two or three hundred natives, posted in a neighbouriDg 
wood, rushed out and tried to intercept us Irom the 
hoat. But one of tbe sentinels gave the alarm, and 
hastily Hed to join us. Perceiving them approach 
with sabres and shields, 1 called to my people to 
save themselves ; when some gained the launch, and 
others plunged into the water. The natives pressed 
furiously upon us, but were warmly received, the ship's 
baker using the rusty sword with great effect, and the 
other twovigorouslysupporting him with the hatehel*. 
Though we did otu- best, we should soon have been 
overpowered, had we not left our grapnel behind, and 
hoisting sail, escaped. Several of our people were 
woujidBd, paiticalariy the bakor, who fought so cou- 
r^fftiaaiily ; be received the Ihruat of a. pAMme4.\a»Kia 
■»<5o»B ftfttf aavej. Afterwards he bocanxft wicwitii 
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indiEposed, and immediate]; the wounded part ^ 
q^uile blue ; nor did no inmsion all aniund the W( 
to prevent the poison spreading, prove uf any a 
ance, tor having atlatked his bowelfi, he died. 
ne^rues, seeing ua under sail, hastened to the bar H 
the mmth of the river, in hopes that we should b 
nvecked in crossing it, hut it was otherwise ordained 
fw our boat, being high before and strong 1: 
poesed tt without taking in a drop of water, to I 
great stuprise, and indeed to our owu, consider 
the troable we hod before experienced. 

" Having gained the upitn sea, we ascertained, at 
mustering the people, that wc hod loiC isisteen, vi 
eleven in the rencontre, the baker who died of b 
wound, and the four men who were left ashore at U 
village. These four. I firmly believe, were tl 
of saving my life, for unquestionably the dispute a 
the basks respected the natives murdering me, ^ 
measure which some opposed, awaiting my i 
with a, great Qumber of people, as I had promisf 
It was very distressing for ua to leave our i 
hind, without knowing anything of them ; 
reflecting that the natives could not have left thn 
alive, and as vte had only eight fowls and s 
quantity of rice to sustain fifty-six persona, it 
have been imprudent to remain longer. Thus wo 
coasted along a Hhure begirt by shoals, where we 
foond some small shell flsh, wbich^ioxoi'a. waa.'iiKv- 
Ode supply, and lien we filled oui tegft ^ilfetce*!- 
r the neighbourhood. Leoroi^ a^a.^ -^iAimA, 
o« to sea, to prosecute QUI No^*S^- ^'^^ 
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sailing some time, a great storm rendered il 
aery to take in all tlie sails which we had spread a 
the launch for shelter, and we albwed her I 
until day-break- The gale then abating, three islanfl 
were disooverud at a distance, for which ' 
solved to make, in hupea of obtaining somi 
rishment l« support our miaorabic bodies. With thd 
wind on the quarter, we reached them before night, 
and found bamboos and palm trees. The extremitja 
of these plantii being tender, we cut off a. quantity, 
whicli we ate, and then proceeded to Bll our casks bI 
a river. But all they could contain lieing insufhcient, 
we used, as a substitute for others, the hollow part 
of Ilie bamboo between the Joints, and got a quantitf 
equivalent to lour casks of water by that ex.pediaiL 
Wiiile our people traversed the island without inter- 
ruption, I withdrew unperceived to ascend a high 
mountain, trusting that there I might encourage the 
men with some new hope, for they expected every- 
thing from me, while I was at a loss for want of 
proper instruments. 

" The weather was Qne and serene : loohing around 
ne in all directions, at length 1 discovered two great 
blue hills, and at the same time recollected , to have 
formerly heard from William Cornelius Schouten, an 
experienced navigator, that, on the extreme point of 
..lava, there were two of that description. Having 
left the island of Sumatra, I saw the mountains to 
the right, without intermediate land in view. There- 
fore it was now evident, from the straits of Sunda 
heiu^' between Java and Sumatra, that we were ia 
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i direct course. Pn»trating myself on Ihe earth, 
[ prayed Heaven still to be our guide, and gratefully 
H^owledged the mercy we bad hitherto experienced, 
^Wid tranaported with joy, hastened down the moun- 
!t>iii to impart the glad tidings to the rest. 

" Impatient to depart, we summoned the people, and 
niitted tbis, which we called Prince's Island, About 
ludnigbt we descried what was taken for a retiset on 
nearer approach, the light proved to pro- 
ceed fiom a small island called Dwars in de Wcg, 
'•in the straits of Sunda. One of the seamen, climbing 
op the mast, discovered vessels at a distance, of which 
tke counted twenty-three. Our joy may be easily 
ll^ured. We instantly got out our oars for greater 
■peed, as the wind had lulled, and exerted ourselves 
e get up to them. Had we not discovered these ves- 
Isi our fate was inevitable, for we should have gone 
I to Bantam, where war had been declarcil a^rainsC 
IT oountryinen, and thus run headlong into the 
uids of our enemies. Frederic Houtman, who 
immanded these vessels, which were Dutch, had 
«n us with a telescope from the quartet-deck. Won- 
iring at the singularity of our sails, he could by no 
eans make oat what we were, and sent out a boat 
ascertain the truth. We recogTiized the people in 
e boat, for we had left the Tesel in company, and 
in the Spanish Sea. After mutual con- 
ratulatio:ia, Heyn Rul and I went on board Hout- 
lan's ship, called the Virgin of Dordrecht. He 
a table to be covered in his cabin for us ; and 
! could not retrain from tears at ticffl &ivSa\%<««- 
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, selves in the midst of plenty. Houtman waa nerer 
-weary of Uatbning to our adventures, and expressed 
luB admiratign of our good fortune. We were pro- 
vided with clothes adapted to the climate, aod a 
yacht was appointed to carry us to Batavia." 

Captain Bontekoe reached Batavio, and found 
tiierc John Peter Koon the commandant, who gave 
him a new ship, called the Berger Boot, of thirty-tvo 
guns, in which he served some time, and eucountared 
numerous dangers. At last, on the fifteenth of 
November, 1G23, he reached Holland in safety, and 
died at'^Hom, where he was much respected. 



m CHAPTER n. 

UiiConanci at CiptaU NoiwooJ, lfl<9, 

Captain Norwood was one of the royalist party 
in the time of Charles I. He anRnged with other 
royjd'tst officers to emhark for Ameriira, seeing Che 
aSairs of the crown were not hkely to amend, and 
that the monarchy existed no longer. He tigreed 
in the year 1649, to meet two other officers who w 
roytklista, and to arrange their immediate departure 
from England.

plenish. The passengers were all rejoii:ed at the 
thought of seeing the land. 

At day-break, on the fourteenth of October, th^ 
SKW the peak of Fayal, the most conspicuous in the 
Atlantic, except that of Teneriff, with which seamen 
are acquainted. They soon made the harbour, and 
on anchoring, were speedily invited to dine on 

(shore, by the English merchants resident there, 
i^Tfaey refreshed themselves with the fruits of that 
idelightful island i but they lost their long-boat, owing 
to the neglect of the sailors, who got drunk, and loy 
lUp and down in all quarters, in a very had condition. 
Slie loss of the long-boat was a most serious incon- 
.venience tothem. In their revels they drank the tm 
ulines. of Portuiral and Gndand. although tlie latUS 



n exile, and cannon were fired in honour of tl 
The sailors who were on shore c 
their carousings, and water was gut ii 
very slowly. The consumption at liquu 
made great havock with the stock.

After a tittle further pregrcag, beyond 
their most sanguine hopes, there van still iuobb 
Ha.ter thau the ahip dr«w; and U began to deepeu, 
the leadahuwiiig tnviity feet. They kept the veiisel 
Id tlaia channel, until the light waa slroug enough 
to enable the quaiter-niaater to con hei'. At last 
thq' ^t clear of tlia formidable breakers of Cape 
Hatteras, and stood out to aaa. No sooner was the 
ship clear of the racks and in the offing, than the 
seamen surveyed each other for a momeDt, like so 
maaj ghosts, in sileoce and wonder. Thoy seetned 
ta doubt wbeUiK they were really in safety. They 
shook hands wiUi each other as if they were stran- 
j^iB^er had just arisen ironi the grave, and met tlu:y 
knew not how, They oonldwaroely believe tliat they 
vere atiil iu an existence of flesh and bbud. Whea 
they recovered tbemselveB, they made frum the land 
with all the sail they could oarrj. 

But tliey had only esaaped one danger to get into 
another. A storm from (be oorth-west now came on 
to blow with great violence. They left the land be- 
hind tbem, at the rate of eight miles an hour, with 
Iho fore-oourses only eet. It was soon tiiought 
necessary to slacken Uieir way. Tte stoj 
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ordered to be put about, the sails to be furled, and 
to try with the miien. The sea ran so high that 
Ihe sailors were poizled how lo put about the vo^l, 
yet they vrere runoing at such a rate off the laod, 
that it nas ahsulutejy necessary lo control the 
rapidity of thoit course. They lowered the main- 
yard to ease the mast, but found it difBcult to , 
handle the foresail, as all hands were not strong 
enough to haul home the sheet to bring the tesiel 
round. They shipped several hea\7 seas, and oM ' 
btoke with such violence afl, that a ton of water at 
least entered the lound-faouse. The noise was ]Sis ' 
the report of a cannoB. as it struck the deck, and piit ' 
the passengers in terrible fear. The ship was M 
length got about, and they lay trying under thac * 
niizen. * 

Porpoises in. immense numbers now appeared around i 
the vessel, so that the oldest seamen on board d» ,' 
elared they had never aeea so many. They are 
generally supposed to be the forerunners of a atann, ' 
though in the present instance Captain Norwood \' 
ohaerves the tempest was raging at the time thej " 
■were first noticed. The ocean was covered with j' 
,hiiiaing foBTO. The wind appeared to rise still higher, ' 
BO that the officers began to think they could not Ik | 
long without some disaster in the rigging. Betffeot i 
ten and eleven o'clock a crash was heard aloft, Eind 
the cry that the fore-topmast had come by the board. 1 
It had indeed been oarcied away, and with it had 
broken off the foremast bead, just under the cap- 
The crew were now in great s^^t^j ■ P] 
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mate, had the watch at the time, and spprobendud 
that n'orso damage must soon follow. Betweeo 
twelve and one the following moming, a trenieiiduus 
sea broke into the ship fbrvrard, aiid ao deluged the 
deck where the mate happened to be wnlkiQ);, thai lie 
retired aft with prayers on his tongue. He imE^ined 
that the ship was on the point of foundering. The 
blow seemed to be a stroke of death to Ibo vessel, 
wlueh remained stock still with her head in the 
wave, and then seemed to bore her way tlirough it, 
and free herself. The passengers, men, women, and 
children, took leave of each Other. A melanehoiy 
cry waa heard throughout the ship, from the appre- 
hension of immediate death. The mate, however, 
seeing that the water cleared away from the deck, 
called all hands to the pumps. Upon examining the 
tttischief which had been done by the sea, it was 
found that the forecastle, six guns, all the anchora 
but one, which was bent to the cable, together with 
the two cooks, of which latter one was miraoulousty 
saved, were carried overboard, Tiie hreaoh made 
forward for the sea to enter, opened a passage to the 
hold for the water. All on board who were able set 
to work to construct a platform of wood that would 
keep off an ordinary sea, to render the vessel as 
secure as it was possible to do in such distressing cir- 
cumstances. In fact the storm cut out sufficient 
labour for all who were able to work every hour in the 
twenty-four. The bowsprit got loose, having lost the 
flays and rigging, so that they were ohliged to c>i.^

in &ct so for, that when liiey thought Ihey were to 
the southward of the ccpu, they were in reality to the 
north of Achomacki atxoriling to tlieir maXe, wboM 
OlHinoD no one was capable of dbputicg. He averred* 
that if the wind remained as it was, there wo* no 
douht th<3y would nil dine the ae\t day withiit 
the capes. This expeutatiun was the more agreeabla 
aa their water was agaia nearly gone, their meat 
spoiled and usetosa, and only a. biscuit a day per 
head, tuid of that not enougU to last mu<;h longer. 
The mate fancied he saw the usual landmarks, being 
hummoeks of trees, of which his twenty-third voyaga 
had given him, as might be supposed, the capacity of 
judging rightly. The error wosailerwardadiecoveiedi 
wd was a Bod disappointment. Had their sails and 
rigging been in a sound state, the mischief might 
have been of ksa importance : both oapcs were in 
sight, but the ship would not lie withia eleven at 
twulva points of the wind, and they were compelled 
to run from the land which they wore so eager ta 
make, and a sliort time previously eo certain among 
thenuelves of making in a few hours. There wa» 
only an nllowauce now of half a biscuit to eicU ^t- 
son on board, Sw oS wliish mode a iiouoi.

The persons who should hare 
kept the reckoning had neglected the duly for some 
flays. The sua tiad not been seen a good while. 
The^dcKperato situation in which the vessel had 
teen, and the little hope they had of reaching the

•«^me on, they saw the fires of those on shore, wh;(s^

This it is probable the 
captain had nolioed when he asked Nornood to go 
with him. The vessel had set sail without orders 
from the captain, who hud thtlieulty in getting on 
board ; and but for the mate, who saw tlie boat fcam 
the tops, and got the seain^i to lay by until it came 
ftlongside, the captain would have been abandoned as 
those on land were, and probably to a worse fate. 

Words cannot paint ibe unguiah and horror of the 
party left on shore in this unforeseen manner. They 
vere without food or necessaries of any kind, and 
fbey had not the sh^htest shelter. They consulted 
together on their miserable condition without being 
aWe to datermine on anything. They prayed Heaven 
la have mercy upon them, and fi&Edly requeued 
Captain Norwood to be their leader, and to Bdvise 
them in what was most likely to contribute to their 
preservation. It fortunately happened that Captain 
Norwood's Dutch servant had saved from his own 
wants a hoard of (hirly biscuits, which he had starved 
himself more than he need have done, to preserve for 
sn hour of yet more pressing want They wore in a 
tiiadJe be had put into the boat^Wm tia t^iutn;

jiassed it, he thought, by coasting the woods to the 
•outh-west, he might meet with Indiana wbo would 
■ither relieve or destroy him, Death at their hands 
vould be better than dying of famine. The party 
agreed, upon deliberation, that it was tlie only rationd 
■cheme which could, in their circumslanoes, afford 
Wy hope of relief. The enterprise ivus desperate, 
ftnd so was the present situation of the party. It wi» 
Aow the tliirteenth of January, and they had been 
pine days Mi the island, in the open air, for their huts 
excluded neither wind nor rain, i They had been 
landed from a vessel where they had endured hunger, 
, thirst, and &tigue, for several months. A last effort 
it was therefore necessary to make. They gathered 
M many oysters as would fill two quart bottles, to 
fee boiled in their own liquor, and given to Captain 
(Norwood for his travelling stock. Everything was 
ready for setting out on this forlorn adventure, and 
the cooking of the oysters was nearly effected, when 
Cary, who had been out rambling, declared that he 
saw Indiana on the main land. Captain Norwood

plain Norwood now returned again to the task 
•flreompleting tis cooltery, and haH filled one bottle, 
Vhen he was tempted to go ont with his pin, hearing 
the noiee of geese. He had ibe food Ibrtune to shoot 
one wtthoirt a witness, and defenntned to eat it »lone, 
hoping to be so woch the atrrmser fbr swininiing the 
creek in consequence. He therefore hung the g-xne 
on a tree, while he went to rail fhp took to dress il 
secrttly: from him the head, bones, and entrails, 
wotrtd haye secured secreey.

The men had, as already observed, remo\-ed to mow

Four men aiid ooe 
woman nere ktiovni lo be dead, and one other woman 
was absent, but the Induuis hinted they knew it, and 
would take care of her. They were now carried to the 
home of an Inditui, and welvotned with ^'reat hoapj- 
tttlity, after the manner of that people. Their wrau 
and powder were placed in security, food BUp|died 
to them, and a large Cre. Furs aud deer skius were 
placed over them for wacmtli : iu Ebott, no kindnesses 
which tlieir unaffected horts. could bIiow or oblain 
were omitted towards them. CompuKdiou nndleadet- 
■ ness were visible in everything these children of na- 
ture did. To ChristianB it was felt as a reproach, that 
' tbey frequently, to far from affording succour to per- 
anns Hhlpwreck«d, too often neglected thom whoUy, 
m treated them with barbarity. In the woods o£ 
America, the brave, but simple Indiana praotiaed 
those virtues of which Christians only talked. They 
neither plundered, nor did they seem to covet xny- 
thingin the possession of the shipwrecked men. In

A SpANCSH vessel of burden, laden with vwicms 
goods, set sail in IGTBlVomCBllac'bound to Ptinami, 
(ttwhich place she arrived safely, and anchored on the 
sixth of May. From Panama she sailed with mer- 
chaodize for Caldera, a port in Neiv Spain, utuated 
in the province of Costa Rica. There were sevenil 
Itassengers in the vessel from Panama to Calden. 
They sailed on the 10th of May,' hoping to arrive at 
the end of their voyage in about nine days, as waj 
asual. Instead of making the ilistance in the time 
they had anticipated, they were obliged, after beating 
about for five days, to cast anchor at the mouth of 
the Manglares. which descends from Chiriqui, a lofty 
mountain noted for its gold mines. Most of those on 
board, thinking the passage would he short, had only 
taken with them provisions for eight days. At this 
anchortge, therefore, some of them were obliged to go 
on shore to purchase mora. These provisions con* 
Hsted of calves, pigs, fowls, Indian com, and some of 
the fruits of the country. 

Having set sail again they encountered a heavy 
Bea, wliicb continued until the e'lgbteetifti, — iVie time 
/lioui which they bad anticipated ihey sboi^l V ;A^ 
^ anchor in the port of their deatoatioii. On ftie 
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niDeteeotb, about four o'clock in the afternooQ, » 
violent storm came on, which attacked them befon 
they had time to prepare to meet its fury. The wind 
and sea ibove them go i:\oiii lo a const f\ill of rocks 
and sand-banks that, had the ship been carried a 
mubket-shot farther, she must hove been dashed tnU> 
i thousand pieces, and every soul on baud ban 
perished, tbere being no beach on that coast, but a|l 
terribly bristled with rocka. In order to escape n 
ftite so dreadful, the long-boat was set afloat, and 
eight vigorous rowers cserted their utmost to tow thb 
vessel clear of the danger. By great exertion they 
*u»?eeded ; but their labour during the stortn 
jnhjeeted the crew to so much fiiligue, that they 
ceased 16 keep a good look-out, and at midnight thfl 
ship got among the rocks, and was carried close to 
one of them vrith such impetuosity that, before they 
were aware of if, the porta on the larboard aide wer^ 
cirrled away. 

All on board were now aroused, and believed everyr 
thing was over,— none doubled but that the keel of 
ftie vessel had struck. It was dark, and impossible tk 
discoTer where they might be, or what injury waa 
Mae. The night was passed in a state of dreadfitf 
i^ety ; though fortunately the storm had abated. 
Bkppily when day dawned they tbund that they haa 
siiB^TBi more from fear than the injury done to the shij* 
would justify ; though a few feet nearer the rock, atla 
&ey must have ftiundered. TheirinAwa5^i«o\itiiA»» 
ami fbey i^tnred to hoist tlieit saft*-, \i>A '43 
ftrtww did Dot long continue in the same v^tA • '^ 



fcur daya followhiR it changed no loss than rax times. 
In fact, after bBatiiiR abont until they found they 
faado ni> nay, they were just off the mouth of Ibe 
tiver where they had gime on shore a few days befon 
lo purchase proTisions. They were now again short 
ft Steele : some of the pnssengers had eaten np 
Ul their proviaioiw three days before, and were living 
Mthe (siplain's. It became neeessary, therefore, to 
go on shore again, wkieh moat of them did, and far- 
iished themselves with a store for fifteen days. They 
ttbo Iwought off a quantity of bananas, which, roasted 
In the cinders, are an excellent substitute for bread, 
The captain laid in a month's stoci: to gimri againit 
the worst that might happen. The sails were agaSa 
fcdsled, and they reached Cape Boricu. but could get 
feo ftrther, for it fell calm and remained thus Ibt 
ftrenty-two days. From sun-rise to sun-set there *»i 
a breath of wind. At night a light breeze Uew, 
which enabled tliem to proceed favourably, hut whea 
Aay came and the wind died away, the current, which 
, prevails on that coast, bore them farther-hack in U 
hovx than they had gone forward in six. WbenevK ' 
dey broke the man at the helm cried out *• In^ 
luid I " but as the light increased the point of Bonei 
le recognized from which they had saiM 
ht nightfall. In this manner they were at laat tiled 
Wit and given up almost to despair. 

Tliey endeavonred to entertain and amuse them- 
selves as well as they could. Some fished, others 
read, or swam about in the sea. T\ie^ ^4aB6.a,\»t^

e. The captain was of opinion that Ihey had better

The sky, which had been 
Sot some time serene, changed all at once. It was 
near the hour of suniiet. The pilot not liking the 
aspect of the heuvens, lowered the sails. A small 
daik cloud was seen approaching with great rapidity. 
No sooiner was tt over the ship than it poured down a 
torTcnt of rain. A second deluge seemed falling from 
the hea;ven9. The thunder and lightning were terrific, 
HUtugh to make the most intrepid heart quail. The 
Sghtning and obscurity ahernated so rapidly that it 
■Ijuck (he crew with tenfold horror, nnd prevented 
anything being done on board which tlie urgency of 
the moment might demand, as it was impossible to 
see. In vain they fatigued themselves with aucces- 
«»e attempts, they were absolutely obliged Xb^'Sbm'^ 
aB ia despair, and abandon the veaael to \,V«\o«ttl *^ 
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At duy-brc^ the Morm censed, but tlie sea coiu 
ttnucd to run high, and tTie heaven was still cavowd

The captain preserved his prcBence of mind. Seeing

After this soiry repast, tlie; act out again 

Ibet or the captain wore bound up aa veil as they « 

fca under surb cLrcuimlanccs, in their lom Linen aliid 

tattered clothei, mucli in the way mendicants supp^ 

U)e want of shoes. They then pniueeded till sutuet 

sad reauhcd tlic hardcrs of a pond, nhicb so abounOed 

in mogquituea, that they were obliged to continue their 

journey unlil ten o'clock in the motnlng. They 

paEsed the night with much inquietude, feariiig an 

Attack irom the Indinns, Bome of whom they had seen 

IMtuiDg among tlie trees in a ncighbauriiig wood. 

Fortunately they remaiued till day-hreak undisturbed. 

■ During the next day's joumey they met with a 

ti?er, oD the bank of which they found the remain* 

of a fin! and a quantity of banana skins, though none 

I ti. the thiit grew there. About mid-day they caina 

n a large river bordered with treea, which gave B 

I fleasant shade. Hunger now pressed them, and they 

r M«re fortunate enaugh tu catch three large fish, whicii 

I Ijbey roiifted.

mx-candle ia tasle. A Utti« twiines «&. ^i^i ^««^ 
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it reaembling ui apri«ot, Mlled by the people tf 
fee couiilT)' the icacos; it was of a bilter Bi:id UM4 
hit far better for hod thai) palm bnds. Tbey naw 
igain came upon the coast, having crossed a wood 
ind a mountain. Tbey saw a ;;ood quantity' of bb- 
itere, but thpy could only capture four. They shot 
tiT paroquets in addition, and thus supplied anotliOF 
day's provision. They slt^lon a spot where there won 
plenty of icacos. eating the ripe and r^msting thoM 
tdlich trere unripe. On (he fifth <iay they pa>.sed twa 
rivcra on rafts, but ^t notJiing to cat until sa o'clook 
Bt night, when lUe captaiu nhot a peacock. The fd» 
lowing day they reached a deserted house, where they 
fband a quantity of ripe bananas. Tliey eat half, an4 
carried away the other half, not without the fear that 
the family might pursue them. At night they resleA 
on the bank of another river, and eat their Blolam 
bananas. Hunger was the most disagreeable enemy 
they yet encountered, and they were ohli^jed to sa^ 
ply themselves in the best way they could without 
beinf too scrupulous about the mode. 

The next day four of tlic party went about twi 
leagues off to the top of a hill to End wood nt to mala 
a raft. "While they were absent, leaving the coptaM 
and one man together, the latter were fortunate enouglk 
to see a number of wood-pigeons perch on a trea 
not fifty paces off. Tlie captain crept within a abort 
distance of them, and brought down eighteen at a 
shot ; thesa fbmkhed them all witti a. Wtio^'Ai "'*■ 
vbich. bad they wine, their gratiEicatvoTXViovift-^MW* 
MO complete. Those who had gone Vo *« "«"«* 



haA' found some dates, nhicli they eal insteaS'^SI^ 
bread. -^ ' 

After this unexpected feaat, they set out once mote! 
^he captain was now so much worn down by pain, 
tKal he could proceed no farther. He was unable tb 
iitand ou his feet, and he begged hk rompaiiions to 
leave him, as it would be unjugt to detain them there 
to perish foe the sake of one of their number. H» 
uid he might get better and follow them in a (few 
days, or they might fall in with some Spanish 
dwellings, and bo able to send him assistance. He 
conjured them to keep together, happen what might 
iln their future journey. They shed tears upon this 
iddress, and declared they would not leave the cap- 
taSti, let the consequences be what they might. They 
offered to take him upon their shoulders, but ho wcmld 
»ot agree to it. He told them their time was dear, 
and that they had better get as quick as possible to 
Caldera. They would not stir until the captain con- 
sented to be carried, which they undertook with such 
^ood will, that it was seven o'clock in the evening 
£efor« they stopped, as well to rest themselves sA to 
and something to eat. They were obliged to satbfy 
flietr appetite with periwinkles boiled on the coil^ 
dfhc fati|;ue they had undergone under a tropical sJai^ 
firing the day, and the hardships endured fromth^ 
beat in those which preceded it, had made a great 
iniange in their appearance. Their throats were 
iABomed and parched, and they had no water lo 
qiiench cbeit (hirst. To remain vi^\me ftic^ Vs&. 
stopped ti-as impoBsMo. They set tnw. s.^vnm'eQsw 
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vearicd state, and after reacluitg a league fortlitirt 
fccorered a stream bordered with bauanas, and other 
fruits and trees, the sbada of which meeting aver 
the water formed a beautiful and agreeable uvenus. 
Jhey thaaked God fut his goodness to Iheiii, and 
j;ii5buig to the river quenched their ihir^t. Tlie 
{ilot added to their delight, by etatiog that ihu rivet 
Vl^ thiLt of St. Aatonio. He assured his coJiLiuniona 
^t, about four leagues off, tbere was a rich furo) 
lielonging to Aloozo Macoieta, where there was ai) 
iVtm^nce of eattle. Macotela was au inhabitant ol' 
ttra town of Esparza in Costa Rica. They supjied on 
Ifac &uit, around them, whieh thoy roasted on the 
oaden when not ripe. The same night thoy crossed 
the livei on a raft, and slept more soundly than they 
bod done for many nightd before, their anxiety re- 
electing the termination of their journey being now 
dismissed. 

They despatched several of their number the fol^- 
lowing raoming to the farm of Macotela. The cap- 
t&ib and two othera remained behind to rest during 
that day and tjie next. They caught lobsters in tliQ 
liver for their support. The two who remained with 
the captain were the Genoese merchant, and a relv: 
gious brother of some order. The . brother wof 
charged with the duty of sentinel the second night, 
tB order to guard againEt their being surprised, 
Mole accustomed to the cloister than to military 
duty, he fell asleep so soundly, thai a'tnivA 'Si-es's^ 
o'clock, tiiB captain was awoke by avtivca n'sSia^wiSt 
liiattuae, and upon hailiog the go^i Vo^^ ^»*-'^ 
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if )ie had »]ioketi, got no replf . Upon finiUng Ihn 
fbe cose he |^ ap, and heaM his own name B^ain 
Topeateil, though from Eome distance oC He that 
swokc the Genoese and the alumbering sentinel, but 

had scarcely done Eobef^jre a lartz'e raJt cune Qitatiiig; 
dtmn the river with more than twenty people upon il. 
The roft wns under the direction of Don Deniin^ 
de Chavarria, a native of Navarre, the curate of Es- 
psma, Three of the'shipwi-ecked party, nlwhad been 
Bent Kifward to the fiirm of Macotela, had met them, 
and related in what state they had left their companians 
at the river St- Antonin, wlieK they weni waiting 
for aiEistance. The good curate, moved at (heir tate, 
■et out with refreshments and necessaries to recrail 
their health. He learned exactly n-bere they were 
l«fl by their companions, and summoning all his 
domestics and friends well loaded with provisions 
departed to their succour immediately. The joy of 
the Genoese and the religious brother wa» not leas than 
tiiat of the captain, upon findin;^ there was now no fear 
•f therrperishingbyhungerorthelndians. Theywere 
now Boon mounted on horEeback, except tlic captain, 
who was placed on a litter in the manner custcmu; 
for invabds in warm elimates. Six Indiana fomiedB 
Mlay, two taking the Vehicle by turns on their sbool- 
fcra, and moving on as well and as rapidly as the 
mules of the eountry. In this way, a httle before the 
.dawn of day, they reached (he farm of Macotela, 
where they rested for soma time, and then ]>roceeded

the captain, at the bouse of the curate, a young c*>. 
vallero came in with baata anU ta gicM t«rror, to »^:

place was in alarm, The govetnor mounttid ilirecl^J 
and the captain, tJiough an invaUd, huliUcdout Id- 
take measures with hia party for their defence. P«h 
pie ruihed in from all parts of the oounlry to g)A 
ordi^ra for their future conduct from tlw goversan. 
Don Juan and the captain aet out to raconnDitre, so4 
bad gone no great distance, n^hcn they aaw appmtdk- 
ing with a very slow paeo the remainder of the ship- 
wrecked crew, which had been taken foe a formidable 
body of EogUsk threatening the country. Fear was 
now chingod into joy. The reporters of the alarming 
tidings of the English ba^ing landed slunk away 
aabamad in the midst of the jeers of their country- 
men, for having transformed a half famished and 
unarracd body of their counU^men into formidable 
enemies in battle array. 

The rest of the ship's company, having nai ted three 
days beyond the eight agreed upon with the captain, 
determined to follow the steps of those who bad pre- 
ceded them, and easily tracked their friends along 
the coast. They subsisted in much the same manner 
s the Grst party had done. 
This shipwreck is remarkable for the singular ac- 
I of the currents northward of Panama, and 
for the ignorance of the captain and the pilot in ob- 
Muiately &Jiowing the aa,me co\n^ n\(n\^ 1\^& coaat,

Two vetaab. fitted out in 1719 to cruise againat tiN , 

Spanlarilii is the Soutli Sena, sailed from "':— mtfitr i 
ia that year One was the Speedwell of a bumlnA 
men, Cuptain George Shelviocka ; the otbar tlwiSHn 
cess, wliich parted companj' soon after they left Plj: 
mouth, on the thirteenth of Fehruary . The Spceilweil, 
after the two vessels parted, encountered oil the Dine* 
teenth a violent storm Irom the sonth-west, and tha 
topsails were taken in. In an hour after they wen 
obliged to scud under hare poles, not heing able to 
show an inch of canvass during the night, except at ona 
timeareefedmizen. Ahoutmidnig;ht ascaalruck tht 
■hip on the quarter, which, among other luiachiei^ 
stove in one of the deadlights, and the vessel shippad 
a quantity of wator, so that far some time sha was in 
danger of ftundering. They could not get her before 
the wind, nor were they able to work the pumps on 
deck, for one of them was constantly under wat«r, 
and the seas washed over her so rapidly in suc- 
cession that the crew could not keep their feet. At 
last they got the chain-pump to work. The Speed- 
well was not of more than two hundred tons burthen. 
She carried eighteen aix-po\Hi4wa oa tot &»?!«., Mid 
ijl large fourteen -oared \a.URt^ o» ■«^- S"* "'»' 
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laden for a long cruise in a. diatant aea, ond three' 
fourths of her peopl* were landsmen. They were 
murh alarmed at the sUjrm, ond even talkad of 
coming about for En|il:uid, beeanto the ship vas loo 
erank to bear a lon^ voyage. 

Onthelwenty-thirdof February, the captain obseiT- 

ing the discontent on board, ordered up his crew,

M. de la Fond, on asking where 
he was Roing, replied, "To romfort my friend the 
captain." M. Morin, the captain, stood overeome 
■with Rfief, amid his paBsengers, among whom were 
several female relatives. He recommended them to 
commit themselves' to the sen upon lien-coops, while 
the seamen swimming with one hand, endeavoured 
to support them with the other. The floating mastt 
and yards were covered with men, who were striving 
for a momentary existence. The guns now went off 
shotted; and destroyed many who were struggling in 
the waves. The fire in the meantime reached the 
starboard gallery, and was seen blazing nwfuHy 
within the window of the roundhouse and great 
■cabin. The flames epproached M. de la Fond, who 
having long seen any further attempt to save flie 
ship utterly useless, determined to prolong his hfe a 
few hours if possible, that he might devote them to 
preparing himself for another world. Yet did he 
escape, and from his narration is the present account 
compiled. 

M. de la Fond stripped off his clothes, intending to 
slip down a yard, one ond of which was in the sea. 
but it became so covered with fugitives, that he roUod 
over them into the water. A soldier, in a drowning 
state, irot hold of him. De la Fond dived, but in 
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^ain, to get free of the man's grasp : he plunged a 
second time, the man still holding flrraly ou, until 
the pow wreteh having swallowed much water, found 
bis Btrengtb fait him as De la Fond dived a third time, 
and probably sensible he was again siuking. instinc- 
tively withdrew his grasp. When De la Fond found 
bimself free, he diveil ai^in, and rose as far off from 
the spot as posHible. He was now cautiousof approach- 
ing any one; he even avoided the dead bodies, until he 
vas forced to move them aside with one hand, while 
he made way with the other. At lust his strength 
began to fail for want of respite. He first found 
a part of the ensign-staff. He put his arm through 
3 loop of rope attached to it to secure himself, until 
perceiving a yard he seized that, but seeing it scarcely 
supported a man who had hold of it at the other end, 
le abandoned it as too slight to afford him assistance. 
;t fell in with the sprit-sail yard, which was co- 
Kredwith people whom he feared to approach. Some 
;e quite naked, others ui their shirts, yet in their own 
lisemble situation they seemed to feel pity for him. 
BThe captain and M, de la Touche, it appears, never 
^tted the ship, and perished in her. A terrible 
I heart-rending sight presented itself everywhere

The chaplain wu up«n the mast, and in tbat 
n De la Fond received abaolntion. IVo young 
kdiea were also there, wlio aeemed to await their 
fiile with pioua resignation ; tliey were the survivort 
, four had already perished. Not lesa than 
eighty personB were upon the maHt. They were 
every moment exposed to death from the discharges 
ol' the cannon in the ship. The chaplain losing his 
Itbld of the mast, De!a Fond contrived to hft him up: 
" Lat me go," he cried, " I am already hftlf-drowaed, 
and it is only prolonging my misery." De la ¥tmi 
told him that when he could support him no loogee 
they would die together. While in tfais state he aim 
one of the ladies fall from the mast mid perish ; she 
was tuo far off for him to give her any assistance. 

Atlength De la Fond observed the yawl at no greit 
distance. It was then near five o'clock in the after- 
noon. He called to the men that he was their liea- 
tenant, ami requested tu be taken in. Tliey were out 
averse to this, for they were unable to steer the boU 
towards land, ttam not knowing where the nearest 
ahore lay. They told him if he would swim to the 
yawl, they would ttke him in. They knew that ^ 
they approached the mast the boat would he sunk by 
the numbers who would crowd into it, and aU must 
inevitablv perish. De la Fond set off, and summon- 
JBff every effort, reached the o^ijet^X ol \i«. -^i^iw. 
The pilot and muster following ^ia exa.m?'«:,wi«aW, 
■ tie pair; and wete taken in »^g°- 
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^ The Haniea continued to rage until the vessel blew 
' up, tvhicb hupjKneil wlien the yawl was about a inila 
and a half diatant. The ex|jloeion was terrible. A 
Tusi dense cloud of smoke ascended tium the shivered 
wreck, and obscured the sun for a short time. Pie(«B 
of flaming timber were hurled into the air, and fall- 
ing, cnialied the miserable beings who were strug- 
gling in tlie sea for their esistence. Even the jawl 
was not beyond the reach of the danger. The spec- 
tacle shocked tbem dreadiuliy, the sea. around theix 
being tovered with the burned and mangled bodiea, 
of their &iends, some of whom retained life enough, 
to struggle, and be sensible of l^e borrurs around 
them. De la Fond, who stiU possessed his presenca 
of mind, proposed that they should pull to tlie spot, 
in the hope of finding same articles of provision, and 
other things which might be of use lo them, for they, 
had nothing in the boat, and could only expect a 
lingering death by famine if they were unsuccessfol 
in ttKsr March. They discovered several barrels, but 
bad the mortification tu find they contained nothing 
vltic^ could be of service lo them. Towards night 
ihey were fixtunate enough to pick up a cask oC 
brandy, fifteen pounds (as well bs they could guess) 
of salt pork, a piece of scarlet cloth, about twen^ 
yards of linen, a dozen pipe-staves, aud some cordage. 
Tbe night ccxning on, tliey were obUged to puU away 
fctan tbe place, lest the fragments of the wreck, which 
were Itoatuig around tliem, should endan^ec xhsx 
frail boat. They rowed as far as tbe^ tou\i feooi ' " 
»pou and. although it was night, began. Vi %e\

boal into the best trim praetirabk for sailing. The 
inner work of the boat was torn up for planks and 
nails. A seaman fortunutely had two needles, and 
the unravelling of the linen supplied thread. Of the 
piece or scarlet cloth they farmed a sail. An onr 
£Otved for a mast, and a plank made a rudder, Tbej 
worked go well during the night, that a good part of 
their labour was completed by the morning. 

These unfortunate people were two hundred leagues 
from the nearest land, and did not know in what 
direction to shape their course. They resided them- 
selves to the divine will, and prayed to Heaven fin 
aid. They now hoisted tlieii sail, and De la Fond 
and his companions were soon borne far fVoro the 
place where their vessel had been lost. For eight 
days and nights they saw no land. Thay were, 
sevwal of them, utterly naked, and exposed to the 
heat of the sun by day. and to the cold air of the 
night. They had no water to satiate their thirst; 
their mouths were parched, but they were relieved 
bj a shower of rain, of which they tried to catch a 
little in their moutha, and with their hands. They 
also sucked the sail which had been welted by the 
rain, but unfortunately it woe bitter from having 
been soaked in the sea, and this bitterness was im- 
ported to the rain water. They bore it with the 
reflection that hod the rain fallen heavier, the wind. 
which was favourable, might have gone down, and 
their prioress have been atreatttd. 
They ascertained the diteiAwa to. wVtcV 'Obe^ 
piould sail, by a conatant obsei\».W3tt o^ -Cttu xv4\ai 
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and setting of the sun and moon. Tho stare 
also the way In which they should steer. Tbwfd 
allowed tbemselves a siuitll hit of purk each r 
once in twenty-four hours, hut they were obliged tOe I 
the fiiurtb day to give up taking it, from the irritutinp I 
effect it produced upon their iwnatitutions. Theji ] 
tried the hraudy, hut found that it inflamed t 
stomachs, without in the slii^htest degree satisfy inf 
their dreadl\il thint. They saw tlying-lish r 
of the water, but they could not capture them i 
food, which made the hunger they suffered less ei 
durable. They strove as much as they could li 

despair, and the melancholy pruspeot I 
Ktefore them, which scarcely left hope alive 

1 the night of the eighth, that De la Fond 
r heing for ten hours at the helm, desired w 
1 relieve him, and sunk down under his si 
Ings. His companions were in no hotter state than' 
himself, and they hegan to resign themselves to 
their destiny ; hunger, thirst, and exposure, having 
nearly completed their work. On the dawn of day 
they saw land. Though almost in the last sta^e of 
exhaustion, the sight raised them tu life again. 
They seemed as if they were new-bom, and they 
made every necessary exertion to prevent being 
drifted away by tlie currant in which they now found 
themselves. Tliey soon reaohod the coast, which 
was tlioi of Brazii, in 6° south \ttt\laie, ^\vttt« "Cw^ 
catered Treason Bay, not far Irom\l.\o GtOTi^c.-wA 
inatanUy retaraed thanks to Hea\TOfox*^^^'«^"^' 
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(leDtinl e=eape, Thoy even rolled themselves in tlte 
saijii, so transpnrted were Ihey wilh joy to be safe on 
shore. Their ap]>earftnce was anything but human, 
their jov was " moody madneas kaughmg wild umid 
severest woe." Some were quite naked, others had 
only their shirts which were in rags. De la Pond 
f^tened a piece of scarlet cluth about bis wui«t, that 
lie might appear tu be the chief t>f the party. They 
had still to bear up against hunger and thirst, nor 
did th^ know whether they were huidcd among 
civilized men or aaTages ; yet ta have landed any 
where was the great object gained. 

They were consulting together what should be 
done, when the Portt^uese settled there came down 
to them in a body of fifty, and inquired who they 

»werc and whence they came. The moment their 
tale of misfortune was told, they were led to the 
dwellings of the settlers, who sympathised with tlteir 
distresses. A river being near the rood they plunged 
into it. and drank freely to allay tho thirst with 
which they had been so long tormented. They found 
afterwards that bathing aided greatly in restansg 
L Uiem to health and acttviCy. The principal inho- 
I bitant of the place came, and led De la Foitd aiul 
bis couipuuiong tu his house, being about half a 
league friwn the place where they landed, He gate 
tbem clothes, and boiled some £sli fur theio, the 
broth of which they found eMdIent. Though they 
reguired sleep as well as food, yet, when they foimd 
tiere waa a church dedicated. «i Si..

They could 
not return to the huuae of their kind hoat owint; tJ 
fatigue and the badness of the road, and were obliged 
to reEoain in the vUlage close to the church, wliere 
the inhabitants, touched with tlieir piety and tnisfur- 
tunes, basleued to administer everytliing in their 
power to relievo ttom. They did not stay longer 
tha.D would enable them by rest tu return to their 
{ormei host, who at night treated them with a secjnd' 
meal <^ fiah.

ble reception, supplie<l their wants, and sent them ia ^M 
a boat to Paraiba, where they arrived at midnight. 

Portuguese captain presented them to the go- 
vernor, who treated tliem with great kindness. In

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far Europe De \a. Fond's feet were so bad from 
previous travelling that he could hardly stand, and 
he was provided with a liorse. They reached Fm- 
nambuco in four days, where De k Fond met with 
great attention and kindness from the naval and 
military officers at that place. He was so fortunate 
as to get a pasaago for himself and companions as he 
expected, and he sailed for Europe on the fiAh of 
October, arriving at Lisbon on the seventeenth of 
December. From Lisbon procuring a passage le 
Morlais, be rested there a few days, and then repaittd 
to Port I'Orient; his health deeply injured by hia 
misfortunes, and left after twenty-eight years of service 
in a state of destitution, all he had in theworldfaaving 
gone down in the ship, with three hundred souls that 
had perished so calamitously. 




CHAPTER V.

I before him. In seven weeks after sailing from Porto 
f fvaya Bay, they made the Cape of Good Hope. 
~~ w took a new departure from Cape Needles, 

iviog doubled the Capo of Good Hope. The vessel 
d been steered eastward between latLtude 35' 3U' 
d 36° for a day, and was then ordered to be steered ^^ 
east-north-east, which course was continued up b> ths '-j^M 
time the ship struck. This was on the 17th of Julftj^H 
about one o'clock in the morning. "^H 

The shock was so violent, that those who were 
asleep below started from their slumber in conster- 
nation, and rushed upon deck. The AieaA.'ivA HAaa.- 
tioa of the resse' was apparent to a\\ oyv ■\iw«&.. 
The men were dashed backwarda antV fotyjatia."\yi *^ 
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violence of the waves, the ship giving way at every 
Wow ftom the mountain surges that were tearing her 
piecemeal. The larboard side of the quarter-deck 
lay highest out of the water, and the captain, who had 
taken his Btation there, told those nearest tu him that 
all must perish. A sea struck that part of the vessel 
a moment after, and he was seen no more. In the 
nridst of the consternaticpn. which reigned everywhere 
around, the cry of " laud " was heard. The place was 
an ^uninhabitable rock, situated in 33° 44' soutlk lati- 
tuile. about two hundred and fifty leagues eList of the 
Cape of Good Hope. Upon thisroek twraity-three out 
of tn'o hundred and seventy persona on board were now 
assembled : all the rest hod pra-iahed. The names of 
the survivors vere Evan Jimes, chief mate; Joha 
Collett, WiUiam Wel>b, 8. Powell, second, thitd, and 
Hfth mates ; Richard Topping, carpenter ; Neil 
Bothwell and Nathaniel Chiaholm, quarter-msaters ; 
I>aniel Ladova, captain's stewanl ; Henry Sharp, 
sur^reon's servant; Thomas Arnold, a black, and 
John Macdowel, servants tu the captain : Robert 
Beaseley, John Ding. Gilbert Cuia, Terenre Mole, 
Jonas Rosenburg, John Glass, — Taylor, and Hendrick 
ScantE, seamen : John Yets, midshipman ; John 
Lister, Ralph Smith, and Edward E^aoy, matTosses.

They then took their firal 
meal, which consisted of pork broiled upon the coals, 
Wliiic Bitting down to their desolate repast, during 
which, when reHecting upon their terrible state, thcf 
wrung their hands in the height of their despaic 
they at last began to suggest plans for their emanci- 
pation. The carpenter wag one of their number, and 
he suggested the possibility of a sloop being built, 
if they had the tools and could collect materials. 
The idea cheered them. The carpenter declared ha 
would undertake the task, aud they soon began Is 
forget their hopeless situation in the cheering prospect 
of making De la Goa ba.y. They debated on the size 
and rigging of their prospective vessel. When ihej 
left (heir meal, those who could be spared from the 
duty of tending their sick companions went to search 
for tools, but they found none. 

Four casks of water were secured on the nine- 
teenth of July, also a cask of Hour, and a hogsbeBd 
t of brandy. A small boat was thrown up by the sea 
much shattered. No tools except a scraper were 
found that day, but tho next they discovered a hamper 
containing Ales, sail needles, gimlets, an azimuth 
compass card, two quadrants, a carpenter's adze, a 
chisel, three sword blades, and a cheat of treasure. 
A heavy surf had rolled in all the preceding day, and 
tie}' Jetemiined to renew tbe seaicV, emX^ to. 'Sa 
- moraing. They faund tVial da-j moM. o^ "iSus ■^i3u*a 
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belonging to the king and East India company, whiciL 
they dried and secured. They also found the boily 
of Mrs. CoUelt, the wife of the secoad male, trho ^ 
fortunately not near the spot at the moment. This 
couple had been greatly attaclied to each other. Mr. 
.lones the Erst mate went to Mr. Collett, and contrived 
to gel him to the otlier aide of the rock while they 
buried hef body, reading the service over her from & 
French prayer-book which they found driven ashor* 
with the deceased. Some time after they disclosed 
to Mr. Coilett what they had done and restored him 
the wedding ring, which they had taken from her 
finger and preserved on purpose. Ue received it 
with great sorrow, and spent many days afterwards 
in raising a monument over her remains, composed 
of the squares! stones he could find, fixing an e 
plank on the top, on which he inscribed her nai 
age, time of decease, and an account of Che fatal 
shipwreck which occasioned it. 

On the twenty-first of July, more pork and water 
were washed on shore. Some timber, plank, cecd- 
age, and canvass were also obtained. These wer 
joyfully put by for the projected vesseL The cai 
peoter contrived to make a saw, although he ha 
neither hammer, nails, nor other requisites for hi 
future task. Hendrick Scantz was a Swede, an 
had once been a. blacksmith, Ue picked up an ol 
pair of bellows, and bringing them to his comrades, 
told them that by their aid and a toc^e ^NwJo. ^i»^ 
amid instruct tbeta how to huild, he -BOvM ^viswv**. 
the carpenter with all the tools he wanloA. «ai- «^**- 
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C on sfanCK. This news was received with great 
tatisfat^oD. Scantz mended (be bellows, aiul ia 
ihree days they built a Wnt and tb^. They ooi- 
leeted timhcr for the carpenter, and all things «■» 
prepared for beginning theii boat. 

On the twenty-fiiurth of July, the carpenter «rf 
quarter-maater bej^an to shape the fceel of the voami. 
They planned that she should ho a sloop thirty fiwt 
long and twelve wide, and (hej continoed their labav 
with indefatigable diligence, except when prevented 
by the weather. Part of an anchor which was fi)und 
on the rock served the smith for an anvil, and be 
made the to(^ as thej- were wanted, until the car- , 
penter was attacked with sickness. The whole of ttae 
company were in great anxiety respecting hin^ m 
tlipy well knew their existence depended upoa Ui 
bbonr». In three days he fortunately became ooo- 
^'B!escellt to their great joy, and returned to his work- 
The stores which they had saved from the wreck 
were exhausting very fast, and even the water began 
to fall short Two ounces of bread constituted the 
iltiily allowance of each man. The salt pork they 
were obliged to keep for victualling their ship. In 
crder to get watar they dug a well, but could not find 
a spring, They contrived to kill some of the gannets 
which visited the rock; and though the flesh was 
black, fishy, and rank, they eat it. Some seals which 
I fhrr fttWerf fi>r food made fhem sick. They contrived 
a raft on ifiiirli they went ovil m t'We ^^"^ "S '='»-'o*™% 
Hah. and in this they succcedei. SftW&.iitTwstsBi*! 
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was in great, they were obliged to lull ■ hog. One 
day Mr. Collett and Mr. Yeu were nearly driven out 
lo sea upon a Bslung eKrurMon, where they must 
l^ve'peri&bed. They were seen from the rock drift- 
ing very fast, aud ropea were sent om lo them 
with kiUicka lo enabie them to fls their raft uutil the 
wind changed, but the raft on which they were em- 
barked overset three times, nod the men were obliged 
to swim to the tock. In the mcBJitime those who 
wec«'Sshing still cuDtiiiued to drive. The carpenter. 
whMi they were given up for lost, contrived lo make 
the boat so tight that, with one hand baling, she would 
float very well, and in her they ventured to save their 
comradesi wbotn Ibey took off from the raft. The 
■dditioBal weight made the boat leak fojiter than she 
could be baled, so that just as she reached the rock, 
she was so full that she sunk. They were now afraid 
to venture any more upon the rafL The carpenter 
{ut ttu boat in complete repair, to use in the place of 
th« r^ Sometimes they succeeded very well in 
their fishing, at other times they caught nothing. On 
die rock Ibeir success was very similar. At one time 
the gannets came in great numbers, at another they 
SKW ncme for several days. They were desirous of 
finding some method of preserving the Uesli of tliese 
birds. Tbey tried to moke salt, hut unfortunately in 
ft cq^r vessel, which getting corroded, hud nearly 
«ost the lives of several. 

The third of September completed se\ei\ 'seeta oti 
rock. Tbej bad frequenllj obaenei * ^%a». 
M a diataace ascending from l\i» vQaJi».\a»A. 
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and three of them. Taylor, Bothwell, and RoBenburg, 
took the lioat and set out to explore the cause. At 
night a great Arc was made upon tlio rock, as a mark 
to them should they be on their way back. Whilu 
they were absent the carpenter cut his leg with an 
adze, BO bad, they I'eared he would bleed to death. 
Again his conuadeB were in deep anxiety about his 
life, but the bleeding was fortunately staunched. Hie 
boat did not return until the ninth of September, 
when, just at dinner-time, she was seen approaching 
rowed by only one man, and tbey were apprehensive 
for the fate of the others, until tbey saw a second rise 
up from the bottom of the boat, which still came on 
very slowly. They forgot their dinner, and ran to the 
beach, where they waited an hour, until thcircomnides 
landed. Two, Rosenburg and Taylor.onlj appeaiedr 
who. as soon as they landed, threw theniselve» at 
their knees, and returned thanks to Heaven tbattbaf 
were safe again upon the rock, barren as it was. Thaf 
had exerted all their efibrts to gain the rock, and 
coi:ld not now rise from the ground without being ■•• 
fiJBled. As soon as they could be helped to the twt 
tliey were furnished, as quickly as possible, both with 
food and water. They were so exhausted, that when 
they had eaten they fell asleep, and were humanely 
left in that state by their comrades to recover them- 
selves, though, very naturally, anxious to hear a 
relation of their adventures. 

When the two men uNsoV^e tbey said that about

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the rock, wbicb appeared double I'rom the sea, and 
they hoped, between the two points, to Rnil a gooi 
harbour for landing. The surf was so high they were 
disappmnted. At five o'clock tliey had seen otw 
native only, and ventured lo pull in at all risks. la 
the surf the boat overset and Bothwell was drowned. 
They reached the shore in a very feeble condition, 
■destitute of everything except a small keg of brandy^ 
They tried to draw up their boat to sleep under, bitt! 
it was too heavy, and they reposed on the siind covered, 
with the branches of a tree. In the morning they 
found the BUrf had reraove[| their boat, and while. 
searching for her they found the body of Bothwel^ 
partly devoured by some wild beast. Finding their 
hoat, they were so frightened, they determined to re- 
, itara instantly, but a fresh gale had set in from th? 
t, the bout overset a second time before they could. 
(at bock, and, after struggling and swimming, they, 
fely reached the land, overcome with hunger and 
, having ate nothing from three o'clock the 
iky before. They found a fruit like an apple, of 
Atich they partook eagerly, and it fortunately proved, 
i mnoxiouE. They now contrived to bawl thO). 
on shore, and turning it upside down, they 
nider it secure from tile ardent rays of the sun, ani 
-from wild beasts. They slept soundly after their 
fatigues. Peeping out from under the edge of the 
boat before the morning appeared, they saw the claws 
"^ several creatures, which they juAgei \n>» 'i.'g«ft. 
Hum Aj' tbem. 
^^BiBy remain^ under the boat unta ia.'^'^s^^-' "S^ 
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they saw the foot of a man near them. They now 
dvpt from tbeir steeping place to the aBtonishment of 
ft ravage who stood dose hy. Two other sava^ieH and 
B boy were seen farther off. They made signs forthe 
Wo saflora to ro away, which they enileavoored to dd. 
but could only proceed slowly. A number of natives 
now eame down armed with laneeg. Tlosenburg had 
the mast of the boat in his hand, and a pistol, which 
he had foimd washed ashore, and in this state he ad- 
Tsnoerl in a threatening manner upon the natives, 
thinking tliey would he afniid antl retreat. Instead 
of this they surrounded hira and began to whet their 
«pesrs. Taylorthrewhimself (HI his kneesandcriedto 
Hiem for mere J, while Rosenbuig ran into the sea. The 
'Bativea immediately began to Mrip him. He suBered 
them to take his shoes and shirt, but when they came 
to his trowBcrs he m»de some resistance, and tbej 
desisted. They then beckoned to Rosenbar^, who 
was ewnnraing in the sea. but he refused, intimating | 
they would kill him. The savages pointed lo Taylor, 
as if to show they had not killed him. Ho then td' 
ranced and thiew them all his clothes hut his sfairt 
They offered him no violence, but only held up the 
pistol and mast 1o deride his attempt to soars tbem. 
They seemed pleased with the clothes, and imme- 
diately divided them. They then began to ritle tiie 
toat: took all the rope Ibey could find, and the hoidt 
by which the rmider hung to the stern, and were 
abaat to knock the slero tn pieces, when the two

k The carpenter now continued to work unremittii 
a the bark. All of the wreck thrown up, adi 
* the purpose, was carefully preserved for riggiogv 
:« casks of fresh water were i-ecovered, whioh 
s determiaed to preserve for sea-slock. It ww 
found that the chest of treasure which had been savM 
from the wreck was broken open, iind a part of Ac 
^Xteatsae secreted. Tha sailors considered all thai 
KgfBtne ashore from the wreck as common properly, 
^Hjpfecially as wlien a. ship is lost they lose tlieir pajr, 
^Eptihey were in general over-religiowily inclined, and wore 
not conscious of acting dishonesdy. The officers werei 
of a different opinion, itnd proposed to administer 
oath to each man, as to his knowledge of where the 
treasure was which bad been so taken ; but this thay 
codid not eofoToe, and the design was dropped. 
They were Ibitanate enough about this time 
X fowling-piece cast on shore, which, a,lthQU,^li l^twt, 

Etmitb put in order and emp\a5eii 
, behre vbioh event they -were 
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tliem down with a stick in the hest way they cQUld, 
On the eleventh of October the birds Hocked to the 
k ill great numbers to lay their eggs, of which 
plenty were fortunately obtained, and continued an 
■article of their foitd until January, when the season 
for laying terminated. 

On the twentieth of October, five of tbw company 
Bj^ain ventured out on a rett to fish, hut the wind 
rising they were driven to the other side of the reeks 
from that which they had chosen. The waves ran 
high and the wind iacrcEUied. It was impossible for 
the boat to put off to their assistance, hut they were 
obliged to remain exposed the whole night upoi some 
isnlated rocks among the seals. This, however, WM 
preferable to being drirenofTto sea, where they niBSt 
have perished. It was noon the next day beforeithe 
boat could venture to bring them to the rock; theiafl 
■Bas left behind. 

Rainy weather now came on and they were able to 
save some water for a sea store. They were no; so 
fortunate with the article of bread, which began to run 
short. They had several barrels of flour, and tbes at 
last they succeeded in converting into tolera,ble hia- 
ruit, but this had become nearly exhausted. Only a 
small quantity of brandy remained, which was pre- 
served for the carpenter. A pint of water a day wat 
the allowance for each man. Tlieir health wai 
however very good, and continued so until the six- 
teenth of February, when they launched their veaaei, 
wJiidi t/je/ christened the " Ha^i'SPj QeVviBTMwa:' "^ 
-*6e fallowing day they gol on \»a'c4. -Ca-itt Was»», fes 
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indeed, but precious to them, and on tbe eighteenth 
they set sail from the rock, on which they hail so- 
journed seven months. They named the rock " Bird 
Island." Besides two live hogs, they had six casks oi' 
water, four pounds of biscuit each man, a flrkin of 
butter, aud ten days' salt provisions at the rate of two 
ounces a-day per head. 

They directed their course for the river St. Lucia 
in Natal Bay, South Africa. For five days they had 
adverse winds, and for twenty-five were so carried out 
of their course by currents, that theic provisions were 
nearly all expended. They were at length obliged 
to raake for the Cape of Good Hope, as they despaired 
of ever reaching the river St. Lucia, They bore 
away to the west accordingly. The wind now blew 
a storm, and they endeavoured to lie to, but the sea 
broke over them in such a manner, that the}" feared 
their little bark would be dashed to pieces. They 
were obliged to bear away under a topsail. The sea 
at times was so high that it appeared like cliffs im- 
pending over their stern. Thus they were driven 
along for several days, when the weather became 
fine. On the seventh of March, during a calm, they 
anchored three-quarters of a mile trom a shore on 
which they had observed some inhabitants descend' 
ing from the mountains. They attempted to land in 
thehoat. Arnold, a black, and two sailors, carrying a 
-lAnag of amhor beads, pulled for the shore. Arnold, 
when near it, leaped into the sea wA iooti Te.'af^«%. 
(fi» beacb, and the boat returned to ftve veaiA^Nfta.'So-

people might liisombarfe. Arnold kept alongrium 
TFJih the vessel, attended by forty of the natives, ao^ 
the boat waa eenl to take him off. He enid that al 
first the natives appeared to be resen'ed, but at length 
they made liim sit Aovra amongst them, and he then 
Resented tbo striofj of beads to the oldest, who re- 
ceived it in a friendly manner: Arnold then mude 
sipna that thnse in the ship wanted food, and the; 
supplied him immediately with oom, fruit, and trater. 
They had sent into the country for cattle and tHkm 
things, and the blaok was desirous of retiiming to 
them. The wind was still westerly, and the boat «k 
sent, whioh brought back food sufficient to 1^ 1^ 
crew for four days. They now coasted along du 
-jBhore until the tenth of March, when the wind shift- 
ing to the eastward, they cast anchor about halfa 
■nilefrom the land. Some of the natives now eame 
^wn upon the beach and made signals tor th^n. to 
Jand, which did not seem jwaeticable. The next day 
^ graat number of gouts and bulkn^u were drivea 
4own to the coast by the natives. Still it did not 
appear possible to effect a landing, much as those on 
board were inclined lo attempt it. Two of the peofie 
lequested to be sent, at all hazards, as it was better, 
,tbey thought, to live among savages than to die of 
inmger on board. For two days they hiid tasted 
nothing. With great difficulty they were landed 
^safely. The wind fell the same night and it was 
feared that it wight change to westward, and forue 
Jbem to aibandoQ the sliore and leave their two men 
behind. SignaU were made to get them down to the

for the ship tu remain at anchor where she laf. 
Tbey now proce^ed along the coast, and sipitfa

Kwe, and she a,ncbored in five fathoms water. The 
Kt voE now sent out to sound with four men, tWB 
r whom were to try the mouth of the river, in the 
Dpe of finding water nil the bar deep enough to toke 
rra the bark. In about three hours the four men 
ere seen joined by the two who had been put on 
loi«, h«t the surf was too groat for them to embark. 
be people in the vessel now begun to fear that ibvf 
■onhi be unable to take off theic men again, aol 
lade a signal to that efiei't, upon which two of themt- 
BDtored through the waves, and reached tlie ship kl 
rfety. They reported that the natives had received 
liera with kindness, supplied them with milk, ani 
wvea tiiein flesh aod tish to eat. They had thea 
ndocted them over the hills, where they had toot 
leir companions. At length llie ship entered the 
!MT at llood-tide, and anchored in two fathoms aafl 
.half of water. 

They now established an exchange with the nativst. 
heir stock of articles for this purpose was but imoU, 
-liraHs buttons, nails, iron holts, and copper hoopi, 
r which they made nnge, called in India baiiglel, 
«»n upon the legs and arms. Two sroali qx.w\ sttub 
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' purchased for a pound of copper, and tlirce or four 
brass buttons. These oxen were five or six hundred 
voigbt each, and the Itesh excellent. The natives 
promised to bring more cattle. Two or tliree gallons 
of millt were readily bought for a single brass button. 
They sold a Brndl jp^in, resembling Guinea conii 
equally cheap: it was found excellent when boiled 
with the moat. They remained at this anchorage 
fifteen days. The crew made excursions for ten miles 
or more into the country to the dwellinga of the na- 
tives, which were huts covered with lusbes. They 
were neat within, and the sailors firequently spent 
their nights there; they testified great pleasure in 
their society. Their employment seemed to be hunt- 
ing ; and they had no arms but lances and oIuIh. 
They would have sold some elephants' teeth at a cheap 
rate, but the sailors had nothing to give them in ex- 
change. Among them they saw a youth of fourteen 
years of age, perfectly white, with European features, 
and light hair. He was treated as a servant, and ran 
errands for the natives. 

On the twenty-ninlii of March they weighed an- 
chor, and stood over the bar. in which they succeeded 
with some hazard ; and on the aixth of April reached 
the river St. Lucia. Hero they entered into a traffic 
with the natives again for more provisions, and re- 

.mained for six weeks. They found these people 
reserved and haughty; given to theft; and by no 

.means hospitable. They saw persons from De la Goa 

J)By among them, trading in ambergris and ele- 

'pbanU' teeth. 
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Oh the eighteenth of May they weighed anuhor* 
and set sail to cross the bar, and proceed to sea. 
TJnfortunolely they anchored upon a sand-hank before 
tbey were clear out, and hiwered tlieir sail. They 
were Eoon carried among breakers ; and nine men got 
into the boat, and rowed ashore, willing to run any 
hazard on terra jirma lather than bo a second time 
shipwrecked. The sea, fortunately, fell calm, and 
they got out of the river in safety. Those vibo had 
gone ashore, Having only a shirt and pair of trowsera 
eacli, followed along the coast on foot. On the twen- 
tieth of May they entered De laGoa river, where they 
found the Rose, commanded by Captain Chandler, 
in which some of them begged a passage to Bonibay. 
They remained three weeks in De la Gua river. Three 
of the nine men, who left them at Si. Lutia, now 
joined them overland, and said that their Bi\ compa- 
inonH were waiting the other side the bay to cross 

The officers, who were on board, now deemed it 
r doty to recover the treasure which the men had 
, taken, and also to forward the letters belonging to the 
ft,Ck(mpany which had been saved. Captain Chand- 
B boat was sent armed on board, and tho money, 
!, and letters found were placed in the Rose, to 
e delivered up at Madras. That ship sailed on the 
;nty-fifth of May for Madagascar. She was fol- 
pwed by the bark, which the carpenter persuaded 
^ptain Chandler to purchase for five hundred ru- . 
The six men who were left on the other si4«J 
r De la Gob bay were taken up ; bat foe o^ V\is«al 
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died of the fatigue they suffered in travelliDg to that 
place overland. The Rose and the burk reached 
HadugaEcai od the fourteenth of June, and anchored 
' off Morondora. There an East India ship was found 
bound to China, on board which the letters and 
money belonging to the Company were put, and she 
■ailed for her destination on the tirst of July, 1756. 



Thb annals of romance do not famish a parallel la 
the horrible situation of a part of the unfortunata 
individuals on hoard the Utile, commanded by M. de 
la Fargue, who were shipwrecked on amiserable sand- 
bonk, called Sandy lale. The abandonment of the 
unfortunate negroes by the whites only affords ano- 
iLer specimen of what that class of individuals must 
have been made who commanded vessels engaged in 
the horrible and in&mous traiBc long since aban- 
doned by every nation that has a claim to the term 
civilized. The EnglJEb aiinala of that horrible trade 
m the blaod and muscles of men, exhibit instances 
where masters of slave-ahips, if they found them- 
selves short of water or provisions, used to fling their 
breathing cargo into the sea. This was mercy to the 
abandonment of the unhappy victims shipwrecked in 
the Utile. 

In the year 1776, on the 29th of November, M. 
Tremelin, who commanded a corvette, called the 
Dauphine, tell in with a sand-bank, which had been 
named by seamen Sandy Island. There he found 
sevsn negreises and a child alive. It is a dangerous

1 
vuy short time they reached St. Mary's, 
aBStem coast of Madagascar. Not one effort did the 
■she for the preservation of the biacka left behin<^9 
rim Tsisly espected their aid. Day by day [ 
fer the uniurtunate ne^oea, to revive the tuipc tl 
keeps alive despair." The whites took g 
lie about these unfortunate x>cople, nor 
uUest exertion to save them. They were aboMcfl 
ned to perish by the most liorriblu of deaths,- 
iserably long protracted starvation. 
There is great difficulty in effecting a landing upo 
cha shoal, exposed to the surf Irom the vast extent tj 
Ban which suirouuds it. M. Tremelin succeeded ig 
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nuBking gtiodliia landin);, and in carrying offto the tale 
of France the melancholy remnant of human beings 
'who were still alive. Eighty negroes and negresses 
had died, many of want and disease ; some upon ratU, 
on which they had vainly attempted ta quit the sc^e 
of horror. Seven negressea had contrived to resist 
the hardships of &uch o life for fifteen years, ami 
they were all that bad survived a state more deplo- 
rable than language can figure, or poetry conceire. 
The wreck of the veaael had furnished materials 
enough for a rude but, besides what had been used 
in tile construction of the boat in which the whiles 
had gone away. The roof waa made of the shells of 
turtles. They had picked up feathers, of which they 
had made a species of clothing, by ingeniously inter- 
weaving them. One of these poor women had a 
young child with her, enfeebled by the miserable 
weakness of the mother. Raw shellfish had been 
their sole subsistence for a long time. 

These unhappy women said they had seen five ves- 
sels) and some of tliem had in vain attempted to land 
upon the shoal. A boat, belonging to one of them, 
the Sauterelle, laat attempted to get a-shore, and 
they had thus hopes of escaping from their captivity. 
From the fear of being lost, however, the boat put 
back so hastily as to leave a sailor behind on the 
bank. Seeing himself (bus abandoned, wliile trying 
to save these unfortunate persons, he formed a raft, 
hia desperation, hoping to reach Madagascar. 
Three negroes, tind as many negresses, embarked

he followinB narrative it is probable Byron 
of the shipwreck scene in Don Juan. The

The captain, to whoro they ubundoned th« dngi 
of the water-cask, abstained from wine ns muuli w 
piMiible. and husbanded the wretched remnant of tke 
Uquid. In the midst of this, their deaperUkm, a uA 
wu seen. All beheld it with eager eyes, and erta 
their despair was for a moment hushed. They honUA 
a st|;nul of distress, and the stranger heiI cane M 
near them, about eleven o'clock in the forenoon of tha 
day nhe w:ie first seen, tliat they were able to coa- 
municalc their pitiable condition. The weathei was 
calm, and the captain promised them a stipyly «{ 
bread, but he had nothing; more which he could ^nre. 
Yet even this the inhuman wretch delayed fteadui|V 
coolly occupying himself with taking an obsorvatiMI 
for the space of an hour, while the famishing crew of 
the Pegfry. with wild and ravening eyes, expected tte 
fooA, without which they couhl hardly hope to esiil 
longer, and which the; made sure of ultimately ob- 
taining-. Captain Harrison was then so weak he wu 
cri)liged to leave the deck with hunger and faiottiew; 
over his eyes, and Guttering: Ps well fron

As brag as the vessel of this inhuman ctnnmar 
ma to be descried, the poor fellows in tlie Peggy B 
hwig about the rig^in);. and ran from am; lurt of t) 
ifaip to another, in &antic condtemation. Tlieir TooUfl 
vwEft ^lastly : their cries rent tlie air. and ini 
bean plainly heard by thecommnitdet'of the resEiel whid 
had ptne away when he hod t^t under wiil. mmin^ 
kwder and quicker upon his car every ynrd the ships 
■Bparaited &oni each other. Their lamcntatimis anil 
sufipUeationa were reiterated until desgiair choked 
ttieir Toices, and they died Eiway in feehle prouns. 
Wbwi tliey lecoverod tlie cruel di sap p ointment a 
Ettle, th«y wera not idle in studying means (o pre- 
serve existence as \aag as possiblB. Tlit-y hud two 
jrigWMw ond a cat an board : the Eurmer they cooked 
fcr their Christmas dinner; the cat was killeil on the 
fUlowiug day, and divided into nine parts by lot The 
llaaid fiU to the sh<ire of the eaptain, who enjoyed it 
batter thes any food he hod ever beibre tasted. The 
iuf GiUowing they begun to scrape iJie iHittom of the 
Bbiffbr barnacles; but most of these, ndiicb had been 
within reach, were beaten off by Ibe waves, and the 
men were too weak to bang bmn over the vii^sel's 
nde to get at them. The crew now iroC iiito\irnied 
■gBJn. and they vented their suffering's in impiectt- 
Ifaaa and oasiis. 
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The captain cnntinued eking out his miserEible piC- 
tanceof dirty water, half a pint of which, tain gled with 
uNuo drops of a medicinal balsam he found by bim. 
mode all bis suiitenaiicc for twenty-four hours. The 
crew, in the meanwhile, were beating wine in the 
steerage, recktesa of every thing in their frenzy. He 
eaptcun quietly contemplated the doom which they 
now cared nothing about. The approach of the 
king of terrora he could have beheld without &e 
sligbteat erootinn, bul that hehadawifcand childmi, 
whom it would involve in difficulties. He now and 
then fluttered himself that some vessel might yet oome 
in Bi|;ht, and relievo them: but he was aware that 
unless it appeared very quickly, from the weakness 
and ebriety of the crew, and the leakiness of the ves- 
eel, tbey could hardly beexpectedlo keep much longer 
ft-lloat. Tlie pumps they wer& too feeble to work. 
They had no light during a night of sixteen hours 
but what the glimmering of their fire afforded. The 
candles and oil had all been used for food. The ves- 
sel made a little progress, until the twenty-eighth of 
December, when their only remaining sail was blown 
away, and she lay a wreck upon the ocean. For sisteen 
days, until the thirteenth of January, it is not known 
how the crew subsisted, yet on that day they were still 
alive. In the evening the mate entered the cabin, 
with the crew at his heels, half drunk. Thy wore 
countenances of the m<Mt frightful ghastliness. They 
told the captain they could go on no longer : they bad 
exhausted their tobacco, eaten up the bother from 
&e pjijops, and even the buttons from their jackets. 
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Uiat they Lad now no way of averting denth 
casting lots which should die to sustain the UvOI 
their comrades. They trusted the captain 
•Agree to the propoEal, and demanded hia determiiui* 
tion. The captain tried to divert them from 
purpose, hy saying that if they would postpone 
the morning the execution of their scheme, and by 
that time tUey wore not relieved by an interpos) 
of providence, he would confer with them further. 
This only made them more outrageous. T 
with oathB and execrations declared what was done 
most be done at once. Tiiey said it was indiScreofc 
to them, whether he consented or not. They 
paid him the compliment of consulting him, but h« 
must take his chance with the rest, for the calamity 
led all distinctions. On this they left him, ani 
it into another part of the vessel, from whence th^ 
luIcE, and told the captain th) 
had taken a chance for their lives, and that tl 
ad fallen on the negro who was part of the carg 
y loaded a piiitol, which the poor fellow secingi 
to the captain, who, though heimagined the ncg 
not been fiiiriy treated by the rapidity of the pi 
:dingB, told him he could only lament he was unabl|t> 
protect him. The negro was dragged upon deoK 
and shot. 

His life was scarcely extinct, when they made a 
large fire and began to cut up the body ; as in order 
io make it laiil, ihey intended only to dress the eor 
that night. One of the crew, James Campbel

The crew bccajne more adkjBi hmi 
thl£ circu instance, but fur fear of conttactingBDBdnca 
ib)' v»inglhdrcoinr!ide'shody,they threw it crveilmfl.

The ne-iro's body, which had been used idtb the 
utmost economy, lasted from the seiTcnteeulb to the 
ity-sixth of January.

Poor Flat, however, was beyond their kisd 
conajlalions, already weak, he became so agitated, 
that by midnight lie was deaf, and In two or tbrw 
hours more, raving mad. His comrades then began 
ta think it would be a merr.iiul act to dispatch him, 
but aUl having promised to spare his life until eleraa 
o'clock, they resolved to abide scrupulously by theic 
determination. 

At eight o'clock in tlie morning, the captain whoK 
weakness was increasing, but who was still able to 
think more upon the liite of his poor seamon, than 
his own sufierings, was surprised by two of the crew 
ooming into the cabin in great baste. They eagerly 
seized his hands, and (l\ed their eyes on liis face, but 
were unable to articulale. Still they looked at bim so 
'earnestly, that he was unable to conjecture their 
meaning. He at first imagined that as they were 
afraid to eat the body of Campbell, and had thrown 
him overboard, they were also in the same fear with

The remainder of the crew followed the two flnt 
into the cabin, but in addition said that the V( 
seemed now to be bearing away from them, 
captain at the mere mention of the ship being in a 
Bteering in whatever direction, nearly expired witlj 
joy. Ab soon as he was recovered enough to spealL, 
he told them to lose no time in making every signal 
of distress they were able. The sight of the ship n 
enough fbr this of itself, and could hardly give t 
sbvnger an idea that there was life on board to prer 
serve. The crew did the best they could to fulfil tb»' 
Olden they received, and he soon heard from hit 
bed, asoft of jumping movement on the deck, and th4 
cry, •' She neare us ! she nears us !"' The truth of 
this became every moment more clear, and the hu)wt ■ 
were strong, of obtaining ossislauce.

becalmed about two miles from them. They were 
cheered not withii landing by seeing the boat put off 
from her, and eome towatd* them, with all the dis- 
jiatch she i^uld make. 

During the progress of tlie boat, their anxiety after 
their previous disappointment of relief may be ima- 
gined ; joy, fear, hope, anxiety, were seen by turns on 
their emaciated and liDggard faces. They were not 
sure until the boat was alongside, that ttiey shcniU 
be saved. The contlict of the rarious passions in 
bodies so enfeebled was scarcely endurable by their 
enfeebled frames, until doubt became certainty, and 
then for a time they scarcely appeared to be animated. 
The strangers paused with surprise at the cadaverous 
ftppenranoe ol' these unfortunate people, when they 
Came within a few yards of them. They cien rested 
m their oars, and looldng at them with coacileoances 
which cannot be pictured, asked, " Who are you —are 
you men ?" They came on boord, but requested the 
crew to ranke haste in quitting their ivreck of a fbs- 
m1, as tliey feared a gale of wind was eoraingon, and 
they might be prevented (mm regaining their owil 
The captain was so weak he could not move, and tliey 
•onveyed hira more like a corpse than a man to the

and probably nrose I'roin false notions of econom); 
Ship's provisions, well saved, get little injury b; 
keeping a short time, more or less, and an additioail 
stock unconsumcd at the end of a voyage it 
able as at llrst, for future purposes. Modem acieDcf 
nnd attention to tlie comtbrts of seamen, have pK> 
vented such accidents as happened in the Pegg;. 
while ships remain navigable. In the stowage of I 
vessel, some provisions ought to be always pi 
where they can be easily obtained in case of n 
sity, and such a reserve should remain lost for con- 
sumption of tlie stock on board. It is impoasible 
contemplate tbe horrors endured by the crew of the I 
Peggy, and not be astonished at the greatness df I 
EuSering which man is able to endure, and even tB 
survive. Captain Harrison's strength seems to have 
returned sooner thun that of his men, though his im- 
modiate weakness was greater, but he had refrained 
from wine, which was probably tbe cause of his pre- 
servation, as he was not over-excited when hia bodilj 
frame was least able to support it 
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The sbipwreck of Peter Viaud is a narrative so 
singular, and in some places is so full of horrible de- 
tail, as to have had it» aulhenlicity called in question. 
A certificate of the British ofEccr commanding at 
Fort St Mark must remove every doubt of the eor- 
rectneBS of Viaud'a storj-. 

* Peter Viaud sailed from Bordeaux, in February, 
1765. in the Aimable Suzette, M. St. Crie com- 
mander. He arrived at St. Domin);u, after a good 
passage. Here he was taken ill, when on the point 
of retunting ta France. He sot sail, hoping to gel 
better on the voyage home, but they were obliged to 
land him at St Louis, a small island close to Cuba, 
where iie recovered his health in the house of i 
friend. This friend, M, Desclou, persuaded him, oi 
be could not find a vessel going to Europe, to enter 
upon a partnership voyngc to Louisiana. They n 
to take such goods with them as were likely to yield 
a considerable profit. Viaud and his friend set sail 
accordingly in a ship called the Tiger, commanded by 
M. la Couture, on the second of January, 1766. 
The persons on board were sixteen in number; < 

E3I11 was the wife of the captain. On thetwenty- 
. they saw (he Isle of Piives, lo vVe '•'m>- "A^ | 
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Ciiba, which the captain took for the Cape of 
Anthony : Vioud tried to convince him of his error, 
hut in vain. They soon got among the roeka, from 
which they with difficulty extricated themselves. 
The ship, however, had become leoky, and the crew 
wished' Visud to lake the command, hut he refiiw^ 
oontentiag himself with watching the management of 
the vesid. Thoy succeeded is doubLing; Ci^ 
Anthony, ami entering the Gulf of Mexico. 

The vessel soon was so leaky, that two pumps 
Ksreely kept her afloat. The sea rose ; the wind 
fresheoed; the heavens indicated the approach of ■ 
violent storm : the apprehension, of all on boaoi 
beciime very great lest tlie ship should fbundoc. Oa 
the tenth they Ihll in with a. Spanish frigate from 
tbe Havana, carrying a governor la the Mississippi. 
They hailed the Ti|;er to join company, but the. twa 
diips separated in the night. 

The oext morning tliey fonnd that a new leak 
had sprung. They began to bale as well, as pump, 
but the impracticability of keeping the sea longec 
became, now so evident, tlmt they determined to siaaci 
ftir Mobile, the only horbiiur the wind would, allow 
them to make. In tivo hours afierthe wind shifted; 
amd afWr making ineffectual attempta to reach Pen- 
SBcota, it was a(>reed to run the vessel on shore in 
the Ba.y of Apalachy. This resolution they were uit- 
able to earry into execution. They continued beat 
iu^ about until the sixteenth of February, whe^ 
about seven o'clock at night, the ship struck on Bans 
tickoi twa Jeagaes lirom the load. Tha bbw wa«> hi 
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riolent, that the stem of the ybssbI opened, to th» 
^oC terror of the crew. At last the force of lh» 
iravee lifted thera over the reef with the loss of their 
rudder. The sea came in fast, and the wind drove 
CbcD) towards the land. They guided tlie ship by thff- 
roresail in the best way they could towards tha 
:a9tf rn side of an island, to whirb they got very near 
ibout nine o'clock the same evening 

Everything was then got reailv to cut away tha 
maata, it being designed to Ijah Ihem together for 
1 raft; birt on a sudden the vessel oierhct on the lar- 
board aide, and a great man\ of the (reiv were ibrown 
nto tlie sea. Mont at them had cnntrived to re<>aia 
he wreck, when, just as I bey had recovered them- 
rfvea, the moon act, and abandoned them to total 
iatkness. They were now obliged to cling- fixst to 
:he hull all night. Itseemcd an age of painful dur>- 
aon. The rain fell in torrents; the sea washed 
jvcrthem ; there was thunder and lightnbg, which 
inly illorainatcd the yawning wTives around them for ai 
moment, to cocBign them to still deeper horror anS 
(bseurity. 

At last, after weary hours of poinful expectation, 
Ihe morning dawned to exhibit to their affrighted 
lensea the true picture of their situation. The waves 
■an fearfuUj high ; the shore was not far off, but ta 
■eoch it in such a. surf was impossible. The groans 
if the crew became more audible than the noise of tha 
lea. Despair aat on every face. None moved or spoko 
br several hours, until a Dutch seaman, who had » 
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abort time before been loud in hia lamentations, sud- 
denly ceBBod to be heard, and then in a voice irf 
despair exclaimed, "Death surrounds us! why do 
we wait longer here ! l>et us meet him in the ocean 
■--who knows if we face him ho may tly from us— 
the land is close I" He plunged into the waves, and 
leveral others of the crew were with difliculty pre- 
vented from following his example. Now the un- 
fortunate man was seen comltatinglhe hissing waten 
Bnd t4>uching the shore, and thca he was hurried bock 
again, only to be dashed with dreadful violence lifelen 
upon the rocks. The afflicting sight prevented a second 
attempt of the same kind from being made. 

Day was again drawing towards a close ; drenched 
1o the skin, fatigued, and without food, the horrors 
•f a second night were soon to be encountered. The 
cordage and masts, of which hope had been in- 
dulged that a raft might bo made, were washed away. 
There was yet one miserable boat on hoard, in such a 
condition, that it was temerity [o dare in it even the 
(hort passage to the land. Three of the sailors, how- 
ever, got in secretly, having launched it unobserved, 
until they were at such a distance that all in the 
•hip concluded they were lost. They arrived safe on 
the shore. Their success made the night, which had 
sgain comeon, much more painfiil to those on the wreck 
than that which preceded it. The exhausted state also 
of all who were thus exposed made them less capable 
«/*ustfliDing the second night's exvosure. The ves- 
gel had been stranded aTootig B\).'n\,ftTi^iiS»a,«[A.-«B3, 
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so violently struck iy thera as the sea liflcd her u[) 
and down, that they expected her to t;o to pieces 

Theniomingof theeighteenthof Feb ruury dawned, 
and they saw the sun rise again, of which thoy had 
despaired when be set. They returned thanks to 
Heaven for sparing thetn, and prayed they might soon 
discover some means of reaching the shore. The wind 
abated alittJe; andoneof Ihe sailors de terrain ed to try 
to swim to the land, that he might devise means, with 
the three already on shore, of caulking the hoat, and 
getting the rest of the crow to land. The handker- 
chiefs of those on the ship were given him, instead of 
oakum, to stop her leaks. He plunged into the 
waves: all eyes were uponhim, all hearts beat audibly 
with anxiety for his safety. After struggling long, 
he Euoccoded, and reached the beach. It was seven 
in ihe morning when he landed. He joined his three 
comrades. How anxiously those clinging to the 
hull watched their operations may be easily imagined, 
but cannot be told. It was three in the afternoon 
before everything was ready. The boat nas then 
luDcbed, and seen approaching the vessel. It would 
Bat bold a third of those upon the hull, yet all nantod 
to get into her at once. Viaud insisted that the 
matter should be settled by lot for the first four 
{luaeDgers. They now became more traelablo ; four 
mre taken in and safely landed, and the boat re- 
tained to take off four more. Viaud va t.V.« \&e:e& 
Sine remarked tfiat part of the steti\ o( ft»<i\c^>^'*'^ 
w> loose it would easily separate. »\i4 \>-3 **> '*^'* 
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ef M, Desclou sod his negro «crTaiit, they Biuceeded 
in delacluDfT it. Upon Uiis the negro. Viaud. sod 
M. Desflou, ventured, while the boat took off the olW 
bur, and all of them reached the shore in safety. 

It was furtunBtc for them that the rocks oflhrdeJ 
delicious ojsters. of which they ate, and then slept 
through the night uninterruptedly. The inE.t« alone, 
%cho had been sitk liefore the storm, and whom das- 
her had exjiited, agnin relnpaod and found hinuielf 
weaker than ever. He could not sleep, and in the 
morning was delitioua. Soon after be died, and with 
great trouble they hurled him in the sand. H« was 
-called Dutrourhe. 

The cargo of the ship now began to come on than. 
-Severul trunks, some casks of tafia, a sort of spiiituoua 
liquor, and bales of merchendiie were thrown n^. 
They tried lo obtain Gre, as tlie£avB(;eBdo, hy rubbing 
two sticks together, but they failed in the attninpt. 
The sea had became comparatively nlm, and Viaud 
determined to venture off to the wreck to by and 
£et out goroe things of whkji they stood in need; 
Itut tbe sailors would not join in Ihe attempt, though 
there was very little hazard. He took the bout, aai 
%rent hy himself, making it fast when he reached the 
Teesel. He succeeded in getting out of the ship ■ 
ieg of gunpowder, which lay in that part of her which 
VBs above water. Six mu&kels, a parcel of Indian 
handkerchiefs some blankets, a sack with thirty or 
forty pounds of bisruil, and two hatchets. He cou^ 
not manage to carry more ; hut be got safely to 
file land with his little cargo. Ha now xaado tfee 
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orew Follect dry wood, and thej soon kindled a laTga 
fire. Tbej dried their cluthcs and the - blankets 
Viaud had procured trom the ship. They found si 
fi-esh mier, in which they steeped the biscuit he hai 
obtained, which the sea-water had wetted. Thu 
water was a little brackish, but they easily eorrectad 
the taste by mingling it with tafta. They rontiin^ 
to lull half a dozen wild fowls, which abounded on the 
coast; and thus they oblsineda good meal, of wlu<4 
they stood not a little in need. 

The next night was passed round their fire, wittt 
Oleic clothmg dried and nell wrapped in their blan- 
kets. When they arose they began to consult o 
their future measures. They know that the inhalu- 
tants of the coast of Apalachia leave their villages it 
winter to hunt in the islands until April. Thej 
faared that tlie savages might fall in with them v~ 
tiwy were not prepared. They were also apprehai^ 
nva that if the casks of talla, cast on shore, got in 
their way, they might get inlo.iicated, and jnassaoi* 
them when in that stale, oven should tbay span 
tbem when sober.

He had come with his family to pass the 
winter in an island about three leagues distant ; and 
seeing pieces of the wreck Hosting about, he had 
roamed in search at more. He told the crew that 
St. Mark was ten leagues off, and offered to he th« 
guide of the party to that place. Antonio now went 
away, promising to return the next day. He took 
three of the sailors with him. He came according 
to promise, and brought a bustard and part of a 
roebuck as a present. On the twenty- fourth, six 
more of the party Get out with all the effects that his 
canoe would hold. They were safely landed in tlie 
other island, where they found their three compa- 
nions. It was two days before Viaud could prevail 
upon the Indian to go fur tlie five men left near the 
wreck, but at length, after many escuses, he set off 
to bring them. 

On the twenty-eighth, they were all assembled 

together again ; and Viaud hegged the Indian to take 

them over to the continent as he had promised. Bui 

he seemed in no disposition to do so ; employed the 

I day in hunting, and did not return at night.

Maduri 
Couture, her son, and the negro jonth, were U 
together until their return. In three or four hours* 
wafting thej- crossed several streams, but not ■ 
anj importance. At htst they iurived at a s 
channel, nearlj o quarter of a leagne across. Thjf 
found the bottom uneven ; and at last they lost their 
footing and got oat of their depth, when not 
than a hundred yards from the opposite shore. Aftet* 
a ietr strokes oT swimming, they gat a footing agaii^ 

j J— idled the shore, and fell on the beach ovei 

^BA Iktigue and chill. 

^Vlle sun, from the day being serene, soon recovereS 

lAem. At length they found the old canoe of whicb 
iJiey were in search, and began to repair it with osiers, 
and a sort of tough moss, called Spanish beard, c 
mon on those islands, where it grows on the bark a# 
the trees. TUey worked until forced to leave off by" 
hunger; but they were fiirtunate enough K find sheU- 
Bsh in a sutficient quantity to appease their appelitei,' 
Night was approaching, and they were laraentinp 
what they should do without a lire, the wind c< 
on to blow cold, when one of Ihem recollected that 
the savage had changed the Itint of his gun not far 
&om the spot the day they I'ested on the island, 
and that the r^ect«d ttint probably lay near wher* 
the fire was kindled. Viaud went, and after a lonff 
rch he found it. Their ,toy was rapturous ; tliay 
idled a fire, and slept by it until the morning si 
» tiieni. They now contltiuei tfaevt X'a^iQM* W 
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the canoo. and used one of thoir blankets in caiilkiog 
U. The sorond morning they tried to launch it. H. 
1b Couture deemed it to be sea-wortby, wbicli Viaud 
and Deselou did nut. M. la Couture took the canoe 
to float it over to the island where hia wife and son bad 
been left ; while his two companions, who imagined 
thoy might get to the island on which the Indian 
Antonio lived, from that upon which they bad found 
the canoe, set off to exploro for that purpose : thej 
hoped to And him out, and force him to take them off 
ot perish in the attempt. They came to a channel a 
league broad, not fordable. They wore thus obliged 
to give up the attempt, and return to M. la Couture 
and the rest of their party, whom they did not jirin 
until the next morning. 

They fuund the sufferings of Madame la Couture 
bod been great during their absence. The canoe had 
become ao leaky that M, la Couture with difficulty 
ferried it over : and it was in as bad a rendition as 
ever from ao short a voyage, and, therefore, not to be 
ventured in upon the sea. This disappointment sunk 
their spirits. The Hint, however, enabled Madame 
la Couture, who bad been almost dead of cold, to ob- 
tain the luxury of a. Are. A scanty allowance of 
oysters and wild sorrel had lieen hitherto the suste- 
nance of the party. Viaud, walking along by the 
water, found a roebuck, which seemed to be quite 
fresh. It had swam to the island, being wounded, 
and bled to death. This enabled them to make a 
hearty meal, after which they slept comfortably 
VaCH the morning ot tt\e tie^V io.-^ , -wliich, as 
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veil as thejr could lecollect, vhs the twenty-Histh 

Still tliey could not give u]) the irlea of rendering' 
the rotten canoe serviceable. They examined 
hundred times, renewed thoir labour upon it, 
then gave it up as hopeless. They sacrificed 
more of their blankets aud three days of their labour 
Upon it, and still found it leak. The continent 
wafi hut two leagues off; and, bad as the canoe was, 
they delennined to hazard the passage. It was 
^reed that two should row. and one bale out tbs 
water with his hat. They fixed to set off the next 
day. prepared a scanty stouk of provisions, enjoined 
Sdelity to the negro, who was to remain with MBdanub 
la Couture and her son, and giving the latter th» 
Sint and knife, early in the morning set the oanott 
aSoat. They felt the planks give under them, ao^ 
that their weight sunk it too deep 
■ea began to rush in through the sides, aud Viao^ 
wsolved to get out, and 
la Couture pressed him to get in again, and jested a^ 
bis fears ; but ho steadily refused, and they set oS« 
without him. Viaud watched them from the heaclt^ 
They proceeded with considerible difficulty, and got) 
round a little island not far from that on which hfr 
was, and he saw them no more. It is probable they, 
periabed soon afterwards. i 

Viaud now returned to Madame la Couture, whaii|i> 
be found sitting with her back to the sea, and wcepi^ 
bitterly. She was surprised to see him conwj 
U» juetended that the weig\l\^le\ 
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Ik the canoe, he made choics ot rotumiD^ to ker, ftf 
trhich she thanked him, and seemed deeply gratefbl. 
The7 were now four in noraber ; ami Viaud had to do 
did beat he could to provide for tfaem all Madams 
laCoutuMi and her san were too ireak to rends* any 
assistance, and the nt-gro eould nnly perform exactly 
vhot he vraa tuld to da. The wind contimiiii g soutt 
and ■oQtb'OKt for some days, they could not in eiM- 
•equeoFe get t.ny oysters ; and they were indebted 
for proloiigmg existence solely to wild sorrel. nhiiA 
weakened ^ir stomachs, and waa but a partial aafi»> 
fiction of their hunger. 

Six days had elapsed without any tidings of tto 
canoA. Viand began ta feel his spirits Mok. A' 
tbou[;ht struck him that he might i-ollect wood enough 
fcr them to float over to the c-onlinent some flne calm 
day ; and the idea that this had never occurred to theiD 
while his two friends were with him struck him very 
painfully. They all four thought the sdieme practi- 
cable. Even Madame la Couture offered to render 
all the assistance in her power ; but they were toa 
weak to make much progress. Voung la Coutura 
was able to eollect oysters, while they collected wood 
for their raft, owing to a change of the wind before it 
became low water. They broiled their oysters on the 
embers, and found them agree better with their sto- 
machs than when eaten raw. The bock of the trees, 
which they stripped off, served to bind Che branches they 
collected together; and Madame la Couture cut up a 
blonkelintoalips, as an additional security ibr thesam* 
parpoie, Tbe negro found some 'onncW^ eX ^anfl 
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wood, which they alao interwove. A stick, fixed ia 

the middle of the r»ft, to which a blanket was attached 
bj a cross piece, served as a sail, and thej unravelled 
their stockings for cordage. They then collected as 
many oysters and vegetables as they could get ti> 
take with Ihem. Their raft was attoat. and they pro- 
posed to make the attempt the following morning*. 
A storm arose in the night and knocked the rati to 
pieces; theirlitllestotk of provisions was carried awayt 
and they were once more abandoned to despair. SliU 
an reUeetion the feasibility of a raft again occupied 
their minds, and they determined to try and construct 
anotfaor. The negro found the skin and bead of a 
pwpoise on tlie shore, which they broiled, and of 
whirh they ate too heartily. TUey were immediately 
afterwanls attacked nith dysentery, which lasted five 
dajs. To drinking large draughts uf water they 
attributed llieir recovery. 

The fifteenth of April had now arrived, and they 
had com pie led asecond raft, though young La Couture 
was very weak, and his mother was also indisposed 
and feeble. Every cloud or breath of wind now 
struck them with a panic ; for their raft was neces- 
sarily constructed on the edge of the sea, to which, 
with great labour, they rolled the fallen wood neces- 
sary for the work- The remainder of their blankets 
and stockings were sacriGced to complete it, Tbey 
apent the night preceding the day on which they piw- 
posed to embark in collecting provisions, consisting of 
shett-Bsh, mots, and sorrel, and in watching the rafL 
Young La Couture abno slept, o^eiconie '^is^i ■''«'^'' 
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oess and fatigue, Viaud colled bim, and, getting no 
reply, took his hand, and fuund it cold as marble. 
Tho heart was healing. A fire was hastily made 
and they chafed his limbs. His molhcr was to 
affected as lo fall into a swoon. The son at lost began 
to recover \ the cold of the night had overpowered 
bim ; and they bad the satisfaction to see liira at last 
awake from a kind of lethargy which was occasioned 
by tlie chill air. 

'I They c^ould not that day venture on theii raft, fbt 
both mother and son were too ill to embark. The 
provisions they had colWted were secured ; their most, 
blankets and everything they could remove were 
landed to keep the invalids warm during the night. 
About daybreak young La Couture became worse. His 
mother, being at some di^tant^e, out of bea,ring, lie 
urged Viaud to leave him and try to save his mother. 
That if they reached a place of safety they would not. 
hc^knew, forget him : — " I will die alone ;" said he, 
" protect my mother; hide from her the conditian to 
which I am reduced, and the counsel I give. Comfort 
her and depart ! My not being able to accompany 
you ought not to make you risk the perishing with me!" 
Viaud knew he could easily carry the youth to ths 
tan, but then they must leave him wherever they 
Itindul. There were no wild beasts on the island, 
^d there were some conveniences which the conti- 
nent might not afford. He must be quitted, from his 
weakness, on whatever spot they chanced to land, and 
be worse off. They might be able of themselves to 
get a boat and fetch the (oor jouth away from the 
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island by departing as soon as possible. Still Viaurf 
could not propose it to Madame la Couture. Again 
ibe youth ur);ed Viaud to go that be migbt not die 
before biE mother's eyes. " Leave me a small porlion 
of provisions, prepare some more to-nigbt, and embark 
at day-break. Suffer my mother to believe 1 am no 
more ! " Viaud saw there was reason in the counsel 
thus giVen. He gave young La Couture bis gteat- 
ooat and waistixiat, with all the shell-fish and food 
that he could collect, and then lay down near him 
and awaited day-break. Young La Couluru soon 
seemed to be deprived of all sense, yet his heart stHI 
beat. Some oysler-shells with water were placed 
itloEe to him ; aud Viaud hastened to his mother and 
persuaded her he was no more ; her grief was speech- 
less ; her tears fell fast ; and she suffered Viaud to 
lead her in silence to the raft, which they pushed 
from the shore. It was, aa Viaud supposed, about the 
nineteenth of April that they thus committed them- 
selves to the ocean. A gentle.wind blew towards the 
main ; and in twelve hours their blanket sail bore then 
over safely. They took their provisions and blankets, 
and endeavoured to travel to the eastward; but in 
vain — the country was overliowed with water. They 
found OD elevated spot, sheltered by some trees in leaf. 
and making up a Are, ate some of their provisions and 
fell asleep. Scarcely were their eyes closed when 
dreadful bowlings were heaiil, and the sounds seemed 
to approach them. The negro ran and ascended la 
tree with great alacrity. Madame la Couture followed, 
endeavouring to clamber alter him. V\a.Mi 'm '^^ 
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entreated her not to leave the fire, which was.the jd 
«f security. In it moment MadamG la Coutim 
xhrioked out she was lost. An enormous bear irw 
close in pursuit uf her. Viaud ran tonaids ham willi 
a hlazing brand, and the beaat stopped short. Widi 
trembling steps Viaud adtunced to his comptuuaa, 
but the hear did not move, and the)' both succeeded 
in regaining their fire. The negro now began lo 
utter loud cries ; the bear was preparing to ascend Iba 
tree in wbicii the poor felluw had taken shellfr. 
Viaud called to him to get to the liighest a.nd most 
pliant branches, which were strong enough to hea 
the poor boy's weight, but not Iho animal's. Viand 
then threw several pieces of blazing wood to the ibol 
«f tlie tree which the bear had begun to climb, and « 
great stnoke arising I'rom a tree catching fire tbe 
Animal walked away. 

The'remaiiider uf the night tbay were without rett. 
and were anno^'ed with constant cries of wild animali. 
They kept up a targe fire and cast some of the blazing 
branches around, whit-Ji Viaud feared would exhaiul 
sJl they could reach before morning appeared. Hoit- 
ever the night was further advanced tlian lie expected. 
When morning dawned they collected a fresh supply 
of wood ; hut it was long after before the poor negro 
boy would descend from tlie tree. They then slum- 
bered rather than slept until the noontide hour. 

They now ale some more of their wretched food, 
and begun tlieir journey for St. Mark, in an easterly 
direction.according to the previous information of the 
Jadiaas; but they could only walk fur on Loui and a 
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fcalfl They were then forced to bait and collect wood 
dor the iiigbt. They made a, principal pile, aud aboift 
' a dozen smuUer onea aruund it a few yirds oS. but 
did not light them. They seaKhed for food, but 
could find none. Their only beverage was vater, 
vbiuh was found tolerably good in a pool near theiu) 
and they draak plentifully. At night they lighted 
their fires. They heard no noises from the wild 
animGii until midnight. Their fatigue and sound 
sleep, it is probable, prevented their hearing tbem 
earlier. Madame la Couture and the boy fainted 
Scorn fear, and Viaud's terror was scarcely less. Ha 
Gcouched close to the fire, and a cold perspiratiaD 
«aine all over him. 

When morning broke they were distressed by tbs 
coils of hunger: they could not allay its panga by«ny- 
tiiing they could find. Nothing but weeds and brara' 
bles were around them. They put evCTything thej 
could la.y their hands upon into their mouths, and 
^it Aem out again. They could not rest, hut went 
forward in the hope of finding Bomethiog to eat. 
Tears burst forth ; and then they sank into despon- 
dency ae each fresh hope lertninated in, disappoint- 
nent. At length they laid themselves down on ths 
grouTiil, praying fervently for death. The negro, ia 
the rai;e of his hunger, started up from the earth, and 
■uahing to a tree, at which be had been gazing ear* 
nestly, gathered handsful of the leaves, and devoured 
(bem rarenously. Viaud and Madame la CoDlure 
followed his example, and ate a cuniiiderable qusn- 
lity. Hiey then sat down, vaitiug Uw v^etifti^^ 
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when they were seized nilh violent coDvuItuunB of tbt 
bowels, and could hardly writhe tbeniaelves along tbt 
ground to a neighbauring sprtDg, of which ihey drank ' 
jmmuderBtely. Tbclr stomachs were now pufibd-up 
almost to bursting, and were only relieved, by a seven 
vomiting and voiding of blood, from their agony, 
which was caused by tlie swelling internally of tht 
spongy leaves they hud eaten. They were now almoU 
too weak to go to their piles of wood and light them. 
Night had arrived, Ai length they contrived to crairi 
to the wood, more' dead than alive ; and scarcely 
was it kindled wheb the wild animnls again came 
prowling around them. They were feairfully reduced 
In strengtli, and fell asleep from weakness long h» 
fore morning dawned : they slept until noon, only to 
awaken wilh no food to saiisi'y hunger. They could 
And nothing in the nasl^ around them that tbq 
could substitute for aliment. Tliey ascended a rising 
ground, but on one side was spread a boundleas lai 
barren waste, and the sea was on the other. Aglii 
they sank down in despair ; hope at length uigat 
them on towards a forest which lay not far off ; •At 
ther they bent their tottering steps. The gloom of 
the woods, almost impenetrable, made them tremble : 
they soon lost tliemselvcs in despondency, and all of 
ihem fell upon the ground and wept. 

At this moment it came into Viand's recuUectioB 
that mariners had cast lots who should die to pre- 
serve their comrades from famine. His eyes lighted 
on the negro youth with an eagerness he could not 
ontrol or resist • he is dying of famme already, he 
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thought ; death would be a kin(hiess to him. Hu- 
manity seemed dead, reason impaired, and the mind 
the stave of the body. Hunger gns wed Viaud within, 
its talons wore in his heart ; ho felt the temptation 
of delivering himself ftom insufferable agonies, 
and withstood it no longer. It was the only means 
of existence. Madame la Couture seemed to have 
the same idea : she turned Iter eyes upon the poor 
negro, and put on a look so full of auAering and hor- 
ror that Viaud thought she felt as he had done. Ha 
hesitated no lunger : he seized a, knotted stick, and 
going «p to the negro, struck him, as he slept, with 
all his force over the head. He awoke stunned, and 
could not rise at first, while Viaud could not repeat 
the blow. The poor victim at last raised himself on 
bis knees, and cried, " My dear master, have I 
offended you ? Have mercy on me ! Spare my life 1" 
Compassion succeeded cruelty : for some momeati 
Viaud was motionless, but too soon hunger and des- 
pair came back, and the deed was executed. Falling 
on the pour boy, he roared aloud in bis own &enzy to 
drown the cries of the negro, and called upon Ma- 
dame Couture to assist him ; then draiving bis knife, 
he plunged it into the throat of the negro. Life being 
extinct, he laid him across a large tree to bleed more 
freely. The deed, which bad been executed under vio- 
lent agitation and frenzy, left Viaud and his compa- 
nion quite eshauEted. They rested themselves on the 
ground, with eyes averted from the body. Reason 
relumed, and the cruelty of tbe act came upon them. 
They washed their hands in a spring Xi&iX \ wA,^^^'

'and then to scramble amid brambles and tbomi. 
The stin^ of mosquitos and sand-flies lo diefif^urad 
'fbem that their features could not be reco^sed. 
'They were obliged, in order to eecape these in«e«tE, 
to leave the woods and make for the sea-shore, Wb«i 
the weather was fine, and the tide out, they met with 
B few cockles and flounders, which they hooked wiA 
' ft slick. The food thus obtained at any one time was 
never enough for a. men). The reeds on the sea- 
tbaie were found almost as troublesome to pus 
'through aa the bramblea in the woods. Thev get 
entangled in their legs. The wild animals still kept 
them in terror at night ; while the cravings of their 
ravenous appetites having been assuaged by the flesh 
of the ne^o, their minds seemed to recover a little 
of the right tone, and they began to loathe the bor^

Auld not sustain the fatigue. They had not left the 
T^Hce more than an hour and a half: it was early in 
ffie daji and it H-as possible to get back in very good 
Ijme, though Viaud could more but very slowly. Hs 
■ttttrched every inoh of the road they passed over, 
taamining carefully hut in vain. He was equaQf 
Unauceessful at the place they had halted ; but he 
was determined not to return without finding the trea- 
tare he hod missed. Ho flung himself on a heap of 
fern which had composed his bed, and after feeling 
every portion of it over and over — for it was getting too 
dark to see anything so small — be at last found the 
flint, to his inexpressible joy. He had now to r^oin 
Madame la Couture, The wild beasts were Jieard 
Already, but it was at a distance : the fire had pmb*- 
b)y driven them a good way off from that part of the 
eoilntry, it having spread fiir and wide. Viaud AoW

.ever so flmsll a diitance. Madame lu Coutme Mf- 
-. ported bur spirits longer than Viaud : tliis was owing 
^4q her mind being more at rest, and hra' having hid 
,Do more to do during their journey than acquiesoe in 
iVhat her companion thought best for their mutual 
ilienefiL At last Viaud felt so exhausted that he lay 
]down on the ground, quite hopeless ofsueceas. His 
■flight was Dearly gone from the biieters whiefa aiole 
.'out of the bites of diSurenC insects that attacked fain. 
r Be felt as if the earth upon which ho was extetided 
iad been heaped over him. In a tone of tlie deepest

.While Vkud was thus anticipating the moment of 
fo^ boat's arrival, the crew reached the land and 
cume lowacdB him. Tliey proved to be Englisb. 
^e pleasure felt by Viaud wtis so great that he fell 
into a swuon. Tlie strangers poured ta&a duwn his 
Jnfoat. with pmmpt benevolence ; and \shen revived, 
bcj was able to express his thankjj, and relate the 
lurrors he hud endured. Th^ gpoke French to 
'Vjiaud, and he thought at first they «ero countrj-nen : 
tiiiSj however, was of less importance than to find 
himself in tho hands of civiUzed men. Madame la 
Couture at length heard their calls in the wood, and 
eatue towards them with a turkey and her neit*,. 
Tiaud begged her to rejoice with Kim in their deIi>cL- 

As it was now night, it was thought best to wait' 
antil. the nest day. They gathered round a fire, to 
wlficji the saibrs carried 'Viaud, and supped upon the 
turkey and her eggs, to which the Englishmen added 
picUod pork and a glass or two of tafla. The party 
was. under the command of a British ofHcor, named 
■Wpg^t. After they had supped, Viaud gave him & - 
aarra^vey,.^f^ fl^t^, qusiortuaea. As only the o 
■a^on^pf ^t^<,]}iiyat^s spoke French, Viaud.n 
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the story in English, which he spoke well from having 
been twice a prisoner in England. Mr. Wright theq 
told him that he belonged to a detachment, statiuned 
at St. Mark's, onminaHded by Mr. Swettenham oE 
the British array. A aavage had informed them that 
be had found a man dead on the shore some days 
before, who by some remains of his dress seemed U> 
he a, European. His face and belly were wonting, 
having been deroured by some wild bcaist. Mr: 
Snettenhum, in coniequeDce, sent him off with an^ 
interpreter and four soldiers to travErse the coast, and 
o^r relief ta any whom they might find to stand in ' 
need of it Mr. Swettenham feared that a. brig, 
bringing prorialona ironi Pensacola for the garrison, 
might have been lost. Viaud had little doubt but. 
the body discovered on the shore was either that of^ 
M. la. Couture or bis companion, as they were nevei' . 
more heard of. "/ 

The night was storniy, but tiie sun rose aiter it had 
abated. Mr. Wright made his men Carry Viaud to ' 
the boat. Madame la Couture was able to walk. 
The boat's crew had traversed all the islands, savei' 
Hint on which young la Couture had been left. They 
arrived there in twelve hours, and the fhte of th* 
poor boy recurring, strongly afltected Viaud, He 
remembered that the lad was not dead when ha 
quitted liim. In vain, reason and probability whiS- ' 
pered. that it was impossible he could have sur- ,', 
vived so long since ihey patted, A. %cw«.\. "\\si^'^*«i 
arf^ed Viaud to go to the aijol wVicie 'taft'^'si^'*-^''^ 
rhe scrfdi'ers were landed, anA matTvui^fti- v» oS^ "^"^ 
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k Coatare, but in vain. Mr. Wright then sent mis 
of his men to the spot, who reported ha httrl aeea the 
body, Bod found it eold. Still Viaud urged the ot&cer 
to permit him to go and eee the corpse, and let the 
•oldiera carry him. The request woa acceded to. 
Voung la Oouturo was found with hia face turned 
to the earth. The bod)* sent forth a diaagreeable 
Anell. Worms hod buried themselves in his lega, 
Mid even in his thighs, and he was become an objeet 
diocking to the eye. They dug a grave, and Viaud 
knelt and uttered a prayer oiver the body of th>8 
generous yonng auff^er. One of the soldiers placing 
Ilia blind under the boy's breast, found it warm. " He 
is warm stil) — his heart beats T '' exclumed the man. 
Another soldier touched his leg, and it seemed 
to draw up a little. They now did the utmost in 
Iheir power to revive him. They poured down his 
throat a mixture of tafia and water, and washed and 
cleansed his limbs with it. They picked out a, good 
many worms thit had rested in his lleah, MadMna 
'la Couture was almost frantic at the intelligenee. 
She threw herself ou the ground by his side, gaaed 
iharply in the faces of the lookers on, as if to know 
tfaeir sentiments of his roudition, and then caught 
liim in her arms to warm him in her bosom. Her 
•motion WBd so great, they wore obliged to separata 
thbm. Madame la Couture wa£ placed near Viaud 
CTi »h« ground, who did all in his power to calm her 
L kgitation, entreating her to leave her son to the care 
E the kind Englishmen. Mr, Wright at last came 
bin&JTn them that the young man had opened his 
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syeSi stared wildly al the strati)^ faces 
•sked for hia mother. Vi 
Madame la Couture he could scuicely arlicula.te' 
-bave not seen you for many, many dsya. irhure 
.yeu been ? " The soldiera bore him to the boat with 
Bat care, and laid Lim upon aorae of their o\m 
IheH, covering hiia over with a blanket. Viaud 
i oD one side of him, and his mother on the othar, 
lose frenzied affection they had much difficulty JB 
eping within bounds, wtaiuh had they been ttt-

It was late when they embarked, and they mtdp 
t little way, goinfi; on shore ^^^^a to pass the night. 
le sokliers eaUght three bustards which tliey cookid 
r supper, of which young la Couture tasted a. htllf, 
d then fdl iuto a sleep whiub lasted until Qia 
:irnii)g. The next day he seemed revived, and tali 
■sou had returned, while before he was delirioip 
intervals. He cotdd scarcely recollect anythisK 
at had happened after he was left alone. He knatr 
L had often fiiinted and been insensible. Betweatt 
tee fits he hod felt great hunger and thirst, and hiA 
Treshed himself with the oysters and water placail 
(bin his reach, while they lasted. Ho was so vatit 
I could not stretch out hia band (o supply liis wanti^ 
n trailed himself on liis beUy like a reptile. Bm 
aid not tell how long he had been alone. Tb/t 
ipresaion he was under seemed to be that hb 
Kh*r and Viaud had not yet ventiu^ upsB tiff 
ft.

n is true, in a state of perfect rest, and in illnesB, i 
very minule portion of food will sustain life a. good 
wliile. The weather, tw), was, in la Couture') 
fiiBtanco, fine and varm. .,(, 

'- They embarked again for St. Mark's, and Viflnj 
was cominc«d that they never should have auiviMi 
to reach it, but for their discovery by the SngUal^ 
TPhe distance was flfteea leagues from where thaf 
i/ae found by Mr. Wright, and a number of wid#i 
deep, and rapid streams were to ba crossed on ,lha 
itay. The boat arrived at St. Mark's on the eighth 
of May, in the evening. They were hospitably re- 
vived by Lieutenant Swettenham, of the 3th BiiUsk 
infantry, who acted as governor of the forL ITie 
surgeon was ordered to attend them; and all. the 
limited means in such a situation, which the lieute- 
.nant possessed, were placed at their disposal. That 
^situation for some days was very critical. Their bodies 
Were dreadfully swollen and inflamed, bo that the 
wrgeon had scaico!)' any hope of recovering them- 
Young la Couture'a was the last and most difficult 
fease to cure. Madame la Couture recovered her 
Strength earliest 

The invalids had been eighty-one days from their 
shipwreck tu their arrival in the fori, and had spent 
the whole of that time in a state of wretchedness 
difficult to be described. Two of their party had 
perished in or near the vessel. Two, M, la Couture 
and M. Desclou, were drowned, and the negro vm 
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murdered. Eight Eeamen were left at the hut of tha 
Indians. Kespectmg those men, it was learned, by 
Liftitenant Sweltenhatn, from an Indian chief, that 
Iheyhad waited a long time for the return of Anionio 
m vain. A suspicion of hie treachery came upon 
tbcm, and at length irritated them lo fury. They 
ifSted tbe motlier, sister, and nephew, and took posses- 
tiOD of a eanoc, fire-arms, and ammunition, wlueh lliej 
adght have taken without deatrojilig these unhappy, 
I*ople, Five only could embark at once in the can oe^ 
snd they cast lots for the three who were to remnin. 
Ita two days after, Antonio returned with a superior 
force to carry off the effects from the wreck, nhd. 
perhaps, to murder the seamen. Tbe three whom 
ftey found they put to death. TTie fate of tbe ftva 
■Win set sail in the canoe was never known, und it is 
tost probable that they came lo an untimely end, 
"-Peter Tiaud embarked in an English vessel for 
fit. Augustin on the Coast of Florida— another Eng^ 
lliii settlement — being sufficiently strong to bear the„ 
Tftyage, and also unwilling to diminish the scanty. 
provisions which, in that desolate situation, the gpj^ 
mon could ill-afford. Young la Couture was not in 
a' fit state to undertake the voyage, and Madame la 
Couture would not suffer him to run any risk. Siie 
was also a native of Louisiana, and preferred, remain- 
ing linlil a vessel from thence arrived, by wluch lim^, 
her son would probably be stronger. Mr. Swcltea-t, 
ham gave Viaud a packet for. the governor, ot Sjt 
Aogostin, and a certificate of the tiruth of bu afm^t,' 
increditde suflTerings to support the authenticity of his 



story. He reached St. Angustin in twenty-fbur iijt, 
after experiencing much ilHreatinent ftoin the cap- 
tain of the ship in trhich he took hie passulie. He 
deliveredMr. Swettcnham'a despatches to Mr. Grant, 
fliB governor, who paid him great attention, and 
made his own surgeon careftilly administer to Vis 
complaints, which the voyage seemed to ha^e re- 
newed. He reached 8t. Angiistin on the twenty- 
third of June, and left Mr. Grant and St. Anpistin 
on the twenty-flrst of July, fbr New York. Mr. Grant 
ohtained him a passage, and every accomraodation, 
even to fliling a portmanteau with clothes and linen 
fbr him, besides making him a present in money. 
To the kind conduct of the English, both at St. Mark's 
and St Augustin, I'iaud did justice. He arrived 
ftt New York on the third of August, where hia coun- 
trymen received him with ftcneroaltj and htrnianilT'- 
With M. Dupeystre, one of the richest fVench met^ 
chants in New York, ho remained until the sixQi of 
the following Fehruury, when he gave Viaud tiw 
charge of a cargo to Nantea, where he arrival in 
twenty-one days. 

The certificate given to Viaud by the British com- 
mander at St. Mark's, Lieutenant Swettenhem, re- 
moves all doubt as to the authenticity of his moat 
extraordinary deliverance. It is dated. Fort St. Mark, 
twelfth of May, 1766. It attests the truth of all 
those parts of his narrative to which Ensign Wright, 
and the soldiers under his command, were eye-wit- 
nesses, and attaches to the raelanchnly detail a tesU- 
isony which the events in the relation, however they 



rosy sar|»is^ oannot give just ground for impsaching', 
as there is nothing that is not very pasfublo in anjr 
part of it. The accne of the shipwreck lies in tha 
earner of tlie sea formed by the promontory of Flo- 
rida, and that portion of North America west of tlie 
Mis^asippi, or rather tlio Mobile River. 

It WBH in the year 1766, that M. Dunoyer, an in; 
habitant of Cape Francois, in the French port of St, 
Domingo, went to Samona on the Spanish side of the 
island, fur the purpose of forming a residence at that 
ploco. He had been there about a year, wheq 
Madame Dunoyer wished her husband to return to 
Cape Fran5oiB, the air of which being that of har 
native pluee, she thought would prove favourable to 
her health, which was then delicate. They acoordingl; 
embarked in a small vessel belonging to M. Dunoyer, 
with one infant at the breast and another about eevea 
years old. A negress, their domestic servant, called 
Catharine, accompanied them. Just as they wera 
about to set sail, an English bark was shipwrecked 
Oft the coast hard by, but the crow wero saved. 
There happened at that time to be a French vessel at 
Samona about to sail, and eight of the shipwrecked 
party prevailed upon the commander, named Verrier, 
to reoeive and land them either at Cape Francois oc 
Monte- Christo. But still thinking they were too 
many to afford a passage without incommoding him^ 
self, Verrier asked M. Dunoyer to take two in his 
litUe vassal. One called himself Captain John; th« 
otber waa named Young. U. Dunoyer received 
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tixem, gave them necessaries, 6^*611 linen, th^ fi» I 
■tisiRK, on the other hand, to help him during the 
pawa^ to the utmost of their power. 

It was in the beginning of March that everything 
-was ready for sea. M. Dunoyer Srst discharged twu 
Frenchmen whom he had engaged to work the vessd, 
because the two Englishmen offered their scr^'ices for 
the purpose, and were good sailors. They accordingly 
set sail, but came to an anchor in the evening at a 
place called Origri, about a league from Porto Plata, 
on the north side of St. Domingo. Supper was got 
ready near the land, not far from a Spanish dwelling 
where people customarily stopped lu get reireshments. 
After supper, the stem, which was shaded with palm 
leaves, was divided by a sail across it from the rest of 
tiie bark. Behind it a mattress was placed for 
Madame Dunoyer, her children, and the negress. 
The two soilors lay down in the bow of the bark. M. 
Dunoyer slept upon a mattress which lay at the feet 
of his wife. 

All »'as still before the midnight hour, when one of 
the children began to cry. M. Dunoyer handed aft 
some milk which was carried for the purpose of feed- 
ing it, and all was again hushed as at first. Between 
the hours of three and four, Madame Dunoyer was 
awakened by a kind of dull blow which seemed to he 
struck with a hammer or hatchet upon her husband's 
maltmss, and she thought she heard him heave a 
sigh. Frightened, trembling, and anticiputing the 
truth, she awoke the nogress by crying " Oh God, 
they are killing M. Dunoyer 1" 8ho lifted the sail 
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or'<lurfaih,at lier feet between her husband'^ 
and her own, when the man called John ci 
bed, and with terocious air lifting the hatchet, threat' 
fflied tu kin her if she gave the least alaria. He then 
struck her husband two blows more with the hatchet 
Young took die tiller, and Jubn loosened the sail, atf 
they said, for New York. At daybreak the bark y/a^ 
two leagues from land, and Madaine Dunojer, whq- 
had iwarcely strength to rise from the awning, sqk 
cast over the side of the bark and floadng on tlie e"~ 
the mattress on which the bleeding body of her h 
band had just been extended. The man called Johi^ 
said to the aflrighted wife, " Dun't be alarmed— • 
your husband sleeps well." He then came tu her^ 
and demanded the keys of the boxes and trunks andj 
her husband's arms, which sbc immediately gaveupi( 
He searched through every package, but found n<^ 
money. With eyes drenched in tears, sheaskedwU|| 
the wretch had the barbarity to kill her husbandj. 
for that he had no money in the vessel. The mnrderee 
replied it was to get possession of the vessel to takq^ 
them to New York. 

Seeing there was no money, the assassin becamct) 
milder in his manner, and offered the untbrtunat^ 
lady fiX)d, tea, and cboculate. She revised his offer^. 
upon which they told lier not to vex herself or b», 
unhappy ; that they would do hoc no injury, but dia-^ 
embark her, on the contrary, with al! her baggage,(, 
iq)on flie French territory, Tlie rest of the day they^, 
said nothing, but left this unfortunate woman to hes, 
fearB and lamentations. 
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Nigbl now approouUed ; repose was not to be air 
pectsd in so dreadful & situation, being in the po«a 
of tbc murderers of her busband. She wept all night 
over her children. She thuugbt of tbeir father and 
of ber own situatuin. Her husband's image was ever 
before her eyes ; and hour ailec bour pasaed away ia 
bitter suffering. During the night, the man called 
John proposed to lua tMjmpanion to commit an outrage 
upon her person, and tbat be might take the do- 
meatic. Young refused to listen to the proposal, and 
baTing iashed the helm uud liot the mainsail, tUey lay 
duwn. The negress prupusud putting out their ejet 
with It nail as they slept, but she thought they won 
not buth n^ally asleep, and this bindered her making 
an attempt tbat must have been fatal both to ber 
mistress and herself. It is diffieult to imagine, unless 
she bad four biinda to use at onc«, how she could 
have prevented one of them booi taking the alum 
bofom such a deeign could have been effeutually com- 
pleted. 

In the morning they were mukingrapid way, wbeu 
lladame Dunoyct again asked ii' tliey intended 10 
carry ber to New York. They replied, if she wished 
to go to Cape Francois, one of them would take her, 
tc^etber with the ubildren and negress, in the boat 
The horrol of her situation with the murderers of 
ber husband made her accept any olternaliFa, for 
what doom was not preferable to remaining on board 
th«bark! She did oot recollect that the boat wa» 
unaU, and not calculated to resist the waves of the 
open sea. It was, in fact, a canoe hollowed out of a 
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^gle tree, Buch as is ased by the AiDericnn Indianff. 
On stating her determination to go at any risk, fhe^ 
toW her to make up a paeket of her linen, or what she 
most wished to take, as there was tio room lo stow 
way her trunks. They put an old pallanae in the 
•otlom of the canoe, four biscuit liakea, a hotUe con- 
Uning a few pinl^ of fresh water, six eggs, a little 
Mt pork, and a kettle. The man John pla^^ed the 
ftro children and negress in the canoe first, anil then 
IBarched the pockets of Madame Dunoyer, in which 
IM fbund her husband's shoe and collar buckles of 
Aver which she happened to have in her posseasion. 
Sftese betook away, as well as the paeket of linen 
tte had made up to take in the canoe, and compelled 
Iter to follow the ncgress and children. She expected 
8ke of the men would have gone with them to guide 
Ae canoe. Instead of this they cast it loose, hoisted 
Bwry sail, and in no great while were out of sight. 

Tliis unfortunate lady was then left with her chil- 
dren and servant by these pirates, fur such no doubt 
they were, to float whither the waves would carry 
Aem. Nothing but sky and water was in -view, no 
Jsnd could be seen. As the bark quitted them, she 
^yed in vain for help, even ft-Lira the assassins of 
lier husband, but she implored in vain. There was 
nevertheless a more ponerfld protection extended 
over ber and her little ones. The Eye that never 
■lamhers nor sleeps watched tham in their hour of 
desolation, and they did not perish. 

The consternation of Madame Dunoyer imagina- 
Ika cannot point. The thought of Vvei c^A&Ten, fjT>A 
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an helpless infant, almostredncedberto utter despair. 
Her kind Mrvint, or " slave" according to common 
parlance, tried to revive and oousole her miBtress. 
All the little aid she could give — all the humble 
efforts she could make, she exerted to sustain and 
comfort her. Madame Dunoyer had swooned away at 
one time ; the kind creature lahoured to restore bar, 
and succeeded, hut Madame Dunoyer only became 
conscious of existence to deplore afresh the horrors of 
their unhappy situation, She fancied her children 
the prey of the shark, she pressed them to her hosom 
and bathed them in tears, and every look she gave 
Bhennaginedwns the last she should ever bestow upon 
the faces of the innocents, uneonscbua of the mag- 
nitude of the dangers that menaced them. At length 
she attained sufficient cfimposure to deliver herself 
and children over to tho care of heaven, and to leave 
all besides to the waves and the conduct of the 
negresB, who endeavoured to manage the canoe with- 
out knowing how their course lay. Night came on, 
and dark and fearful hours were to be passed. The 
danger of upsetting was augmented by the rising of 
the wind. The waves were swollen, and one of them 
entering the canoe carried on'ay their biscuit and 
water, leaving them in dre;id of another which shouH 
(iVerwhelm them enlirely. Fortunately the negress 
ODUld steer well enough not to hasten such a caias- 
tropho by any ill-management. The hours of night 
seemed as if they would never pass away. 

The day broke over a calm ocean, but this waa'aH 
that appeared to afford them ciHiwlation. They knew

not where to steer, hiul they been alile to sail ; no 
land was yet in sight. Their hope that some vessel 
might pick thom up was past. Madame Dunoyer 
could only pray and implore the aid of the Protector 
ot' the widow and fatherless. Seven days and nights 
did these unfortunate females pass in a similar manner, 
exposed to the atmosphere, and without any food hut 
the salt pork. Nearly worn out, Madame Dunoyer 
every moment expected to succumb. The power of 
women to ecdure bodily suiTeriag is far beyond that 
of the other sex. The rigid tendons of man snap 
asunder quickly, while the more flexible fibres of 
women do not break until they have been attenuated 
to the utmost. The thought of her children being 
left in so deplorable a stale was worse to Madame 
Dunoyer than death. She saw that they must soon 
perish, and proposed opening a vein to prolong the 
life of the infant at her breast, because the maternal 
stream had ceased to yield it the wonted supply. 
About this critical time a vessel was seen at a dis- 
tance by the negtess. Anxiously did they watch its 
approach and make all the signals in their power when 
it was within ^iew. They were at last seen; thevessel 
made for the canoe, but a new danger arose from the 
sea's recoiling off the ship and nearly sinking the 
shallow canoe as it came alongside. The people on 
board were aware of the hazard they ran, and by good 
management got them all on board safely. The ship 
was bound to New Orleans, and Madame Dunoyer 
happened fortunately to have a relation there, M. Rou- 
geot, a notary by profession, who received het uvl Wx. 
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ti*hot\eii» children with greet kiodness, arieen &a the; 
irera almost from the tomb. 

The inbsbitaute of Louisiana, which was then a 
French colony, generuutly raided a sum of money for 
the use of Madame Dunoyer and her cliildren. The 
first thing she did nas to make her relation the 
notary give freedom to the ncgreas her corapanian in 
Biiirartune, but the faithful creatine would not leave 
her mistresB white she lived. 

A drpositioB of the facta relating to the murder of 
M. Dunoyer was made at New Orleans, and traQ«- 
nittod to New Vork in the hope of bringing the 
usa«ains to juatioe. No such persons coidd be disco- 
vered there, nor is it probable they intended prooeed- 
ing thither, when, from their own iilateiuent, they 
night be traced, if a vessel shoidd have ebaaoed to 
pick up the canoe; tliough it is as likely they oalcu- 
kted on ita perishing with all the witnesses of their 
Orime. However this might have been, nothing more 
vos ever heard of the murderers.

1782, oa har homeward-boiind voya^ froniCDvU* 
Vttfl attended with otrcaTastances of more than n 
^gm interest. It is not the least painful reflectidi I 
nmnected with thii tmhappj' catastrophe, I 
pfta ship's company been led by an officer of good n^ 
Waareea and sound judgment, who kaen how to retain 
it^ influence over his crew tn all circuniEtaiKes. tharfl 
(At littie doubt but the diEOStrous end of niott of the 
iwfortiinats passengers and seamen mig'ht have been 
I Wnde<L Bat a few were saved after a march of ona 
i#Widnid and seventeen dnyt, mat deawte, througfa 
'Ibrests, and across mountains, in the midst of hunger 
iry, such as never were encountered before in 
ilar situations. They were four hundred and forty- 
Wen leagues from the Cape of Good Hope when the 
'Aip was lost, and the distance in such a climato and 
Mtuntry might, to reflective minds, have painted out 
• better mode of rescuing themselves from a fats' 
vhich must have been too likely to happen. The 
wonder is, how any of the unfortunate people survived 
p. Bt alL Had. they remained on the spot near which 
Aey were vreckcd, armed themselves in the best way 
fliey were able, and collected the ship's stores, tfaey 
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njght have built and doapatdiBd a boat to the Cap^' 
ni ensured the safety k£ all. Famine, in a. caxiiArf 
•0 wi;11-»tockeil with wild animals, they need not have 
dteculed. Their numhera were a Bufficii'nt protection 
•gainat tho natives, who, seeing the ihoiF of resistance 
backed by the nie:LDs, would have become triendlj^,^ 
It should be on axiom with seamen, in such coM^i 
tiavor to abandon the neighbourhood of the shipV 
Juill, when it is accessible, until they know nhere they 
ate, and what ohances they haye of preservation by 
Other means. Tlie captaia seems to have been very 
ignorant of bis duty, for when his ship was wrecited 
SO far from the Cape, he ought to have known whew,; 
be was, and not to have held out, that, in fifteen n^ 
inxteen days, his crew might reach the Dutch setdwi 
tnents. Perhaps it may be answered, be did not know 
the position of the vessel before she struck, or they 
would not have been wrecked at all, yet this consi- 
deri^tion makes the case worse, as he ought to Lave 
known it. 

On the third of August, Captain Coxen considered 
the ship was a hundred leagues from the nearest 
land. It btetr hard, and tho next day the ship vroa 
Jying-to under her foresail and mixen-staysaiL Just 
Iteforo daylight on that <la>', John Hynes, one of the 
«Kw, was aioft with others striking the tbrotop- 
gallant-mast. While in this situatioo he asked e, 
Qomtede, named Lewis, if he did not think there was 
land .where thej saw breakers ? to which he answered 
Ae thought there muBt be ^ wpoa t^iia 'i^w? V-isMsaiSi. 
do^ to inform. Mr. Beale, t\ie oSieot ol ft* ^^w^,-^ 
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vhatthej had seen,wliowft3increduloiis.>Dd laughed 
at them. Lewis then taa to the cabin, and t^U xhe 
captain, who inatantly came out and ordered thea) to 
wear the ship. The helm was put hard-a^^reather, the 
mizen'Staysail hauled down, the fore-topsail and jib 
let go, and the ship's head nearlj nwnd, when she 
Strunk, and heat so hard that everf one ou board in- 
Btantlf ran upon deck. The captain endeavoured to 
dispel the universal panic on board, and assuied the 
passengeis he was not without hope of saving them 
all, conjuring them to remain ramposed. 

No water was found in tie hold upon trjnng the 
pumpK, but this was easily accounted for by the stem 
oftbe ship being- high upon the rocks, while the fore- 
part lay deeper in the sea, and the water was conse- 
qoeatly all forward. The wind shifted and blew off 
the shore, which made them fearful of being driven 
out to sea, where they must be totally lost. Signal 
guns were ordered to be fired, but in vain, as the 
powder was already wet. The mainmast was then 
cut away, and afterwards the foremast. Thia pro- 
duced no effect ; the vessel lay as at first, without tha 
h[^ of boin;^ saved, and only three hundred yards'- 
from the land. " '- 

Terror was seen in most faces, somewereiii a stafW'"' 
of distraction at their situation ; calm despair re- ' 
pressed all emotion in others, whilQ those gifted with 
that presence of minil which no danger can shake, in- 
stantly occupied themselves with some '^\aiil(« ^^mo^^

Two Itahons and a Lascar attempted to reach the 
■hore by Ewimming with the deep-aea line. One of 
these was drowned ; but one ItaUan and the Litscu 
feoched the beach in safety. By these means a largst 
line was conveyed to tlie land, and by that a hawser. 
In drawing the hawser to the shoM, a nuTnber of 
Batives rendered their assistance, who had oume down 
to view the wreck. The masts were driven aa shore 
and soon stripped of their iroo by the inhabitants. 
One end of the hawser was fastened round the rocks 
on shore, and the other strained tight round tbt 
capstan. The people in the wreck had in the meui- 
time been constructing a raft which was now finished. 
A hawser was fastened to it from the ship, it wu 
hunched, and got to the stem windows, that the women 
and children might get out with more facility fnn 
tbe quarter-gallery. Four men got upon it to giro 
tiiem asatstftnoe, but though the hawser was new, it 
was snapped osundeT by the waves, and the rait upMt 
Mid drove on shore, by which three men were drowned. 
The launch and jolly-boat had been hoisted out beloTe 
the masts wero cut auay, and instantly dashed Iii 
piecen. They werenowat a loss whatwas to be done. 
Some got on shore upon the hawser hand over hand 
- — a bold attempt for any but sailors of strength and 
resolution, — yet many succeeded, and some fell off 
and were drowned, to the number of fifteen. 

The ship soon came in two a little before the main- 
mast. The wind fortunately shifted and blew upon 



the fihiffe, by whkh memis tiioae on the wteck wera 
enabled to land in taiety. They had all gat on tlis 
poop Bd being nearest the main. The psirt upoa 
which they stood separaletl from tlio rest. They 
crowded upon the starboard- quarter, wluch »oaii 
floated into shelter, both the wiod ami waves lifting 
them in. while the uther parts brcdtc the seas thit 
might else have trashed them off. In this nay all 
got safe to land, exx^epting a cote's mate vho would 
not quit the ^ip, being intoxicated. 

It WBE now dnin'ing on towards night. They vera 
upon a shore of which tbey knew nothing, not erea 
the situation, except that it must be the southera 
part of Africa. Delicate women and children were 
among them, ill fit to coaihat the hardihipe which 
they bad endured already, or those whioh were to 
follow. The natives had gone away with the setting 
sun, hut had left some embers of their fire, very for- 
tunately for the sufTerera. Three fires wore kindled 
of wood collected from the wreck, and they eouked 
Mwe hogs and poultry, driven on ehore, for their 
melancholy repasL A cask of beef and one of Hour 
fhund on the beach were equally divided by the 
captain, and of two sails which carae on sliore in a, 
like manner, two tents were constructed for the fe- 
males to sleep in during the night. 

The fifth of August the natives came down and 
bcErui to carry off all tliat suited their fancy. Thej 
offered Do personal violence, but were contented with 
plcitdcring. 

The next day tiiey employed themselves in collect-/ 
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ing everything that could be of senica to them oa 
their journey to the Cape of Good Hope, whither thej 
intended setting off. Two casks of spirits nere ordered 
to be staTcd, lest the nativog should get iatoxioated 
and thus be led to attack them. The corapuiy 
were then assembled, and the provisions shared 
among them. The captain add, he hoped, as he had 
been their oommEmding- of&cer before, they would 
allow him to be go still, which was unanimouil; 
answered in the affirmative. He then stated that, 
from the best calculations he could make, fifteen or 
Kixteen days would enable them to reach some Dutch 
settlement. 

On the seventh of August they set off. Tlie chief 
mate who was dl was carried by two men in ahammoEk 
slung on a pole. In this laborious oecupation all the 
men eheerfully took their turns. One man named 
O'Brien who had a swollen kuec, remained behind, 
because it was impossible for him to keep up with the 
rest, and he flattered himself that by getting lead and 
pewter from the wreck and making trinkets to amuse 
the natives, he should be abie to ingratiate himself with 
them and learn their language, by which he might 
Bltimately get away. They found beaten paths from 
village to village after they set out, and the Coffrea 
followed them some distance, taking away what they 
chose of theirscanty stock and dinging stones at them. 
They met one party of thirty, and among them s 
l>utohman, named Trout, who, having committed 
murdor among his countrymen, had fled away for se- 
DQiity. On learaing their story, he told them that theii 
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joomeywonld be attended with almost insnrmounlable 
difficulties; that they had many Afferent nations to 
pass through and deserts to pass, besides meetiDg 
numbers of wild beasts. This intelU'gence should 
have been a warning to the party to have tried a diF- 
ferCnt pinn, but perhaps it was then too late. They 
offered Trout any money lo condnct tliera to the Cape, 
hftl he refased, Is he had a wife and children among 
fiie Bstires, and he was afraid to venture among- his 
e^imtrymen again, even if the natives irould allow him 
ft go, which he very much doubted. 

"Hiey now pmrsucd their journey for four or five 
days together. The natives constantly annoyed them 
in the day-time, but invariably retired with the setting 
nn. taking from them whatever they chose. TUey 
fept the party in constant alarm by rough usage tt> 
Ibe ladies, and irrilating the seamen to acts of rctali- 

They observed numerous villages as they proceeded',' 
but kept as Eir from them as possible, to avoid iil-usage 
Bfom the inhabitants. The first mate soon recovered 
miScienlly to be able to walk without assistance. In 
tme place they came to a deep gully where three 
natives held a lance to the captain's throat several 
thncs, who, being irritated, caught hold of one of 
them, and wrenching it from his hand, kept the head. 
The next day three or four hundred of the natives 
appeared, armed with lances and targets. They 
stopped the party, and began pilfering and at length 
beiiting them. Thinking themselves marked out to 
iie. they placed the women, childtw, fctti Ht't^'osAsst 
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the protection of a doien of dieir noniber. anil duiti^ 
two htmre and bnlf kept up a miittinf^ ftgbt, till get- 
ting poH^ieiuon or > rming ground, a sort of parier 
took plnoe. Many on both aidea were maimed, but 
none killed. Onoofthe pasaengers, Mr. Newman, 
wai ati'uck with a \e.nc.e in the ear and remained in- 
sensible fiir two hours. When a parley had taken 
place, several of Iho party cut the butiona from their 
coota ta give the natives, with what other trinkets 
they had, upon which they went away, and were seen 
no more. At the close of day they made a fire and 
reprmed near it. In the night they heard the noise 
nf wild beaata, and kept watch and watch lest they 
should be surprised by them. 

Trout the Dutchman joined them the next day. 
He told them he had been on hoard the wreck and 
got a load of irw, pewter, lead, and copper frotQ It, 
which he was carrying to his village. Thus the 
wreck, it is evident, would have been accessible to the 
crew had they remained by it and fitted up a bark 
for the Cape of Good Hope. Trout had heard of the 
dispute or fight with the natives. He advised the 
party to make no reeiatance, as die want of arms 
would lend^ it vain, and he thought Ihey would be 
less obstructed by aui'.h a «)urse of conduct. He then 
took up his plunder and went his way. The party now 
attempted to rest for the nigbt in a hollow or gully, 
hut were disturbed by the roar of wild beastSi which 
the watch could hardly keep off with firebrands. At 
day -break they again advanced, and the natives about 
Jioaa became troublesome as usu«J, atid took away 
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tbeir tinder-bw, flint, and steel, an kreparable lotM 
Each raaa was now obliged tc travel with a Brebruul 
in bia hand. They came to a smaU river, and the 
tide being in, they were prevenled from crossing iL 
ThenatiTes.whahad followed tbem, grew more trau- 
Uesome, seized the watches of the gentlemen, and 
carried off the diamonds which the ladies had con- 
Qsaled in their hair npon its falling down and diselosi- 
atg them, and even searched for more. The men, 
who could not restrain their indignation, got nothing 
but blows from duba or iances in return. They- 
wftded the river at low water. The provisions they 
Ind broug-ht with them were nearly expended, and 
the fatigue of travelling slowly with the women and 
children was very great. The seameii began to mur- 
mur. The party therefore divided. Mr. 8ha.w, Mr. 
"nDlter, and Mr. Harris, the second, fourth, and fifth 
mates ; Capt. Talbot and his coxswain, Messrs. Tay- 
lor,d'Espinette, Williams, Oliver, and their servants ; 
the steward, carpenter, carpenter's and caulker's 
mates, and the temainderof the seamen, amongwhom 
wtis John Hynes who Sret saw the breakers, together 
wth a boy seven or eight years old, a master Law, 
who cried after one of the passengers, and whom the 
seamen agreed to carry by turns when unable to walk, 
ia all forty-feur, went on first. 

Captain Coxon, the first mate and his wifu ; the 
AM mate, Mr. Beale; Col. and Mrs. James; Mr, 
and Mrs. HoBoa ; Mr. Hay the purser, Mr. Newman 
Md Mr. Nixon, passengers, with five of llieir children^ 
to travel sbwly aa before. A gcxA qxwk<j vSH 
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men, in oonfteqnenee of high rewards offered by the 
gentlemen, were prevailed upon to Etay witli them to 
carry what little provisions tliey had left, and the 
blankets in which they slept at ni^ht. The two par- 
ties gepaiatod with great regret. The nest day, how- 
ever, early in the morning, the parly which had gMie 
on first was overtaken by the other, having waited by 
the aide of a rivet Ibr the ebb tide. They were glad 
to reunite again and fbrgot the inoonvenietices which 
hod caused thwr separfttion. They now croascd the 
rirer, and travelling that day and a portion of the 
next, arrived at » villafje where they saw Trout (he 
Dutchman, who showed them his wife and child, 
snd begged b piece of pork. He again told them 
Ihnt, if inclined to depart, the natives would not let 
him go. He gavo them directions for their journey, 
told them the names of the rivers they must t^oet, 
and the jllaces they must pass, and thanking him, 
they departed. 

The following night was spent by both parties in 
company. In the morning, finding their provisions 
expended, some of them went to the sea-sids to col- 
lect shell-fish from the rocks. They found a quantity 
of oysters, mussels, and limpets, wliich they divided 
amongst tlie women, children, end sick, the flowing 
of the tide preventing their getting enough for the 
whole. About twelve o'clock tliat day they reached 
a small village, where they were ill. treated by the 
inhabitants. 

About four o'clock the same day they agreed again 
to sepurate. They were moved to this by the conside 
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ration that together the; were not a match fbr 
natives ; that by marching in s«piuate bodies t 
irould he less an object ol* jealouGy to those iiat. 
tlirougb which they waulil be ubligod to pass; 
lastly, they would he better able lo obtain 
Xl^ey tlien aeparoleil never to meet again. 
I ^ The second party whs led by Mr. 8UakT, the Becoaj] 
L Jf^te of the ship. John Uyoes, Irom whom the 
Ljiptive of their sufferings during their suhsequeMtj 
HMoceeilings via.^ oblaineil, remained nith thesi. Tbiif 
^wavelled until it was dadi, and tbeu made a Grc svheivf 
Bpyxl and water were eaeily attainable, afterwards i 
Htj^oeitig for the night. They proceeded about thir^i 
^bilac the following iday, seeing a good many ol tbci 
^■ftavai, vha, though inquisitive, offered tttejn 
HbiHlof nKdwtatioii. They slept the next night on« 
B^e skirts of a wood, where the howling of beasts 
MHKy alKiwed them but little repose. They journeyadL 
K&rward in the morning, and fed upon wild sorrel ei 
BmI the berries of the species which Ihey obaened tl 
■Jfads cat. They picked some sludl-fi*h rnim ti 
^awks, and, getting to a wide river, ended the day'c^ 
t'jnimey on ite banks. 

[ (t The following morning they were afraid to attempt' 
I ^KBiDg Ibe river, as some of them cuuld nut swim; 
I .^tld they followed its windings until they reached a 
I ' Siwrower part, where they made a raft of diy wood, 
I jhatening it together with woodbines and their pocket- 
I ^iiandkercbiefii. On it they placed Uttle Law and 
|^ttK»e who could not swim ; those who could, pushed 
■Ae raft before them. The riyetwas neail^ t'flQ \ai\sft 
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met. The]' now travelled down toward Ilie sea, 
having been three days travelUng fhun it. They had 
nothing hut wild sorrel and water all that timo. 
Fortuoafely thity got plenty of shell'fish at the sea- 
Etde, They reached a mountBin four days after this ; 
and the rocks on the sea-shore being impassahle, 
they entered a wood with whiuh it was csveted, as the 
snn was rising. The ruod mas \ery toilsome over un- 
trodden paths, and they were frequently obliged to 
cUmb trees to see if they wore in the right direction. 
Kight came upon them before they gained the aiim- 
Mit where the wood taTniinalcd, and where was an 
eitraiaive plain with a fine stream of water running 
through it. There they slept, having first mods a< 
wry large Are, as they found the beasts of prey came 
t* tlie water. It was with great dlffinulty they wei« 
abl^lokeep them away. At day-dawn H^nea a&- 
eended a tree to examine the trending of the coast. 
He discovered there was another wood between them 
and the bottom of the mountain, which they did not 
get through until night, overcome with tlio foiigaa< 
and difitoullies of their rood, for there were no ptXia 
but those which had been made by wild beasts., 
They reached the sea-coast late, and too tired to collect 
wood for more than one Hie, though three were almost 
indiBpenEsble. In that they put tlieir shoU-Qsh to 
make them open, for the natives had plundered them 
of their knives and indeed all but their clothes. 

The next day they found a dead whale on Ihe aeo- 
sfaore, which was azi agreeable sight. They vrara 
' tiaw to cut out the flesh, not having theit 
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Tmirca. Hief, havmev, nmde a lire upon the sai 
and dug mit the flesh as itwasTOBStwIwithaiioysWr-i 
shell. Tbef subgisted sereral days on the flMh of 
tMs fish. They next reached a level country winch 
they thought must be within the Dutch settleinents, 
and some of the party imaginert it vo\AA be best to 
keep tnland. Others were still for the sea-side, Thoy 
drtided. The fourth and fifth mates, Captain Talbot 
and his coxswain, and twent}--two sailnrs. with Hyne«, 
proceeded inland. The carpenter, stewarf, cooper, 
Mr. d'Espinette, Mr. 01ri-er,theiraervant, and twenty- 
four seamen, kept by ibe Bea-eoasl. The first party 
tiKvelled three days throus*' a pleasant country, where 
tBey saw some deserted villages. Tliey had nothing 
bnt some oystoia brought Grom the coast, with berries 
and wild sorrel, to Uve upon during this tbnd ; and 
they judged it best to make for the sea ^ain, where, 
tfie tide being out, they were able to allay the pongs 
of hunger with shell-flsh as before. Soon after they 
had parted (rom their companions, while ascending a 
fatD, Captain Tdbot and the whole of them sat down 
to rest. AHer the others had risen and proceeded, 
he followed, hut, being rnuch fatigued, sat down 
frequently that the party left him, U'a coxsi 
e^ng hira, went back and sat down by him. 
WCTB neither of them heard of more. 

They next reached a river, where they found two 
of the party who had gone with tho carpenter along 
the coast ; being unable to swim, they had been left 
behind. They wereoveiioyed at meeting their [Honda 
and getting assistance to cross. They Vva4T\fttxo,«B.\ 
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had been fortunate iu escaping Uie wild beasts. 
They oaine in four dajs mora to anotlier river, wliicli 
none of the paity would YeuUire to cms*, wid they 
■were oMigod to ascend by the hank. They reached 
n villu^, and saw the inside of a watch which had 
been i^ven by the oarpenter'a party fur a little milk. 
Mr. Bhaw, one of the mates, offered part of the inside 
of his watch for a calf; but when they liad it, they 
dro^i; away the animal again. They proceeded along 
the bank of the river and passed soveral villagea, the 
inliaUiants of which did out molest tlkem. Tliey at 
length croued on a raft, leaving two of their numbei 
behind who were alarmed at the breadth of the stream. 
Theynow desoended to the aea-ahore and reached it the 
third day, traveUing in an inclined direction. There 
they slept and found EheU-Gsh as unual, but no water 
that they oould drink. 

They now fell m with some of the natives, fhim 
irhom they received many blows, and could olTer no 
reristanFe. They ran airay into the woods and escaped 
tiiem. )n three days the carpenter's party was over- 
taken. He himself had been poisoned by something 
which ho had eaten in the woods to allay his hunger. 
Messrs. d'Espinette and Oliver, being worn out, 
had been left behind ; but the poor little boy Master 
I,aw was still with them, and Itail borne the fatigues 
of the jonmey in a wonderful manner far one of his 
tender years. The parties now again formed into one, 
and continued their route. They found two spike- 
nails in a plank on the sea-shore, which were a great 
Seqaisation, They bunted the planks, and getting 
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the Tiaila out, IWot them flat between two stones into 
a substitute for tnives. Finding water on turning 
Up the sanii, they remained Ibr the night in the same 

The day following aitec crossing the rivet, they 
Hfend a dead whale upon the heath. A nuniher of 
e natwea seeing them, came down ; but observing 
eir deplorahle condition, and that tliey were not 
le to resist thJera, seemed lo pity their state, anj one 
them lent his lance to those who wtre attempting 
cut out tlw tlesh, to aid them in ddng it. Tliey 
ire thua, with the assistanee of their liomely kniveB, 
Ihabled to sever the pieces which they wanted, 
hese they rarried away until they could Had u spilt 
iiing wood and water, whore they might dress 
tcm. The next day one of the party was taken iU, 
id they were obUged to leave him behind near a 
ret. Having the tlesh of the whale fur provisions, 
ley were enabled to proceed without halting in 
ardi of food, aa they must have done witUout so 
lasonable a supply. They went on at a good rate for 
ur days until they ajrived at a river, when, it being 
'ening, they stopped to eat some berries growing 
tar it, lo allay their thirst. The morning after it 
IS cold, aud some of the party wore not inclined to 
IBture Boniss. Hynes and ten of Ijie others were 
ipatient to go forward, and »wom over, after which 
y proceeded until they found a place where lliero 
wood, water, and shell-fish. They remained two 
I in the name spot, in hopes those whom thw 
left behind would come up ; ftiaoa^, tJaavo. '«i| 
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dte cbild. Not making their appearnnce, however< 
-the parly with Hynes »et out again. The wind had 
1)lt»Tn Sresh, and ibey judged tliat those whom they 
hnd left hehind had been deterred from crosuug 
"fbe water. 

A dead seal was at this raoment foTtunatelj disco- 
vered on the beach. With one of the rude kninw 
vhich they had retained, and some sharp Ehells, ibBj 
cut up a portion to take away, and conked goma on 
the spot Al this time the party they had left bahind 
came up and shared tbe seal with them. When Ibe 
. carpenter died of the poison bo had eaten, the atewaid 
took the direction of tbe party, and the care of litlle 
'Law was undertaken by him. Tlie frame of a child 
'BO young waa ill coluulaled to bear the privation and 
fktigveof Bttcb a journey. The steward did all ia 
rhis power to succour the frail and tender being in his 
cbat^e. He soothed the Biiffeiingg and listened to 
'the uompl killings of the pour Uttle lellow with an 
attention which did honour to him as a man ; he fed 
tbe child whenever he could obtain food for him as 
oarefully as a parent would have done. In trulb, 
such kindness in similar circumstances pleads highl; 
■for human nature. The natives had handled the 
'party which last came up very roughly, and five of 
"their number were left behind. 

They now set forward together once more. In 
"trying to get round a point of rock which pro- 
jected towards the sea, they were nearly all of ^eta 
'Vwept away by tbe surf. Their Rrebrands were eS' 
^Unguigbed, and some of them lost tbe eeul's flMb 
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wliif h thej canied for Aeir luture pcoviciiKL. FortB- 

notely they oame in biglit «rf s«veni of tiie luUne 

leraales, vrboTUiawafoaaeeiDg tiiem.

When Qifi 

paUtwaa good, he walked, and could keep up with the 

rest, but when it was rough or uneven they carried 

btm by turns. At the haltiitg- places ho remained 

near the fires to keep them up while the pastj 

searched for food, and he shai'od with tbem on their 

return a portion of wbat Bbell-Ssh or other provision 

Jbey brought back. 

^o They next came to a desert of Btmd,whic1)occupie^ 

Hkn tea days to cro&s. No natives were aeeui 
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iwobiibly becausa ihey couM Snd nothing I 
life upon so Bterile a porlion of the country. Durinff 
Utae ten days the party had no food but wknt they 
took with them. They eaitily found wnter upon dif- 
ging in the sand. Allsr this deaett maa crossed tlioy 
patMd through a nutiuti called the Tamboukees, 
where they were suraetimeK treated well and at 
Others but very indifferently. Once, when near &e 
'U)t-eoast, some of the nativeawhoin theymet iidvised 
thmn to ga inland. They took this adi-ice ; and aftM 
travelling about three miles, they came to n i-illaK» 
whore they found only women and children, A little 
milk w«3 obtained at this plane for the child, arid 
tliey rested themselves a short space. Tho men 
soon oflerwards returned irom hunting, each m«n 
carrying a poition of a deer upon the head of ihrat 
lancfffl. A number of them, amounting to ftiily 
at least, employed tlicmselvcs ^vith looking at the 
travellera. They ofFered two bowls of milk, which they 
were inclined to exchan^, but there was nothingleft 
aaiong the party that attracted their iittention suffln" 
ently. They then drank the milk theniseh^a. They 
now started up and hastened into tho woi>is. They 
were not a great while absent when they returned 
with a dear they had killed, but they would not give 
the seamen any poUion of it, and upon night coming 
on, msisled on their leaving the village. They jour- 
nayod four or Bve miles farther on, and there slept. 

For sevei'al days they san cattle in consideraUg 
numher^i, but bad no means of obtuinui^ any. Tbejr 
came to thi'ee or four huta ua the boj^u of a ijver, 
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and saw onlj' woTQen and childFen. They gave theia 
some flesh of the sea-cow thaC hung up in tlieir liiitB 
to dry— «B it seemed, uut of ffear. The river was aljont 
a milQ bmad; Uynes and di^ht others BWaamcraas it, 
bnt the rest of the party remaiued behind. Tliree or 
four miles further on they saw a aeul asleep a hlCe 
aboie high-water mark. They contrived to kill it, 
and cutting up the lieah, carried it away. At anothet 
river two of the parly dropped thoir flrebrands. When 
they crossed a nver by swimmiiig, they tied their 
dothes up tight iii a bundle, and ihgtencd it close 
rotwd their heads. Their firelirand Ihey corriod stuck 
in the front of the bundle, and thus kept it dr^. 
They found another whale a Ultle liuthor on, and 
remained near the carcoss two day», in the hope ihst 
their companions whom they had lell on the other tide 
of the river would rejoin tliem. Ten days alter lliey 
tbund some rags, which convinced them their compo- 
nione had passed them ; and on entering upon a sandy 
desert where wood and water were not to be found, 
they SB.W written in ths sand, " Turn in here, and yon 
will find plenty of wood and water.*' This was ncai 
the entrance of a deep ravine. They traced the lire 
yrbviv their companions had rested in a recess in tile 
hollow. A few days afterwards, oning to ahendtand. 
they were again obhgod lo make a circuit from t!i« 
tea. They had by this time exhausted all tlieh" whale's 
flesh, and were forced to subsist upon land-cralia; 
sn&ils, and Eorrel, which they found near a pond of 
fresh water. They went on at daybrenU; and came t* 
a spot where some trees had been uijToote4,lM-^\*((afc 
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lOief mnkl not acwunt, but thir^ or Ibrly \atg» ^ , 
.^ihaiits which were seen among the long fn>*< ^IB- 
^Iftined the mastery- Afraid to odr&nce, tlio p 
dorrely knew what to do ; but at last they maitA 
Vitvuil ani ai'oided the animalB, of which they sai 

Towards night they reached the sea-nboie, M 
could not llnd any shell-fish. TheexlDHuityof buBgK 
•in which Horoc of them were, made them untteoffthe 
iiair from the bullock's skin of nliich Ihoy had made 
«lKies, broil it, and «at it with some wild celery grow- 
inp near the apot For five or six days they diseo- 
ed the tracks of their oompaniooB who had preceded 
.them; they aUo full iii with some natives huntiag, 
a wore a sort of shoe on the right foot, whioh thsf 
"Vtefl in pursuit of game to facilitate inakuag a la^ 
frjQi that foot. The party now came t« a more bamb 
'Country, where the>' had lo eocounler great difficitlti* 
3'hey could obtain no provisions fram the natii-ea, wfat 
jdrovc Ibem away whenever thoy ai^roeched Ihdi 
tillages ; so that, without having recourse tu shelL-^ 
4hey mu9t have speedily perished. They saw onB'sf 
natives with a bit of silver buckle belonging to llM 
eonk stuck in his hair, which the owner hail bnkan 
mil bartered for food, thougii the natives freqwetfl^ 
retained the article and gave nothing in exchttnge, 

A Sturm of thunder, lightning, and rain, overtiHik 
Biem one night on the sea-shore, and they were 
pbli^ed to hold their clothes over their firo to prevent 
its being axtingiuehcd. They remained the nest daf 
fintil iow water to collect shell-fish and dry their 
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clothes. About four o'clock' that day they reached a 
village, vhere the inhabitants ottaoked and wounded 
sonic of the party. One had his skull fractured and 
soi>u after ilied. Hynes was kuouked down aod left 
for dead. When he recovered, the natives were gone 
and bis friends out of sight. However, renollecting 
the way it was their intention t» proceed, he followed 
and came up with tliem in two or three houra. They 
concluded he v/as dead. He also received a wouud 
in the leg from a kcce. 

They saw no more huls or villages ; and after tra- 
reUing for some days over a sandy de«ert, they fell ia 
with three savages, who Hed from theoi. They now 
obtained food with great dilliaulty, for the sea-sbore 
was seldom rocliy ; and when they found a ree£ they 
were often obliged to wait half a day for the ebb-tide. 
If they found plenty of shell-flsh they oohecled as 
many as possible, tlirew away the shells, and put the 
fish in a oloth which they alternately carried. On 
reaching a large river called Bojisman's river, tliey 
found Thomas Lewis, one of the party which had 
preoaded them, left behind. He said he had travelled 
into the interior of the country, and had seen several 
huts, at one of which he was beaten, and at another 
got some niilk. He was so weak and the river so 
wide, while he was incapable of bearing any &Qsh 
hardships, that ho deteimined to go again to the nest 
Tillage, aa ho could but be killed there, and he waa 
certain of dying if he proceedeil. His companions 
sbove to urge him forward in vain. In spite of 
cntjreaty, he returned to the uativefti «n& 1^1 WKt 
DO tiling more of him. 
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To tlie grpftt jny of the party, they ToanA anolM* i' 
ieaA whale on the sea-shore. They halted there fir ' 
two inys, cnt the flesh Into jnnka, and took nway W 
ranch as they were able to carry. They crossed the 
river on a rnft. but on reaeliitiij the other side were 
Blarmod with the howlings of the wild beasts whidi 
appeared more nnmerons than at any place they TmS 
pnBsod before. On the fourth day from pa^Sing Ihe 
liver they came up with the steward and the Bttte 
boy, and found that tliey had buried the cioper in 
the sand two do)^ hefbre. Hynt-s wished to see the 
spot, and (he steward aecompanied him but thej Iwdi 
fMind, to their surprise, that boIub animal had disin- 
terred and carried off the body. The track was per- 
ceptible for half a mile in the sand. They conM 
fellow the traces of wild unimals hunting in the night 
for their prey, round every stone and stump they 
came wear. They gave the steward and child Bome 
of the whale, Which appeared to do them good. In i 
about ten days more, the whale's flesh being gorli!, 
they came to some rocks and were obliged agaiij to 
gartier shell-flsh for food, as well as Id sleep on the 
ibCks, where they could only find brackish water. To 
the morning both the steward an-l child became ilt, 
and requested tlie party to remain that day where 
they had stopped, which they willingly agreed to do. 
The next day they all found themselves ill, owing to 
the coldness of the rooks on which they had slept in 
their scanty clothing. Tlie steward and boy were 
also still unwell, and the party agreed to remain with 
them another day, though, should they not alWrwardi 
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jetter, separalion v;as unavoidable. In the mom- 
they prepared what tiiey could obtain foi' break- 
. WiBhiiig Ui indulge the poM obild to the last 
neot, they suffered him lo sleep as they thought 
the fire until everything was ready ; but on going 
iwaken him, they found the soul of the innocent 
erer of so many miseries had Hed to a better world, 
3 end of this child nas a mercy to him, though a 
se of deep concfiCU lo the gallant and generous 
men, and particularly to tlio steward, who, eie 
g, was to follow hiio. Tbo child's death nearly 
rcame him. The poor httle fellow had been ihs 
xt of his care through eo many privations and 
gues, and had carried Liimself so welU that the 
;f of the kind-hearted man was overwhelming, and 
compamons could with difficulty drag him away 
u the place. They all looked upon the remains 
lie innocent child, iurgot for a moment theu: own 
lation in a sigh over them, and departed again on 
ir melancholy way. 

rhcy had travelled about two hours, when Robert 
zgerald, one of the party, aaked for a shell of 
lei ; Hynes gave it bimi and he drank eagerly, 
then asked for a second, received, swallowed it, 
I himself down, and expired. His body was left 
ere he died ; and the survivors, as if steeled against 
r worst of human calamities, saw his fate wit^ 
Ithy,— a fate rather lo be envied than shunned m 
|ir circumstances. About four o'clock the same 
L Mother man, named "William Fruel, comjilained 
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cf \reakness, and eat down en the sand by the a 
Hl« companions set out to seek wood aiid wuk. 
ttltiii^ him they would soon return. LookinE; ba^ 
thej MW him crawling after them. Having bunUA 
IB vniD for water or a comfortable place of repose, tbiyj 
l«y down ftw the night. One of the parly, howewfr 
raturned to try whether b« eould got Pruel forwaM^ 
but although he went in view of the place, he coi 
find no traces of bim, and it was concludsd he li 
been narried off by wild beasts. 

The want of water was now added to the ottMB 
calnmities of th^se miserable men. Their thI^ 
anil nioulhs bociitne swollen, and they trero at 
forced to drink their own urine. Tlioir previoos suf- 
ferings were not to he compared with the pi«sent. 
They had been two days without (bod and water, 
when the steward, the guardian of thepoorehildLaw, 
expired, and another of the party soon followed hin. 

The road was on one hand bounded by arid and 
■andy hills, and on the other by the sea, ao that tha* 
were obliged to sleep in the sand. They found half 
Bftsfa, but no water; and though it was not half a 
mouthful to each man, some of them rejected it, ftaf- 
ing it might add to their tortiires. The next day 
two more of the party became very weak, bat y* 
crawled along, dreading to be left alone. One of 
tfiem soon lay down ; the rest shook hands with hini, 
and he waa left to e^ipire. In a deep ravine whidi 
they searched for water, they found another oftte 
crew of the Grosvenoc dead, with his right hand cut 
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off. 'Wormington, the boatgwaina mate, who had. 
last his clothes in eroesing a, river, took thuae of [he' 
deceased man. The party then proceeded and layi 
dawn to repoee, having taken nothing utl day but- 
timt own urine. Moming brake upon their misery,, 
bat brought no aUeriation. Another ol' their nura- 
bet soon dropped, and was loft behind to perish. 
Three only were now left gifted with better temper-' 
aments for endiiraiice than thdrcompanKinH. These' 
were Wormington, Hynes, and Evana. Their liicul-' 
ties were mu^ impaired by their sufferingn, and 
the rays of an ardent sun made them stdl weaker. 
The morning that followed, they were in horrible'- 
torments from thirat, Wormington entreated them to 
cast lots which should die to preserve the others. 
Kynes was reduced to childlshneag ; hk mind was' 
gone. He wept at the proposal, but refused to con- 
sent. He told them that if he fell down from feeble- - 
ness, they might do what they liked with him for 
their own preservation ; but that while he could walk, ' 
be would not cast lots. Wormin gton r.ould not go on ; 
the other two shook hands with him and left him. 
As soon as his eompanions were gone, while still ii»' 
new he tried to make them hear him, but was unable. 
He began to think they might save him. He tried- 
to follow, but could not, tottered and fell on the shore, 
burying his right band in the sand. 

Hynea andEvansmadereryhttleprogteBS. About 
len at night they saw before them snBftftKCi^ titwCTSi.- 
blia^ large birds. Their surprise -naa ^wA ^» ^«^^

One of theSxir, 
named Fnce, caLie to meet Uyaes ciiid Evans, and 
tolil tbem of water being near. The two unfortuntUe 
nen then said that dU their party vu dead aan 
Wpnnington, whou they left altve thai nMning. 
Xwii ol' them therefore went to eoek him; twoaflluit 
oompanions remoiped to prevent Hynes and Kvui 
Aom driukiiig too iarK^'X- Prioe wu ultitnoUlT 
obliged to close up the Band, to avert the Iktal c«iue- 
qucnces of their tkking the w»ter to excess, Tbwe 
was a aheller near, in which they were now placed, 
supplied with a few aheU-hsh, and left to repoee. 

The two men who sot out in search of Warmington 
were named Lcary and 1> Lasso : they fouud Mid 
bfouRht him to where his nontpaniouft had been phioed. 
It appeared the captain's steward's party had betn 
reduced to such diislress, that afler he died and nu 
liuriud, two of the survivors were sent back to bring 
BOine of his (lesb, to prevent their dying from hunger. 
Those who were sent went beyond the place, ud 
retuminft found a young seal fresh and bleedii%, 
driven ashore not far from the steward's ^ate; this 
was a aeosonablo reliet^ and prevented their having 
tecouise to a painful alternative. They also disco- 
vered, by wat^ihing some birds, that they puUed&hell- 
fish out of the sand, there being no coclis on the 
coast, and they availed theniEolvcs of the some mode 
of obtaining them,

At the 
dawn of day De Lasso nod the youth Price renMined 
near the fire to keep it up until evening, and lay in 
t stock of wood, whilst tile other four returned U 
IttingDir to their quarters as largo a supply a.<i poi- 
•iblc of whale's flesh. Two men were soon afterward* 
teen by Price with guns in their hands, who fitlbwed 
biin into the thicket. They belonged to a Dutch 
lettliMnent, and were in senrdi of sti'ayed cattla. Otw 
pftbcm being a Portuguese understood De LasMV 
9tid knew Italian sufliciently weU to compreheaii 
tiieir miserable lale. Tliey then all uf thero set out 
to Cud the four, who had gone to the whale agait^ 
and discovered them cutting off the flesh. One i£ 
tile colonists was called Battores, and he made them 
fling away the flesh of the whale and follow him Id 
fais dwelling. The joy of these poor seamen was S9 
great at findiug that they were among civiliaed 
b«ings again, that some wept with joy, others laughed 
■nd danced, their agitation from weakness com pi otel7 
deranging their reason. They soon got composed 
enough to understand that they were only three or 
fi)ur hundred miles from the Capo, and within the 
limita of the Dut«h settlements. 

The residence of Battores was only three uiilos off;

it belonged ta iHie Rooaloff, a pettier, nbo ti'cated the 
eoilora with great kindlier. They were aupplied 
with milk and bread imiaodiataly, but their voracity 
nftB well nipih being attended with dangerous consv- 
quenccs. Tbey then lay down u^khi eome sack^ ood 

They had attempted to keep a reckoninft of ttm«, 
but bad lost the stick which tliey marked for th0 
jnirpofie. They were in fonnud that it was the twenty* 
ninth of Nuvember when they were ihua dehverod j 
and having been shipwrecked upon the fourth of 
August, it appearcil they had been a hundred and 
seventeen days an their journey, enduruig privalioa 
and fetigue unparalleled. 

The dfty following RoostofF gave them -a good 
breakfast and dinner of fresh mutton, and they left 
hi-i hospitable resilience in a cart for the Cape, Prion 
the kd, siidering from bad lege, remained with Ms 
bnst, having a promise to bo sent after his companions 
when ho was suffioiently recovered. The other fif<a 
i«>ached the house of the owner of the cart, called 
Quin, a girmcr, where they remained four day«, 
Xhey were thus sent on from settlement to settlem^iC 
ontil they reached Swellendom, about a hundred iiiilM 
from Cape Town. They were overywhero hoBpitably* 
treated by the Dutch fitrtuers. There was then war 
between England and Holland, and the seamen wesfl 
detained at Swellendam until the return of a messen- 
ger team the Cape, who had gone to learn the will of 
the governor respecting them. Two of them wexe 
ordt.'red to Cape Town for examiaation, and W<x- 






MinRton anil Leary proceeded thither, and, being 
Stamined, were sent to work on board a Dutch niBn- 
if-war. There Wormington, finding the boatswain 
fiad smuf^jiled pepper on board, rather incaTitiously 
Kated his knowledge of the fact, upon whit-h he wilh 
Ilis companion was shipped on board a llaniah Esst 
IndiHinan, and arrived in England the first of the 
iftiifortunate survivors of the Gros\-enor. 

The governor of the Cape with groat humanity 
despatched an expedition in search of any of the 
crew who might chnnce to survive. It was compost 
of a hundred Europeans and three hundred Hotten- 
tots, and was accotnpanicd by De Lnsso nnd Evans. 
Kyncs was ill, and Price liad not yet reached Swet- 
iendara. Tliey were unsuccessful in reanhing the 
place of the wreck, owing to opposition from the 
natives ; but they picked up three seamen, Lewis, 
Huhberly, and anotlier. Huhberly had been the 
'Bervaut of Mr. Shaw, the second male; andliostflted 
Oittt, except himself, all the party under the gjiidance 
of these gentlemen had perished one by one, and 
he had proceeded onwards alone. Seven Lascnrt 
and two black women were also found. Tlie two 
women had been aenants, oneof Mrs. Logic, thewifi 
of the chief mate, and the other of Mrs. Hoaea,apaa- 
Benger. They were ignorant of the fato of the ta'p- 
tflin, except that they concluded him dead, having 
seen his coat upon a native. Tliey had again subdi- 
Tided after Hyiies' party had quitted. No more was 
for a long lime hoard of the fate of any of the rest 
The English were all sent to Europe, and reached 
lioine ill safety. 
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Tha fate of that part of the crew and paaBengeri 
cf which nothing certain had yet been heard, caus«^ 
asecond expedition to bo sent out in I7'JI), for tha 
purpose of relieving any who might be still olivft, 
The tutal number of persons who reached land from 
the Gcoayenor was one hundred and thirly-five. Sis,* 
reached the Dutch settlements as aUeady narralejL 
Three Europeans, two block women, and seven Im* 
cars, were afterwards found by the Dutch expedition, 
making in all but eighteen survivors. The seeondi 
expedition reached the scene of the abipwieek, four 
hundred and furty-sovon leagues from the CapQu 
They ascertained that the ship's cook had died of tlip 
small-pox two years before, hut could leam nothing 
respecting the fate of any others of the crew or paa- 
sengers. They saw Trout the Dutchman, who lolq^ 
them that some had perished of hunger and fatigu^ 
and some by the hands of the natives. The cannon, 
iron ballast, and lead of the ship still remained. Thf> 
natives near the scene of the wreck were friendly, and 
promised in case of any future shipwreck to aid the 
suSerers, on the assurance of being rewarded by th9 
Dutch with irui^ and beads. It appears &om their 
conduct to the ciow of tha Hercules that they kc|it 
their word, 

Reports had been circulated in 1789 that tbew 
were white women yet shve among the natives. One 
of the latter described a white woman having a child 
which she embraced and wept bitterly, to Colou^ 
Gord^jo, who was travelling in the country ; ,aud it 
was generally believed at the Cage ft^a-l ^\i* -^wfiK&j 
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df vbom it appears Ibere were three wore alive Vwg 
<fter the shipwrepk. That white [loople had hee« 
itel on the tobsI long before the Gi-osvenor, and th*t 
time had surrived, aeeins clear. In or prior to the 
^or 1713, a Captain Sfhellingmetat TlermdcNaUd 
with an Englishman setrled among the CaflVes, Wha 
hnd two children by a Calfto wife. In 1796 the ship 
Hercules was lost near where the Grosvenorhadbien 
oast awiiy. The natives informed the captain that 
Cnptsin Coxon and the men were skin in resisting 
tie will of a chief, who wanted to take two whitff 
ladies to his kraal- The natives further informed the 
(japtain that one of the ladies was dead, b«t that iha 
other was living and had several children by the chief, 
thongh he knew not where she then was, Hub tet- 
rtborates the account given to Colonel Gordon sevenl 
yean before, and is probably the correct statemesti 
Wow mention is made of only three white ladies M 
Being onboard, and some children; whether the latW 
irere male or female does not appear. A strangeMff 
of »lary has been published in the appendix to tte 
Hev. John Campbell's Travels in Africa, which, as it 
ii not on the authority of that gentleman's peraonal 
obGervarian, is most probably a version of the accounts 
obtained by the expedition seat in search of the sur- 
TiTors which reached the place of the shipwredt. It 
purports that the Landroost of Graaf Reynet had seen 
two females habited like Caflre women and anti-Euro- 
pean in appearance, who, on being offered restoration 
to their country, refiised to return, saying tlipy had 
If fllfecfjonato husbatn\a, cte\iift\i, awi srondehil- 
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: that their Ibrmer husbande and friends bad beat 
Uinlered ; that in England they might find theiA> 
in a ststa of dependence ; that they were nqf 
|(tcd for polished society, and that their attachmea^ 
re bounded by their actual enjoyments ; and thej 
used to resign their hves of content for an exchnnsfl 
n them at least not likely to be productive of pean 
BbappineBS. But ifMrB.Hosea,Mrs.Logie,(indM^ 
~ mes, were Hm only white women in the vessel, tli^ 
eount doaa not tally with that given at two differaat 
Oes by the natives. Some of (he children migbf 
(vc been females and preserved by the natives, bat 
«ther would this agrea with the statement aboT*.

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incrense. I entertained tliouEhtB of tninp tlie ship 
before the sea, and happy should I prubably have 
been in doing hd ; but the imptopriety of leaving the 
convoy except in the last extremity, and the hope of 
the weather giowiiii; moderate, weighed agiunst the 
opinion of its being right. About two in the morning 
the wind lulled, and we llaltei'ed ouraelvee that the 
gale was laeaking. Soon after tbere was m.uoh ' 
thunder and lightning from the south-east, witliiaia^.i- 
whea strong guels ol' wind began to blow, wbicb 
obligeil me to haul up the mainsail, the ship being, ' 
then under bare poles. Scarce was this done, wbea 
a gust, eiLceetling iu violence everything of the kind . 
1 had ever seen, or could conceive, laid the ship oil' - 
her beam-ends. Tlie water forsook the bold, ami . 
appeared between decks, so as to fill the men's bara- ■ 
mocks to leeward, the ship lay motionless, and tJ> all 
appearance irrecoverably overset. The waler fast 
increasing, forced through tbe celis of the ports, and 
scuttled the ports themselves inwards, from the pres- 
sure of the ship. Imtnediate direetiona were given 
lo cut away the main and miien-masts, trusting, 
wbeu the ship righted, to be able to wear her. I 
cutting one or two lanyards the mizen-mast went 
first over, but without producing the smalleiit effect 
on the sliip ; and, on cutting the lanyard of one lihroudi 
the main-mast followed. 1 had next tbe raortiiication 
to see the fore-cnaat and bowsprit also go over. On 
tliis the ship immediately righted with great violence* 
and the motion wai so quick that it was difficult fbe 
the men to work the pumps. TLubq %\m% ^(iiA, 
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loDse oa the main-deck, which took some time to 
■ecuie. Id attempting to do so several men w«re 
niunied, and CTcry moTenble was (iNtroyed, either b; 
tliot thrown, loose tiom the lockers, or the wreck of 
ihu deck. The offlcera, who bad left their beds naked 
In the morning when the ship overset, had not an 
article of clothes to put on, nor could their friendl 
■Ujiply them. Before th« mojta had been ten but 
Butes over the side, 1 was informed that the tiUw I 
bad broken short in the rudder-head, and, beJbra Ifal 
chocks could be placed, tlie rudder itsdf was goam '■ 
Thus we lay. at the meray of the wind and sea, undtf ' 
accumulated disasters, Yet I had one comforl in 
finding that the pamps, if anything, reduced the 
water in the bold, and, as (he momiag of the sei-ea> 
teenth adTanced, the weather became more raodecata 
At day-light I saw two line-of- battle ships to leeward, 
one of which Imd lust her main-mast, and the othei 
her fore-roast and bowsprit. It was the general opi- 
nion on hoard, that the latter was the Canada, and 
Hie former the Glorieux. The Ramilies was not in 
wght, and only about fifteen merchantmen. About 
seven In the morning:, another line-of-battle ship WM 
Been a-head, which I soon distinguiibed to be th« 
Ville de Paris, with all her masts standing. I im> 
nediatel]' ordered a signal of distress to be mude, by 
buisting the ensign on tlie stump of the miien-mast, 
BOion .downwards, and Hriiig one of the forccatttl* 
Bat the ensign, which wna the only one w* 
remaining, blew awa^ swm alxs^ \«ia% V™«»i.v 
■eji I had Oift satiaiaofen-Qt EERovft'iiiaNiaa^ 
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P<iria weal and statid towanie us. Several of th(t 
merchant ships also approauLed, and those timt coulA 
hailed u», and offered their aBsislance, Dependiiig' 
on the king's ship, I unly thanked thorn, desiring, if 
th*y jraned Admiral Graves, to acquaint Mm wilte 
our condition. 1 had not the smallest doubt of tli9 
Ville de Paris coming to \xfs, as she appealed not 10 
have anflered in the leaat by the storm, and, having 
seen her wear, we knew that she was under gover 
nipnt of her helm. At this time also tho weather 
was so moderate, that tho merchantmen set their top* 
saila. But the Ville de I^is, approaching withii* 
twrj miles to wiiiilwatd, passed us, whioh being ob* 
BffTved bj one of tho merchantmen, she wore, and 
came under our stem, offering to carry any meBHagw 
to her. I desired the master to acijuaint Captaia 
Wilkinson that the Centaur had lost her rudder, t 
wel! as her masts, that sho made a great deal of 
water, and I requested him to remain with her iintS 
the weather became moderate. I afterwards sa* 
this DierchantmBii approach near enough to epeabi 
with the Ville de Paris, but I fear that ihe conditiga- 
of the letter was much worse than it appeared to be« 
as she continued on the same tack. Meanwliile oS 
the quarter-derk guns were thrown overboard, antf 
the whole of those, except six which had overset, ot 
the main-deck. The ship, lying in the trough of th» 
sea, laboured prodigiously. I got over oiie of tha 
■mail uDchors, with a hooTo, a.TiA aw-e^ni ij^mi-'iw* 
nagesi rsered out from the \ieaii-&wiT,'a\*»^'>-"^*'*^'

vast, had uot tbmlcBiredeCTect, As the eveningcame 
•n, it grew hazy, and hlew in gtroog squalls. We L«t 
iigixi uf the Ville de Paris, but thought ccrtainljU 
tee b(^r in (lie morning ; unil the night was passed IQ 
constant khour at the pumps. Sometimes when tb 
wind lulled, the water diminished; then blawirj 
Strong, and iho sea rising, the water increased, 

" Towards tbo morning of the eighteenth, I wis 
informeil that there was seven feet water in lbs 
fcelsim, tliat one of the winches was Lroke. that tbc 
fwo spare ones would not lit, and tliat the haoi- 
^mps were choked. Tlieae circumstances weie 
SUlIictentlf alarming; but, on opening the after-bold 
to get Up some rum fur the people, we found our cdd- 
dttion much more bo. It is necessary to observe, thai 
the Centaur's after-bold was enclosed by a bulk-heoi 
Bt the after-part of llie well. There were all the drj 
provisions and ship's rum stowed upon twenty chal- 
dron of coals, which unfortunately had been started 
into this part of the ship, and by tlicm the pumps 
were eontiimally clioked. Tlio chnin-pumpa were so 
iDucli wore as to be uf Uttle use ; and the lealherc, 
which, bad the well been clear, would have lasted 
twenty days or more, were all consumed in eight, 
At this time it was remarked that the water had not 
ft passage to the well, for here there was so much that 
it Waslied B^rainst the orlop-deck. All the rum, ex- 
tending to twenty-six puncheons, all thu pro^ 
which wero fbr two months in casks, were ttov*,. 
jftg Jlonted from side to side until there wu 
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whole cask remaining. Even most of the slaves 
found on clearing the hold were broke in two or 
three pieces. The fore hold a!so presented a prospect 
of perishing. Should the ship swim, we had no water 
but what remained in the ground-tier ; and over lliis 
all the wet provisions, and hutts filled tvith salt naler 
were lloatiiig, and with so much violence, thut no 
man wiuld go into the hold with safety. There was 
nothing left for ua to try but baling with buckets at 
the fore-hatchway and fish-room ; and twelve largo 
canvass buckets were immediately employed at each. 
On opening the Bsh-room we were so fortunate iis to 
discover that two puncheons of rum which belonged 
to me had escaped. They wore immediately got up 
and served out at times in drams ; aud hud it not 
been for this relief, and some lime juice, the pcopla 
would have dropped. We soon found our account ia 
baling. The spare pump had boen put down ilia 
fore-hatchway, and a pump shifted to the flsh-roomj, 
but the motion of the ship had washed the Cflals so', 
small, that they reached every part of the vessel, ana, 
the pumps soon choked. However, the water had, 
oomiderabty diminished by noon from working tho^ 
^nc^ls; yet there appeared no prospect of saiinjg^ 
tbe ship, if the gale continued. The labour was too, 
gttost to hold out, wanting water; yet the poopl* 
worked without a murmur, and indeed with cheerful- 

W. At this time the weather was more moderate, ] 
and a couple of spars wore prepared for sheers, to gef, ] 
up a jury -for«mast ; but as evening came on,, th^ j 
gale increased. We had seen nothing through, ttu^ 1 
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day t)ut the ship tboit had lust her mainniast, and 
«he apiwared to b« in as great want of Dssistaniv u 
ourselves, hBTing Gred gUDa of distress. Befiire 
.pight 1 was told that her IbremaEt whb ^ne. Tlie 
Centaur laboured eo much, that I coiild ecaive hope 
■he woidd swim till morning : liowever, \>y great 
ie:£crtJons of tlie chain-jiumps and bahug, we held 
own ; though our sufferings for want of Wats' 
Q vury great, and many oi the ]ieopls could ntf 
he rcatrained from drinking salt-water. At day- 
light on the nineleenth, there was no vessel in si^Ut ; 
Wid flashes from guns having heen seen in the 
night, wc apprehended that the ship we had seen the 
prcciiding day had foundered. 

" Towards ten o'clock in the forenoon, the wen&ff 
grew more moderate, the water diminished in the 
hold, and the people were encouraged to redouble 
r efforts to get it low enough to break a posk 
of fresh water out of the ground tier. Some of the 
inoat resolute seamen were employed in tlie attempt, 
at noon succeeded with one cask, which, though 
little, was a seasonable relief. All the ofiicers, {igs- 
8engera, and boys, who were not seamen by profet- 
I, had been employed in thrumming a. sail, whiek 
Tvas psssed under the ship's bottom, and I thought 
id some effect. The sheers were raised for the 
remast. the weather looked promisuig, and the SM 
&II ; and at niKht we were able to relieve at tho 
pumps and baling every two hours. By the taariunf 
of the twentieth, the fore-bold was cleared of water, 
^d we had the eomtortabLe promise of a fine dxy. 



It pi-OTcd so, ELnd I was determined to make use of it 
with every poaaibla exertion. I divided the ship's 
ciMmpany, with the ofScera attending them, into par- 
ties, to raise the jury-foremast ; abo to hcavo the 
low^'deck guns overboard, to cleer the wtecka of the 
fore and after-hold, to prepare the machine for 
steering ibe ship, and to work the pumps. By night 
the after-hold was as clear na when the sliip was 
launched, for, to our astonishment, there was not a 
shmel of coals remaining, twenty ehalilrtms having 
been pumped out since the commencement of Ihs 
gale. What I have called the wreck of the hold, 
\ra£ the hulk-heads of the after-bold, fish-room, and 
spirit-room. The stMiJards of the cock-pit, an im- 
mense quantity of staves and wood, and part of tlie 
lining of tile ship, were thrown overboard, that if the 
Taler should again appear in the hold, we migl^ 
have no impediment in baling. All the guns were 
overboard, the foremast secured, and the machine, 
which was to be similar to one with which the Ips- 
wich was Btoereil, was in groat forwardness ; so that 
1 was in hopes, if the moderate weather contmued, 
that 1 should be able to steer the ship by noon on 
the following day, and, at least, save the people on 
some of the Western Islands. 

" But this day, had there been any other ship in 
coDipnny.lshouIdhave thought it my duty to quit the 
Centaur. Tlie people got some rest in tlio night bjr 
relieving the walcbes; but on the morning of tho 
twenty-first, we had the mortiGcatron to find that thS' 
veather again threatened, and by noon it blew ft

Mr. Baytis, a young gentleman of Sflecn 
yeure of njco, leaped from the chains iifter the boU 
had got off, and was taken in. The bo«t foUiug

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came sensible how little, if anything, our condition 
was better tlian that of those who remaineil in tho 
strip, at least it seemed to he only the prolong&tioB 
of B niiaorable existence. We were all togetlior 
twelve in number, in a leaky boat, with one of the 
Kun\palee stove, in nearly the middie of the Western 
Ocean, without compass, (juadranl, or sail ; wanting 
great coat of cloak ; all very thinly cluthed, in t 
gale of wind, and with a great sea running. It wa* 
now near five o'clock in the evening, and in half as 
hour we lost sight of the ship. Befiwe it was dark, 
a blanket was discovered in the boat. This was iio 
mediately bent to one of the stretchers, and under it 
as a sail we scudded all night in expectation of being 
swallowed up by every wave ; it being Bometimes with 
great difficulty that we could clear tbo boat of tha 
water before the return of the next great sea ; all of , 
us half drowned, and sitting, except those who baled, 
at the bottom of the boat : without actually perishing^ 
1 am sure no people ever endured more. In tha 
morning the weather grew moderate, the wind having 
shifted to the southward, as we discovered by the sun. 
Having survived the night, webegan to recollect our- 
selves, and think of future preservation. When we 
qoitted the ship, the wind was at north-west, or west- 
north-west, and Fayal had bore east-south- oast, two 
hundred and llfty, or two hundred and sixty leagues. 
Had the wind continued for five or six days, there

we must afterwanls perish. On eiaminiiigirhat m 
wehadof subsiatence, I found a bag of bread, a t 
ham, a single piece of pork, two quart bottles ofw 
and a few French cordials. The wiad continut 
the fsouthward for eight or nine days, and ^ 
dentially never blew to strong but we could kee| 
side of the boat to the sea ; yet we were always 
miserably wet and oold. 

" We kept a iort of reckoning, but the »un 
sterB being sometimes hid from us for twenty 
hours, we had no very good opinion of our navjgs 
At this period we judged that wa had made ru 
an east-north-east course, after the first night'e 
which had carried us to the south-east, and exp* 
to gee the island of Cori'o. We were disappoii 
however, in our cipectations, and dreaded that 
eoutberly wind had driven us too far to the northw 
thus we now prayed for a northerly wind. Our 
dtlion began to be truly miserable, both from hu 
and ttofa cold, for on the fifth day we had disuoT 
that our bread was neariy all spoiled by salt wi 
and it was necessary to go to an allawaoce— 
biscuit divided into twelve morsels for breakfast, 
e for dinner : the neck of a buttle broki 
with the oork in it sen-ed for a glass ; and this t 
with water was the allowance for twenty-fcur h

Amd we not previously caMgW. m^ ^^»x'« - 
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had we not bund & pair of sheets in the boat, vhicb 
Yf accident had been put there. These were spread 
»ben it rained, and vhen thoroughly wet, wrung 
Jnto the kit with which we buled the boat. We bagaa 
to grow very feeble on this short allowance, which w 
lather tantalising than sustaining in our comfortlM»H 
coediticm, and our clothes being continuallj wet, n^S 
bodiSB were in many placei chafed into sores. ijtM 
&it. oalm on the thtrteeuth daj, and soon after ^ J 
breeze sprung up from the west- north-west and if^fl 
oeaaed to a, gale, so that we j'on before the sea t ' 
flu rata of five or six miles, under our blanket, t 
ve judged wo were to the southward of Fayal, and to 
Ibe weatwud aixty leaguee ; but the wind blowing 
abwig, we could not attempt to steer for it. Oat 
inriiea were now for the wind to shift to the wsal^ 
Vltd. This was the fiftecutb day we hud been ^ ^ 
the boat, and we had only one day's bread, and o 
bottle of water remaining, of a second supply of rain. 
Our sufferings wete now as great as human strengtb 
ODiiM bear; but we were couvinced that good spirits 
suae a better support tlian great bodily strength, lor 
•odlisdayTliotnas Mathews, quarler-masler, perished 
liom hunger and cold. On the day before he had 
iPOjiiptained of want of strength in his throat, as he 
I jlK})i:«ssed it, to swallow his morsel, and in the night 
L^ptew delinous, and died without a groan. As it 
^^■Heame next to certainty that w« should all perish in 
^Hjbe same manner in a d^j or tno, \\. "v^ ^^^^o.^iNia^. 
■BvBArlabZe to reUect, that Ay Vug ot ■&».wfe«t*'» "^ 
^Krdnad/ui as our iina^aaViutt^ \»i wf'a*«««»- 
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ibtliere had complained of the enme syraptom^'s 
aheir Croats ; sume had drunk their own urine, iM 
«l) but mytelf had drunk sfilt water. Hitherto dt 
■{Mir and gloom had been suci'easfull)' prohibiteil, sM 
«a the evmiingB dosed in, the men had been eiMott- 
traced, by turns, to sing a soDg, or relata ft ttaj, 
tnelend of aaupper; biitthiseveniiigl fmmdtt iTDpoB- 
'ttblti to raide either. As tho uight came on it %H 
«a1ni, and. about midnight, a breoze aprimg up ftoti 
■the weslirard, as w« guessed by tho swell ; but there 
^Dt being o star to be Been, we were afraid of tunning 
tart of our wuy. und wailed impntienily for the rising 
of tlio sun to be our compass. As soon as the dawn 
«t)peared, wo found the «in<l to be exactly as ire 
wished, at west- south-west, and immediately spread 
tint sail, running bcfoi-e the sea at the rale of {but 
miles an hour. Our lost breakfast had been aeiSvd 
Afith the bread and water remaining, when JoUi 
■Cregorj-, quarter-master, declared, with imich oobI- 
;denre, that he saw land in the south-east. We fcid 
seen fug-banks so often bearing the app^minc^tf 
knd, that I did not Imst myself to beheve it, mi 
■ cautioned the people, who were extravagantly ehLtefl, 
*ttta! they might not feel the effects of disappointment. 
■>At length one of tbem hroko out into a most immo- 
'derate swearing fit of joy, whith I could not reslruni 
■•nd ileolared he had never seen land in his life if 
'What he saw now was not so. We immediately 
'shaped our course for it, though, on my part, with 
■very little faith. Tho wind (Veshened ; thehoatwent 
through the water at the rale of Gse or six mites bh 
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hour J andintwA hours time, the land was plainlj 
seen by every man in fbtt boat, hut at a lery g:roiil 
disjtaDce, so that we did not i^ach it be&re ten at 
night. It must ba.ve been at \east twenty leagues 
from US when first diwovered, and I cannot help r«r 
marking, with much thankfulness, on the providential 
favour diowD to ub ja this instance. In every part 
of the horiifon, except where the land was seen, theH 
was so thick a haze that we «auld not have observe^ 
auytbing more than three or four leagues dielant 
Fayal, by our reckoning, bore east by north, wliioli 
course we wore steering, and, in a few hoiira, had not 
the sky opened for our preservation, we aliould hn»e 
iaoreaseci our disianca from the land, got to the 
eastward, and, of course, missed all the islands. As 
we approached the land, our belief strengthened thnl 
it was Fayal. The island of Hco, whicli might haW 
rovealed it to us, bad tbc weather )>een perfectly 
clear, was ot this time eappcd with clouds; and. it 
was some time before we were quite satisSed, having 
traversed for two hows a great part. of the island, 
where the steep and rocky shore refused us a landings - 
This circumatauce was borne with much impatieaoei 
for we had Uattered ourselves that we should meet 
with fresh water at the first part of tbe land wo 
might approach, and, being disappointed, the thirst 
of some had increased anxiety almost to a degree of 
maduess, bo that we were nearly making the attempt 
to land in places where Ilie boat must have beeo 
dashed to pieces by tbe surf. At length we disco- 
vered a fishing canoe, whicli conducted us into the 
j-piid of Fgjal about midnigUl. btti ■«\ieie i.'os tft^iwc- 
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thHiB of the port did not permit us to land nntil exft- 
Uined by tbe health offi<«rs. However I did not 
think much of ileeptng thiii ni^ht in the boat, oar 
pilots having brought some re&cshraents of bread, 
vine, and water. In the morning we were visited bj 
JCr. Graham, the English consul, whose huiniiiie 
mtlention made very ample amends for the formililj 
•f the Portuguese. Indeed I can no^«r suffieientl; 
•xpcesB the sense I have of his kindness and hmnaitilT, 
both to mftelf and people ; Ibr I beliane it was his 
•tnployment for several days, contriving the best 
means of restoring OS to health and strength. It i( 
Irue that there never were more pitiable o^eets ; ter 
■ome of the stoutest bebn^in^ to tbe Centaur wen 
ohliged to be supported throu|;h the streets of F^jiJ. 
Ur. Rainy the master, and myself, were, I think, in 
better health than the rest, hut I could not wslfc 
Without beinft supported ; and. fur several d»}^ rot- 
•illislanding the best and most oamtbrlableproi'iaioii! 
9f diet and lodging, we grew rathu worse than better." 
Of iLo company of tbe Centaur were saved Cap- 
t&in Inglefield : the master, Mr. Rainy ; Robert Ba>'- 
lis, B mtdshipmBn ; James Clark, surgeon's mate; 
the captain's coxswain, two quarter- n)ast«ra, one of 
whom died, in the boat, and five seeroen. There 
were lost five limtsnants, tbe captain of marines, pur- 
ser, surgeiin, boatswain, gunner, carpenter, ten mates 
and midshipmen, atLd edl the rest on board. Tfos 
Oaiamily happened in 18° 33' north latitude, and 43 
L Wioo^itude. Captain ltv^\e&«''4™A''** « 
I •(Hng-arterwardstrieiitayttco'iWVroMfe.'i^,^'^- 
■ mbly acijiutled trf all \A^>xas, aa Ow «««^'»-«' 
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WM on the first of ilUcch, 1791, that Captain 
id Woodward, then cliief mata of the Enterprise, 
irom Batavia to Manilla, left the ship ta tli« 
jlkutsof MacaKsar. He was sent in an open boat 

Stb fivB seamen: two were Amaricans, namely, 
'Uliam Gideon and John Cole, the latter a lad a|^ 
km^teat; two were Englishmen, Gaorge WiUiamsoa 
j^ Robert Gilbert ; and ArcUbataMillar.a Scoteh- 
^aa. Wacdward himself was an American, a nativs 
tf Boston, United Stales, a tall thin man of a fair 
flpnplesion, temperate in his habits, and capabh 
cnduriug fp-eat liardsliip. 

The Enterprise had been six weeks trying to beat 
vf the straits, and nearly all the provisions on boai4 
wera cousumed. On the day already mentioned thfljf 
had descried a strange sail, and tbe errand of the boijf 
Tos lo endeavour to purchase provisions, la thaftf 
boat they had neither water, food, nor compass. Th^ 
had an axe, a boLit-liook, two pocket-knives, a nseleu 
gun, and forty dollars in money. Their boat wa^ a 
four-oared one without a saiL They reaclted the 
Stnmge vessel aboiU sunset during a »\uai^ «C >ii\c^ 
I'nra Uie land and a heavy rain ■w\uc\i lioaoss^ "^^ 
::!aiaaphBre ao tbat they could, not M« Vas« -^awA* 
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wTiilo the ship they had boarded had only just pro^ 
■ions enough to enable her to reach Cbina, whilher 
tihe was bound. 

' Night come on totall j dark, and Woodward and las 
five raon were advised to remain on board Until 
morning. To this lUey gladly consented, Beeinglhtj 
had no chaaee of finding their own -vessel in the 
dark. "When morning eome, the ship they were in 
was at the same place aa on the preceding night, but 
the Enterprise was not in sight from the mast-head, 
and the wind blew fair to carry her out of the straits, 
Woodward did not wiish to be carried to Chin^ and 
fherefore loll the vessel, feeling, as it was, that they 
met very cool treatment. The master told Woodwiud 
It was a great chance if ho ever found hia own drij 
Bgain, and gaco him a bottle of brandy, hut no 
prgvislons nor wa'er. He added twelve musket e»r- 
nidgea at Woodward's request. Tt was noon when Ihey 
pushed off from the strange ship on their forlorn un- 
ttertaking. They were in latitude g" south of thelipe, 
kbd they steered southward in hope of falling in mti 
Iheir own vessel. About twelve at night they reached 
tn island, on which they landed in expectation of find- 
!tif{ fresh water. Tlicy madealargc fire, trusting thew 
Teasel might see it, hut in vain. In the morning they 
tkSCended the highest land in the island.hut could not 
ttsrover their sliip. No water or anything fit to ha 
eaten was found on the island, and they re-cmbarW 
with heavy hearts, still continuing their com'se down 
tiie middle of the straits, 
t lliey continued to p\y Wh oaia -mtil the second 
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<laf without tasting anything but the brandy, wlii9li 
by evening was exhausted. TUe weather was squally 
and rainy. They all took their turn at the oars, 
watching and sleeping in the same manner. Their 
complaiuls of hunger and lliirst were now very great : 
but, as h always the case, the eulTtirers were most 
earnest for water. The third day was passed in imai 
vaihng expressions of hope that they should fy\i ttieit 
ship, Ijut the sun went down on their disappoiut- 
meiit. The fourth day they looked in each otfier's 
faces with marks of deep anxiety and anguish. ,The 
fifth day W3^ passed in silence, despondency, a^d 
gloom. The men gazed on each other ghastly and 
wild. "Woodward had no duulit that ideas of tiie most 
desperateandfearfulkiLidwere passing in their mind^, 
and he was very apprehensive of the eonsequeueea. 

To preserve moisture in his mouth, TVoodwardhim- 
self kept a piece of lead m it, from which he fanciod 
he* derived benefit In the pangs of his hunger 1^ 
swallowed a bit of wood. He also rinsed his moutjif 
with sea-water frequently, but did not swallow it. Hi^ 
coiupanions drank their own acanty urine. The bodiaa 
of all of them had become bat and feverish, and their 
mouths parched. The night dews were cold ancj 
hea^y ; but these seemed, on the whofei rather bonfi^ 
ficial to them than otbetwiae, perhaps from tliQ 
absorption which took place by their skin alleviating i^ 
a slight degree their raging thirst. "Woodward liimsejif 
slept very little. 

One of the expedients adopted with great gQO^ 
sense, and practised with very exceUeatea!ecl.iA£«Ai««> 
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daring which lime they were i 

la a heavy aqaall fmin Ifae souCh-weEt, vliich foraed 
them to keep before the ivmd, the ishind of Celebas 
appeared ia si^t. They resolved to go on Bhore ta 
search for sometlmng to eat. Afterwards tbej- hoped 
to proceed to Macassar, which they judged might bo 
about three degrees to the southward of the spot at 
which they then were. 

They did not close with the land untd day-braak, 
irlteD they saw two proaa, or Malay boats, and ro»od 
towards them. Those on board put themselves in an 
offenaipe attitude, notwithstanding whicli the nearly 
fjioished mariners approached in hopes of obtaining 
food. On making signs for some, the Malays, pej> 
ceiring tliere were no arms in the boat, be^n to put 
on their creeses or daggers. StUl soliciting for some- 
thing to eat, but in vain, three of the sosmea got 
into the fint proa and begged soiae Indian com, but 
could obtain on]y three or four ears. Woodward now 
oflared tlie chief a dollar for two cocoa-nuts, which h« 
took, but would not give the nuts. Instead of doing 
so, he came with anotlier Malay directly into tb« 
boat, and began foraging for money with a Jrawn 
dajCgerinbishand. Woodward took the axe todelbnd 
himself, and the boat being cast loose, the Malays left 
her. Ihey fired a pistol and snapped a musliet at 
Woodward and his men without elTeet Kceiung off 
from the first proa, they rowed towprdu the second, 
which forbade them to come near, Their situation 
being desperate, they determined to pull for the sbors. 
Woodward landed, but was soon oWifteA.\ftM-«afMa>K

on account of iho pions Mii^ng down (lerscnift'tt 
■Itoak liim and his enfeebled men. Again tfaej^Mk 
lo their boat, and getting about four miles RM(t''ft 
A»northwaMl, out of sight of tbe proas, ihey laAM 
ama fotae cocoa-nut tFMs. Too weak to climb thiB, 
Ihey contmcd to cut iluwn lhr«e with difficidtf.i-il 
Ike mean t)Ri» the Sooldimnn, Millar. returneiltollU 
boM. to desire two of tlie seamen it'lio ware in 'itV 
tome and asslwt while he kept the boat. The fatinb 
ttoe "M «ut ilo«n, when n .ry was heard fVom Mflltf, 
B&d, on gwDfC to see irhat caused it, the boat «m 
■ecu i.t some distance Ihim the laud, I^TI of MbImt 
•nd Millar lying deail at the water's edge. 
. Woodnurd and the four seamen having lost evarj- 
tbtng, even to the beat part of their clothes, Ued iulo 
the mountoina, and conoealed lhemselre« atuong th* 
dry leares. Tbtre tliey lay quiet the rctnatnda irt 
the day, having still to encounter hunger, wild bsMts 
and men. Not tliinking it safe to tiav-el in the A^ 
they set out at night, and took a star, bearing aouih 
for their guide. They Boon lost sight of the' riV 
owing to the underwood und trues, supposing dUM 
selves light, but, to titeir mortification, the^ fMot 
they had only made a circuit, and were at daylj^ 
near where they had first set out, having gone round 
inBleod ofovertlie mountain. They bid tltemsdtei 
ta before during the day, and at night set out b^ Ibe 
«ea-aide, in hopes to reach Macassar that way. For 
»a nights they thus proceeded, going into the woedft 
to Bleep in the day, wliere they saw asny wild bi 
iuttaone attacked Ihem. Woodward v 
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the boot-iiuok, ilte othcri had only the ax*r two 
pocke1r-kiuveii,.B[iil four dube, which tbey cut in the 
woods. 

r . On the sixth daj from their landing iliey weie 
yory famt, weak, and hun^iy. Thty had parted 
&om the shi]i tliicteen daj's. A Ullie nater found in 
Ibe hollows of the trees, and Irarriea gathered in Uu 
noods, were ail their sutitenaiiee. Their feet vert 
sofe, for they wde without shoes, and liicir bodisi 
wei'e lacerated nith briers and hramUes. Wooodanl 
wae better than hU men, keeping Uia spiiits well v:p^ 
and his mind canstantly en^f^ed. ., 

On the morning of the thirteenth day of ibeii 
jauruay, tlliq came to a mounlain by the side of a 
(leeip bay, wheru, at a litUu dis1:ince, they saw Mulayv 
lulling. Woodward found somaberriesof ayellowisll 
Qal^mr, which he ale heartily, but hi^ companion* 
could not tnaoh tliem, yet three of them ata the 
leaves of the bushes. > 

They now oonsulted toother upon taking a canoO 
firotn the natives and embarking in it, or conlTiviag- k 
rafl on which tboy might venture to sea, to make th» 
isl&nd where they first landed after they left tlieic 
ship, a very ill-judged prooecding, when it affiirdaA 
them neither water nor provisionti. These Bcheuea 
were frustrated by three of tlie party who bad eateH' 
th« leaves of the buthcs being attacked with paint 
in the iutestiues and vomitings, so that Ibey uttered 
loud cries all the following night. In the morning 
these three poor fellows were objecta of pity, looking 
more like spcctreB than meu. WoodwaidiMwAisn* 
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to pitj Utem. lest he should aSect tUeir Bpints.butlu 
■dilraBsed Uiem rou|;bly, tdiL them they wouU am 
be 1>oth:r, luiii able to muve again tbo fuUuwing oiglA 
B* brought them nbout a piut of waier from the 
bplluv of a tree, they (wmpluiDing bitterly of Ihiot 
•nd ha niiulc them suck it tltrough a. read. TIk; 
■ere au exhauitedi that, after taluag it, the; 1^ don 
fowei'leu, It wta thus clear that proceading to ^ 
blanil as tlwy proposed was impo^9aible. It wai thu 
■gveed by all that they should deliver themaelvea of 
tp tile natiraa, exuqit John Cole, oiie of the Amen- 
flans, wlio said lie would rather die in the woods tliu 
1m m asaaored by the Malays. Woodward here eiarMii 
Bis authority, but Cole come into the echtme nilb 
9«at reluctance. 

They conceaJod their weapons in the earth, logette 
<rith their BoUtary dollar, near a large tree whUi 
■iived them for a mark to find them again, sod 
then set out for the hay where tliey had seen tiM 
]da]ay« in the morning, uncertain wiielh«r lib Ct 
^alh would he the result of the stop. On arrinog 
•t th» beach thoy could not see a ungle native. At 
length thi^ found three giris filing in a, brook, wb) 
van away at their approach. They followed them Ba 
•ome tioie, and then sat down upon a fallen tice and 
Vraited the event. In a short time three men WK( 
•een approaching fi'om the direction in whidk ib» 
girls had gone away. Woodward altme waat to meet 
^mi begging hia oompauious to sit atilL Ua jitfr- 
veedeil until ha had cams within a very shest Hirtan" 
«f them, when they drew their croesea. Woadmi

ji sear the seat of judgment, and awaited the entrance 

^g of the rajah. He was a. tall, well-made man, with a

■^ feetand E half long, brightly polished. He had a red 

^ InmAerchief on his bead, a pair of short breeches, 

^ and a girdle round his waist. He fixed his eyes on 

the seamen, and Woodward then approached him, so 

^ I near as to place his foot upon his own head, as a 

^ token of submission. A consultation took place 

^ among the Malays, and the chief brought Ave pieces 

^ of beetle>nut, and t^ave Woodward one, as a token of 

. friendship. This made the mind of the captain a 

K- Htlle more at ease. The afternoon approached, and 

, Woodward and his companions lay down to sleep. 

When they awoke, they were conveyed to the rajah'a 

house, and had some sa^ bread and peas provided 

foe them. A number of strange Malaya came and 

showed great surprise at Woodward's height and siza, 

fce-bemg six feet and an inch. They hod never seen 

ft-Rian so tdL The captives went to sleep until moni'- 

uig, when they were awakened by the concourse of peo- 

l^wbo i^me to see them. A cocoa-nut and an ear of 

n were their allowance at ^aitei imA ^n:^ 
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per. They were not peiinitt4jd to go out, excsptili 
bathe. Two men shorlly arrived ; one of thN% 
named Tuan Hadjee, spoko b few words of Engti^ 
Moorish, and PortUf3;uese. When he found wbo WibA 
ward was, and whence ho liad come, he asked tte 
rajah ijormissioii to ransom botli him and his com- 
panions for a hundred doltars in gold-duet, but itvas 
refused. Upon this Tuaa Hadjee went aw8.y. 
Woadward and his companions were now employed tii 
toaking bread Id the woods, but were hardly allowed 
enough to sustain life. 

After the expiration of two months, the prisoners 
were permitted to walk about the (own (luring tlie 
day, hut were (runrdcd at nigrht. Two of the men 
were seized with fever, and Woodward was left ai 
hometotakecareoflhem. On returning one dayftom 
a walk, about a mile from the town, he found' tblt 
Williams, one of his men, had killed a hog, whidra 
held in abhiirruncoby the natives. They were hooted 
at in consequence, and obliged to dress it on th»MI- 
Bhorc. They Emoked the meat snd hid it in 'Mm 
woods for a further supply. People came froM'*') 
parts of the country to see thewhilcR. NothLngmOTc 
was heard of the old priest Tuan Hadjee, hut ihey 
found he lived only eight miles off, in the town of 
Duncalla. 

At Parlow, on a hay of that name, the head rajah 
resided, and the whites were conveyed thither. The 
sick men went in a proa, while Woodwai-d and the 
others travelled with a guard over land. Their feel 
were cut by the sharp BVmea, mi4 the sun was 
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MUesBitely hot. They leaohed Pvlow at ten o'clock. 
Jad were supplied with a liot supper of rice ani 
^fieeaa. On the tliird da.y tliuy were conducted into 
4he preaeuce of the Tojali, uttendcd by two thousand 
yte^on^. A musket was brought, and ikay were 
4BkBd if tliey understood its use, to which they 
Mnuwered in the affirmative. Tliere Woixlwanl 
j^BOght a fever from the humidity of the rico-grounds. 
•IfLi woman hehuved \ety kindly to him, gavo liim tea, 
IttpiUow, and muts, and sent him buikd I'ico. The 
I^ah appointed a house for them, and an old woman 
Mried to remove the disorder under which Woodwanj^ 
lUboiired, hy incantationii. The fever soon got bettq 
(Shere was a Dutch port ahuut seventy miles distaDl^ ] 
ttiie goTemot of tvhicb sent for Woodward, but he ri 
(Axed to go, fearing lie should be forced into tbeUutd 
ilKvice; he rather wished to get to Macassar. Woe 
liVud remained at Perlow eight months. The town li^ 
(nlatitude about T 30' S., or nearly so. Woodwifl" 
•mikoi permission (o go to Travalla, the place whttji^l 
•Ibey had first visited. He was sent in a proa, t^ ' 
Ifpsptain of which had orders to prevent his a 
jftmgalla, the town where Tuan Uadjee resida^ I 
fiXSiey were fortunately becalmed when opposite to i^ I 
iJkvm which Woodward was able to ascertain its sitUA^I 
with accuracy. On his arrival at Travalla, ptOj^ J 
nsbeingBcarcOihewas kept upon green poropion 
Jbr subsistence, which weakened his health s( 
be could scarcely walk. 

He now went to a village some distance o£ s 
begi^ed Indian corn, of which he ^qt a. ivK < 
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new and then, and put them under hie pillow for 
•ecnrily. He then took a Malay, who httd been kind 
f> him, to the spot whore h« had hid with his tarn- 
pMiions their bont-hook, exe. and knlres. and theie 
he prcgpntcd to him. He took rare, bonet'er, to te- 
orele the ikiUor for future purposes. He provided 
himself with a •peutof bamlHxi,Dud although fitiBided 
by three men and two woman, who slept in the aame 
bouse, he got up secretly, took his spear and went to 
fhc sea, hoping to ateiU a canoe. Ue Hocceeded in 
Sndinf; one, but it pret^ so leaby, be was obUged to 
fmt back. He was fbrtunate enough to r^uni to Uie 
liouee, witliout hating Wun missed. He then de- 
termined to make the attempt by land, and succeeckd 
in reaching Dungalla, juEt as the crowing of the rnok 
announced the morning. The town was tarrouiidad 
by n fenne of wood. No one woe Btirring, and 
Woodward lient his etepe into the heart of the place. 
The Qrst person be eaw was a man conung out of tlie 
puiilie building, who proved to be ibeservant of Tuao 
Hadjee, of whom he was in aoateh. The man, when 
be saw Woodward, turned back, snying" Puta Satonl 
Piila tjatan 1'' which means " a white devil is sitting 
there." A man who had seen Woodward et Travails 
then came out, and takii^: his hand, said, "SteermsD," 
ntenniBg " messmate," and then led him to Tunn 
Hadjee.

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Woodward declined (i;oin^ with him, He was Uiretiwntil 
in. About twenty days. Ill the inlerim, a proa bouoAn 
to Solo, one of the Philippines, touched at the plsc^ 
where tlwy had been left, and Woodwafd agreed withrd 
the Tnaster to take them to Solo. English sl>i{W'J 
ocoaaionajly touched there, and it was but seven dayifi 
sail off. The muster of the proa, irstoad of taking 
Ihsm to Soki, took them to Tuao Hadjee, and discloBwA; 
their intrisTie nith him ; Woodward then avowed hlifl 
wirii to proceed to Solo or Macassar. Tuon Uadjaff 
was very angry.and after tills treated them with^Maf 
Delect His conduct affected Woodward greai 
e\-ea the natives womed to shun them ; in fat 
duplicity had operated so niuoli against them 
eyes of the people, that they could acamely expeatrf 
different treatment.

. Oa the eighll) d»y lliey came to a pact of ihe 
uliu'd vhkU appuatcd well cultivated, aiid tUickly 
inhaljited. They »aw a good muiy towua. and pcou 
in (liu harliouTs, At one retired place they landuil 
to. procure eotne frcEh water to drink, witk llieir raic

Tbey, iherofore, pulled ulf again and 
kept on all day. Just as the sun went down, the;

Seeing 
lliaC those who addressed ihem were while men, they 
puUeil away towards tbe shore, desiring their pur- 
tiuera to Ibllow them. Two proas lay not fer oA.itf 
anchor, and only one old man appearing to bs.v 
board, they asked him where tbe captain wan « 
vhirb be oame on the deck, armed with a spear, and 
flailed up two or three others ulao armod with gpean*. 
The captain, upon bearing Woodward was bound la 
Idacassar, said be could not get there for a month 
and a da;. He then invited Woodward and his men 
«Q tward tlie proa, which tbey ducUnedi wished him 
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good night, and pFoshed off. The captain eailed' bjii 
canoe from the shore to give chase, and ftinr MnWji 
accordingly set off in pursuit, who conlinncd thb 
chasp until len or eleven o'clock, when tiey l<tft 
sight of them. Woodward now stood in again towanSi 
the shore. 

At dayhght the nest morning, two fishing cand 
ran ahmgside. An old and intelligent mar fmm W 
of Ihera canio into the canoe, and WoodwRrd ftski 
hira htfw far off" Macassar mig-ht be. He replied lit 
would taltB thirty days to rench it, hut at last'coW- 
fbssed itinight ha reached in two. Woodwaiil riOfr 
directed his course along the shore. In the ovei 
o'proafnllof men was seen setting off from the short. 
It 9mm came up, and took Woodward and his i 
yHsoriors to the Mwn of Paraboon. Stripping thBti

stopped. The rajah ashed Woodward if bt

I ahowed Woodward about a himdred stand of

(f them. He also offered Woodward a wife, which >h6 

D refused. 8ome supper was then' sent to them, 

1 they slept sumratided by a guard of iweniy 
b1«y?. 

■"Oil the following day, Woodward bogged the rajlA I 
fcld send them to Macassar, for if they wert 
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buBt,CBaie intotheport. He was oTe^edUijaeet 
.-one w tram he supposed dead, end pro^-siled with Wfloi- 
wanl to sail wilh him. They airived at the Maunt^ 
in forty-two d»y». Captain Hubbard told Woodmid 
-he hud sent bis clathcs ajid nnK^s by an Ameiieu 
paptain bound to Boston, that tliey might be deiiveted 
to Mrs. Woodward, with the account of his BUppoaed 
decease. Soon after this, Woodnanl got tbe cominaJtd 
«f Cuptain Hubbard's ship at the Isle of Frante, 
Up iilso found there three out of the four of the men 
who hnd been hia fellow- Bufferere, the fourtli having 
proceeded to America. From the Isle of Fcanec 
Woodward sailed with liis ship to Europe, touching at 
■the Isle of Wight, where he landed, and set off for 
'London, oonai^ed to Messrs. Vauglian, who fitst 
^ gM him to publish the naimtive of his «ui&riugs and 
"tdTcntiires. 

'' TheDutton East Indiomanhad put into PlymoMlb 
ond lay at nnohor in the Sound, on the twcnty-^ixlfc 
of January, 1796. Tlie vesBcl was crowded wilh I 
soldiers and their families, besides the custnnMqr 
complement of Eeamen, and numerous passengsl, 
in all about live hundred persons. The heavy »eK 
which then foiled into the Sound, in asouth-westgi^ 
« well known, and, notwithstanding the exceHeMB 
of the holding ground, ships often {wrted from tluir 
anchors and \rent ashore, if tliey were unable to Qski 
.Catwater, or get under the shelter of Drake's Island. 
The Dutton unhappily was compelled to tan for ber 
security, having parted from her anchors, and sbt

Miuiy shipwrecks might dum a priority to that of 
the Dutton. bothiurespect to date and to ttjc di^stresj- 
ing interest of the detail, and, Uiercfore. liave a, jml 
duini to {Kecede it in these pages ; hut a few hoAus 
bcfuru it vos penned, the announuement appeared that 
the heroic saviour of the l>utton's rrew, and the con- 
queror of Algiers, had ceased to helaog to the liviiig, 
Tiiut'e\'tiiit iicemed toilecoaad for it the preference, as a 
humhle record not less of the ibrtuoate escape of tlie 
orcw, thou of the heroic humunit; of their present; 
jvlio.i^ gathered to his fatheis. 

On the third of January, 1807, the Nautilus stoop- 
of'War wuB eent to Englaod wi^ despatches from 
Adiuinil Sir Thomas Louis, at Coostsnlioople. A 
fteiih breeze look her saiely through the Dardanelles, 
and she soon reached the Creek islands. The sUf 
vas approauhiny; Ke^^ropout, aiid the navigation in 
ihat iiart of those narrow seas required the greateat 
attention. As the wind blew hard, the pilot reeom- 
jaeuded that the vessel should lie to until the next 
mominjr, us nii^ht was approaching. They ^laped 
their course for FHlcouera, which with Atiti-Milo they 
miide in the evening. The weather was too hazy to 
deicry the island at Mile. The pilot now resigned 
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tbe dDimiiasd of the ship to the captsin, being -4 
stranger to the further navigation of those seaR. 

Captain P&lmer cummanded the NautilitB, aod 
bsving so nell ascertained his situation firom (fa 
sight of f olconera, anil eager to proceed qb rapid]; m 
possible upon his voyoge. laid down the coui'sa fin 
tbe ship daring the night, atid went below ta gatt 
bed, which he had not done ibr tliree nights prBoediagi 
Tbe night was dark, bat with lightning so vitid, thKt 
by ils aid land might have been easily seen at a coiul- 
derable difilanee. The gale still freshened, and tl 
staip went nine knots an hour. The sea was hi^ 
«n<l the ligbtning continued brdliant, whra about liatf^ 
past two in the niorniu^ lofty land was seen, wliisll 
was supposed to be Cerigotto, ajid tbe watoh c 
eluded from thence that all was right. The ship'i 
course was now changed in order to pass that island, 
and she condnued on the same point until half-p 
four, when the cry of " Breakers ahead I " was lieacd 
tram those on the look-out, and the ship stritik 
alroust immediately afterwards. 

The sboekwas very violent, for the Tessel had bem 
going at a rapid rate through the water. Those ia 
bed were llung out, and rushed immediately upta 
deck, where they were obliged to hold on by t 
tigging to secure themselves. The ladders below 
qiuckly gave way, for tbe water rushed in rapidlf, 
Bsd unfortunately some were left struggling in ib 
tbt captain, who had not gone to bed at all, ci 
upon duvk, and instantly endeavoured to removi 
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much a& posBiblo the general alarm. He then went ' 
back, to his cabin, and destroyed liia papers and pri- 
vnlc Bignala. The sea lifted up the vessel, and then 
let her fall with ^eat violence on the rock. The 
crew were now obUged to take b) the rigging, where 
they remained eiiposcd to the spray of tlie sea and 
the cold of the nigbt. They could not sec the length 
of the ship around them, they only knew tliey were 
among rocks and amid a. stormy sea. They bittedy 
bemoaned their situation, and some broke out into 
iDLaentable eties. The Ughlning had ceased, and 
the deep darkness which prevailed rendered their 
situation more terrible from its uncertainty. About 
half an hour before break of day the main-mssi 

' fell oyer upon the rock, and by this meaoB they were 
CDahled tfl get upon it. The giving way of the loasl 
Cflusoil great confusion and lo«s of life, as well ss 
grievous injuries to many of the crew. Captain 
Polmor remninod the last on tlie wreck, and from 
this circumstance was much hurt by the violence ot 
the sea before he left the vessel, ami then he mast | 
have perished had not the seamen ventured through 
tho surf to his assistance. The boats were knocked ' 

■ to pieces, except tho joHy-boat, which they emlei- 
Toured to haul in, but could not accomplish. 

The ship lay between the crew and tlie sea, and 
sheltered tbcm for a considerable time from the surf. 

- As she was torn away piecemeal by the waves, they 
liecarae more exposed, and their situation conse- 
quently more dangerous ; in fact they soon discoi^sfed , 
tluil they must, at all hazards, quit the tock on wbith 
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they had taken re^ge, for another, a little distance ol 
which was larger. The Brst lleufepant, wa(«faiil{ 
the reflos of the waves, got tliither safely, and th4j 
rest resolved to follow hia example, for they c 
remain very little longer irhcre they then Hto(i£3 
Some in crossing were severely wounded, and t 
survivors suffered more in seeking this second refu^ 
thaQ they hiid in escaping from the ship. A quanti^^^ 
of wreck and of loose spars was driven into tU^ 
interval between the rocks, among which they f 
entangled, and hurt. They were most of thefi 
without shoes, their feet and legs were lorn "^M 
the rocks in a dreadfiU manner, and covered w 
blood. The daylight fully disclosed their terrlblfe 
situation. The ocean around was strewed with wreck^ 
and many of thecrew were seen drifting awaya 
spars and pieces of the ship, only to perish by moif 
protracted woe than that of their comrades, 
were already beyond the power of beholding ui 
agonies of suffering humanity. Those on the roct f\ 
eoulil give their friends, who were thus floating, nb^|] 
assistance. All this misery had been the work ol 
than two hours. Within that time they had 1 
proudly careering over the deep in all the pride i 
security of a British ship-of-war. Now some gftrt J 
themselves up to despair; others, with wild 
afiVighted looks which apoke the sensations \ 
passed within, seemed as if they could hardly falU 
.credit the fact of their esistence, while a few brar 
L^earta, whom no danger could shake, resigned tlieitf 
Flukes to the will of Heaven, and with cultu iaU«^ 
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dity set ihemHelves to reaBon inwnrdly upon their 
actual aituBtion. and upon The best means of alievialing 
their nvn diatressea, and tbi»e of their comrades. 

Tliey were cast away upon a. coral rock nearfjr lewl 
with the ocean, about three hunihed yards liingbjt 
two hundred broad. The nearest islands were Cai- 
gotti) and Para, distant about twelve milee. Ccii- 
golto lies north-west of Candia. 

It was reported that the small boat and scvcra.! men 
had escaped from the wreck. Tliis was not known 
to he the fWt, and the Biurivors on the rock leheil 
n»re upon being relieved by some passing rend. 
They contrived to hoist up a long pole with a si^al 
of distress at the lop. They were untbrtunately Mo 
fiir from the neighbouring islands to be seen from 
th«n. Tlie weather was very cold. Ice had been 
Been upon deck the day beRire the shipwreck. X 
flro ivas theraftire kindled by using a knife and a 
flint, whioli one of the sailors bad in his posBeoikPBt 
by means of some damp jiowder which had come «i 
the rock in a bairol. A species of tent was mads 
with pieces of sails and hoards which had come on 
shore from the ship, and they were thus enabled tt 
dry a few of the clothes which they had saved. I 

The night which fbltowed was long, dreuy, aoi 
comfiirtless. The fire was kept lip during Ae boon 
of darkness in ftill vigour, in the hope of its being 
seen and understood lo be a signal erf distress. 

Tlio rumour was correct that a boat had tnadiS ils 
eseape from tlie wreck. When the ship Bbudb-k 
MOall whale-boat was hati'^n^ over tim wiMMfc' 
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quarter, into which a rosBterB mate, Smith the cox- 
■wain, and niae men, getting, letm^d themselves into 
the sea, aod fbrtuoately were enabled lo get clear of 
Ihe ship. They ruvred four leaig;ues thTougb a heavy 
KB, and reached the iakad of Para, which is UDio- 
lubited except b; eheep and goals belonging ta the 
peo^ of the neighbouring ialands. They could ftud 
no water, except a «iiaU quantity of rain which hod 
lodged in a hole of a roct, barely HufUcietit for their 
■*e. Tluiy saw the Sre which hud been kindled by 
fhair Bhipraatea during the nif^ht, and thence began 
te tbink Eonw of them must have survived, contrary 
to their expectatiuod. The coxswain, impressed with 
Ihe idea, proposed attempting their reUef, and per- 
■oaded {bur of the nine men to accompany hini. At 
,1 the morning, Ihe second duy, they reached 
e lock, and weic rec^ved with sliouta of joy. The 
^^ [swain and his hltle crew were surpriaed to see m 
Jlpny of bis comrades olive. Tlte surf ran high, and 
pn'eral pet^le imprudently tried to bravo it. The 
J^BwainJabouredEo induce the captain to comeawayi

The faligne thej- hail previously siif- 
toed rendered them veryunequal (o such a struggle. 
Bevoml became dellHoUs. Olhers, ^ranting strength 
Ib. (otain their hold, ruUxed their grasp. sW 
IMrished. "JRiey were \incler fearful sppreheiuko^ 
a^ery moment th&t the wuid \Fould come raan rotn^ 
tollie north and raise Iho sea hiK'her, in wliieh cMb' 
Aey would nil be swept nway. Nor were these nO 
ftc sufTeHngs they hdrl to endure. Many of the nn- 
ftttunate in«n were much hniised. One of them, in 
MOBsing between the rocks, at an improper moment, 
ma daahed against them so as to he nearly sculped, 
and was a dreadful Bpectaelc. Even he liugered 
ttmugh that terrible night to expii'e in tbe morning. 
Hunger, too, began to enfeeble the bodies of the 
mrh'OTB, and despondency at the little prospect of 
idtimate relief, &am the very rational fear that the 
coxswain and his boat had perished in the storm, as 
Ikoy nnitd not have got near Cerigotlo when the gale 
■rose. In the morning the scene was deplorable. 
The bodies of many lay around lifeless, while others 
vere seen in their last struggle with mortal pain. 
An night the sea had broken over tlicm ; somo 
V^ TiEtims of cold, among whom was the cnr- 
p«oter.

A more disgusting act of li 
batity in civilized men can hardly be found ia 
history of naval disasters; few savage tEibe» baV 
ever shown euuh iidiumanity, and many a very di

The body uf a yoang mun who had died the p»- 
flediug night did these poor sufferers uee as food, first 
R^n^, in the honesty of their noble hearts, a par- 
don of Heaven for tlio most venial siB they could 
eBmmit. 

What relief was afforded by this aliment is not 
known, but soon the baldest spirits MOik under their 
hardships. The caphiin, who was only in hie twenty- 
Uth year, together with his Qrst lieutenant, died th&t 
dfty. He bod endeavoured to comfort the suf&ters 
to the last moment, Of the hurt he had received ia 
getting to tba rotik he never once c«mplaiued ; ami 
to the last moment exhibited that fortitude by wbidl 
Mnie minds, from their undying energy, show 
thuoph over bodily ruin.

The rest fortunately succeeded in regtdnn 
I ing the rock. Had they all reached the boat tLicy murf^ 
have sunk her. The weakneEs of those on the rodl^ 
now incrcaaed, and towards tlie e\'emny; of that •ia.f, 
it seemed as if few could survive through the nigbtti, 
A feeling of annihilation, us if be was about to T 
Utterly extinguished, one of the sufierers described : 
being felt by himself. All las senses became col 
fltoed, he lost his sight in a great degree. He gazi 
F tlv^tii the setting sun, and felt a full MHnieliMt 1 
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edoulS behold it no more. Others, of stronger frames I 
OJiui his own, siiccum'bod during the iiight, yclhe 
iwnivcd. Tills is one of those unaccountable results 
Ih similar cii-cumstonoea, for which it is difficult to 
Ssaign a fhusc. In tho meanwhile all seemed to 
bonsidcr the next morning thelustof their existence j 
wid while thuatliinkiiig, the Greek boats appeared. 
Water was quickly landed, the sufferers drank 
larf^ly, wTiith seemed to convey instantaneous invi- 
gi)rHtion. The taste they described as beyond any- 
thing delicious whicli imagination could form. 

There were one hundred and twonty-fwo people in 
tho Nautilus when she was wrecked. Of these, flfij- 
eight had perished, namely, eighteen who were 
drowned when the vessel struck, one in attempting to 
teach the coxswain's boat, five on the sniall raft, and 
thirty-fout of hunger or tliirst. Fifty-one now em- 
barked in four fishing- vessels for Cerigolto, where 
they were landed the same evening, making all to- 
gether sixty-four who survived, including those taken 
ftwoj' in the boat. They landed at a small creek in 
Cerigolto, and had some distance to go before tliey 
reached the habitation of their friends. They then 
sent to Para for their comrades who had been left 
there hy the coxswain. The master's mate and his 
companions hud drunk all the fresh water they eould 
fiT]d, and lived upon the shei^p and goats, and 
drinking tlieir blood. They were in a state of great 
anxiety respecting their friends in the hoat. 

The poor and humane Greeks could give the suf- 
Afe/s no medical asalataaco, hut they treated them 
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with all the hospitality in their power, and witli tfia 1 
greatest cure. Shirts were tarn up to Hud the liiaol 1 
of the wounded, who were anxious to leaoh Cerig^ 1 
of which this island, inhotited by twelve or fourteen 
poor fishenaen'a faiailiea, is only a dependent; they 1 
were all in extreme poverty. Yet poor as tliey were. ' 
they shared their toarse bread with the sufferer^ 
formed of pease and Hour made into a paste. Nw I 
and tbeo tliey raised a little kid. They manurautured \ 
a spirit from com which the sailors eagerly dranli. I 
They were eleven days at Cerigotto before tli^ | 
Greeks could venture their frail boats la sea. They ] 
then reached Cerigo in saluty, bidding a gratefi^ ] 
adieu to the families of their poor and kind deliverers. 
They were hospitably receii'ed by Manuel Caluci, ^ ' 
Creek nati\e of Cerigo, who devoted his whole nieanii 
to their service, iu return for which they knew not 
how to express their obligations. All tlio inhabits 
ants, ftora tho governor to the lowest class, exertetl 
themselves to welcome and recreate these unfortunate 

They were three weeks on the island of CerigD, 
when hearing that a Russian ship-of-war was off the' 
Morea, at anchor, being driven in by stress of wea- 
ther, ihey sent to her commander soliciting a pfis-' 
sage to Corfu, The master set out himseir lo visit * 
the ship, but was so unforlutiato as to be blown on thg 
rocks, where be nearly perished. The Russian vessel 
at last called at Cerigo, and took them lo Corfu, n here 
they arrived on the second of March, 1807. Itjfs 
hoped that the kindnees of the jtoor Greel:i'vf' Coi- 
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gottii did not p> miTewardad, The unfortunate crew 
or rlie Nautilus had no means of requiting their bene- 
volence. What a controet did the conduct of these 
poor people present to the unfeeling wretches who 
passed tbe reck, plundered the wreck, and left so 
many hrave men to perish I, 
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The American brig Commerce left New Orleans for 
Gibraltar in June, 1815, having a crew of ten men, 
snd set out on ttie return voyage on tjie twenty -tbird 
of August, in that year, intending to touch at the 
Cape de Verd islanda, and take on board a cargo of 
salt. At Gibraltar a passenger waB taken on board, 
an old Spaniard, named Antonio, a, native of New 
Orleans. 

After doubling Cape Spartel, the ■weather mt in 
very hazy, ao that the coast of Africa was not easy to 
be distinguisbed, and tbey were unable to trust to 
the observadons which they bad taken. The captain 
intended to ebape bis course between Palma and 
STenenfie, wishing to fall in with the Canaries, tha 
wind being favourable. At noon, on the twenty- 
cigbtli of August, they took an observation, and 
£nind tbey were in 27° 30' north latitude. The eur- 
TMits had carried them beyond their intended course, 
and the Canaries were passed without being descried, 
ao tbat they imagined they had gone through tha 
fttssage tbey intended, us the wind hod continued to 
be good. They w»e barely able to make their obaep- 
v&tton ftom the obscurity of the atmoK^toi«, -«'cm^ 
iacreaaed fturards night. After cairfofi'^ cTK^Jaav-rei^ 
^ecaicuJ3tions,andnotonlytliec«ptKi«-^'>*-^^*'*^*^ 
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officers hniiny innde Ibeiti also, they mre natun^ 
thdiight to be correct The cauwe was then chanmd 
In tho smith-west for the Cajie d« Vert islands, die 
ftirtheiit east. As night nine on, the Blmospbere 
was EO dark that it was difficult to distiDi^rish the 
extremity of the bowsprit. Soundings were tried, 
but no vatrr iras fonnd at the depth of a htmdred 
tohonis, mid the cimrae was nontinaed. Not feeling 
easy, the cayilain desired Iha vessel might be kept to 
the north-west, and all be prepared for anything 
that mi^ht occur, It was ten o'clock in the evening-, 
when, not apprehending danger.theTesBel tacked and 
went Ave or «ix knots irith a ftood breeze and a hi^ 
■ea. In a moment the sound of breakers wits heard, 
«nd all hands were speedily upon deck. ImagiBing 
that il wsii a ^st of wind coming on, tbe saita wen 
reefed, when all at once breakers were seen to wind- 
trord. At Urst they were going to dn^ anchor, 
although notbingdangerousnas observed Ahead. Tlie 
«hip, hurried on by the ourrcnt and tbe wind, than 
■truck with snoh Tiolencg, that those who were stand- 
ing on the deck at the time were thrown down. Evcrj 
alTurt was made to got off the ship, but in VAin, andriK 
beeume fixed upon the lOcks. All hope of laiing 
ber was speedily abandoned. Tho orew made etery | 
axertion, and when it v/aa no longer possible to esert 
themselves for the preservation of the vessel, tbey 
got up some provisions and set the boat afloab 
Mitd the captAtn, nfta\«d R,v\e^, with one of his men, 
gvf into her on tho \ee a\ie ^ X>» *i\^.

■ turoely clear, when a 'N*'* »J.««s.i. SiSjA, SJoa \«fc,

The long-boat with provisions was attempted la be aevt 
Du aboTO with two men by this means, but it 
upaet and borne upon the Bitnd by the waves, wl 
ran exceedingi)' high. A few of the provisiuos u 
picked up Bttd saved. The crew easily reached t^ ■ 
land by means of the hawser, and by tbe assistant 

Pose already on shore they were all preserved. , 
10 provisions and water were placed under a sol 
Dt, which had been construcicd with tbe oars aq^ 
-ft'O small sails. Their hope was not to meet ViitJi 
any of the inhabitants of that inhoBiatahle coast, bii|t 
by getting time to repair the injuries of their boa^ 
or building a new one, to put lo sea again when thff 
weather became line. By this means they tousled 
they should reach some European settlement.

They forced and emptied the boxes antf 
tnttiks, and (aniud the oonlents to the top of the 
■andhills on their bneks. They emptied a mnttresB 
la wrap them in, and were much amased at seoitig 
tte fnatbers of the hod Hy aboat in the wind, Tliey 
lrra|)))cil their heads fur nn instant in the lace veils 
fiioy pillngeil, and bound tlictr lepa up in the silk 
liBii'i kerchiefs, and then added Ihem to the geaerul 
Mock of pillage. 

Although Captain R^ey and hie men wera \Tithou( 
BTins, it wna easy enough to have routed and driien 
tiiese savages awny with what thoy had at hand, but 
fliere did not seem to remain any mode at escape \t^ 
Bea or land, and, if driven ofij they would hardly have 
ftiilpd to return with their eompanions and put tha 
whole of the ship's company to death. They there- 
fcrc gnffered them to plunder as long as they pleased 
■nything but the fewpro\isions they had saved, whidi 
they detennined to defend to the last moment. 

About mid-day the sea became calmer, and one of 
tfae men wont to the ship and procured some nail3 
and tools to mend the boali about which tbey empto)«d 
'tftemselves until nij^ht, during which time a giiaid, 
«nnod with spars, was kept round the tent The 
KiTBge Arabs contrived nereTthcless to steal one tX 
tfle sails which covered it. They attempted to tlk^ 
file otiter, but Captain Riley opposed thsttt. Vt^ 
him with thek \iaXE,\iatA «\td tiaan van^ 
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A fire Vias now miide, and some of their pfoTisiont 
were rooked. Two men were left to guard the lenl 
vhiic the rest slept, It may easily be conjeetutei 
Ulat they ararcely closed' their ej'eB, At dnwn of 
dav the old Arab again appeared, accompanied bf 
the two females and two young men. Hu was amiBd 
irilh a luneo, which he hrandiabed above bis head, Ba 
ordered Captain Riley and his men to go towards Iheii 
ship, and puinled t^ a, troop of caniels which was seen 
approaching from the eaat. The women set up loirf 
bowlings, and threw sand in the aic to indnoe thtf 
camel-drivera to approach. The old Arab then went 
and dro^-Q the guards from 3ie t«nt, while Captain 
Biley ran to tlie edge of the sea ibr a small apiir to 
ptuTV the blows of the lance. The Arab then mada a 
signal to the camel-drivers that ho did not want a*t 
Bistance, fearing he ^umld be obhged to divide tba 
booty with them. 

Captain Riley and his men now assembled round 
the host, which they tracked along in the sea by meaM 
of tlie hawser. The nrew got into it too suddenlyi 
and the waives fllHng it, the boat sunk. They the« 
took the long-boat, which had remained upon thS. 
shore, and, embarking one afler another, they suc- 
ceeded in gaining the lee side of tho vessel, whioU 
broke tlie waves ofT, although it was half full of wetei 
when ihey reached her. They now got on boardi 
the captain and another remaining in the boat tij_ 
empty her of the water. The Arabs, in the meatt 
time, having inoreaseil their nnmber by two youths 
anned with scimitars, went to ftie tetA, "^ir kme^IC 
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(innenp. end tbcf began to toad them viA the"j 
And fhe prmisions to carry them oway to the inlet 
n« old man now vent down to the Ehore, t 
fcrwXing; Iho barrels of water and wine which 
been kft there, let tliem run to waste on the si 
He ilien, with the help of his family, collected 
tmnks, boxes, books, naulieal instruments, and 
that had been before preserved, and set fire to th( 
The erew now saw that their provisions and wi 
behlg gone, they could only hope to oBect their est 
in the long-boat, although it made a good deal 
irater and was in a very bad state, or they must ren 
in the vcsBel, which the wnvea might destroy be' 
nighl, unless, indeed, they chose to perish by 
hands of the sava^ Arabs. They now cxpeotec 
see them appear in greater numbers with Are-af; 
!nicre was also a chance of their soon being aW 
teach the vessel, for a bank of sand bad formed B 
the place where she struck to the shore, which 
nearly dry at low water. There could be no hea 
tion on Vhiuh course to take. They theretbre sccu 
some boltles of wine and pieces of salt meat T 
bad hnt two oars left, but made others out of plai 
They thcn'attempted to put off the boat, when a w 
struck it, filled it with water, and drove it away 
length of the ship. They hastened to get it seoD 
ognln, two men being employed in emptying it, 
two inj,keeping it off from the ship to prevent 
being knocked to pieces. Even the hearts of 
barborians, who had been the cause of the nracl; 
(fef iwnJbrtunately imagmei •««* wMtted to p 
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eame down to tlie ed^e of Uie water iviihout 
weapons, and made signs to the atew (o come on 
shore. They addressed themnelveg more pBrticularly 
to Captoin Riley, To inapire confidence, one of tlieta 
gffDl and felched a skin of water, and made signi 
~i. All but the old man then west 
une into the sea as far as the armpits, 
Hiking signs to come and drink. Tonnented wiUi 
, and with the idea that there was no other 
if BBciuing wat^. Captain Riley went on %h<xet 
k the skin, and handed it to hii men, Afler that^ 
n made a sign that ho wished to ootne oa 
1, wbda the captain awaited his leturn on thtt 

f There appeared to bo no other mode of saving th^ir 
I hut by the aid of those eaToges, it therefura 
med best to try and conciliate theiu. The cht^ 
I, the young men, and the women, lifted up theii 
ra as if to make heiiven a witness of their sinceri^ 
I teor.hing the shore, the old man look CapCa^ii 
iey by the hand, and cried, Alla/i AMiar! IJ^H 
fMB suffered io gii to the vessel, and Iho oapt«i^4 
jemainevl with the Arabe. Their curiosity seemed |f H 
be unlimited, and they tcstiSed the strongest signsidM 
Bmity. ,| ^ 

When the old man came over the side, the captajM 
called to his crew to keep him hack until he liinucUfl 
vaa fcee. The noise of the sea prevented his heii^H 
heard. The Arab examined the bold of the ship, ask«H 
if tliem were any taffetas on hoard, or money, orfliMfl 
aims, M wdl OS he was understood \ finding none, HH 
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.teturneil to tLc lenU. WbeD he linil got nau ||V 
■luire. the onptuiii was on tUe puint of riung to go-tt 
.CmM him. Thelwoyoutlu, who wereon eaclisideof 
..^iai. held hU axma that he ehouVl not fOir. At the 
tvne moment the wamen and even the ohildren buwd 
ilicir knircs ottd WweB aicainst bia faoe uul bnM^ 
inokinie; the tSOHt feroaioQi erimai»ea ; their appear- 
awie w&s befond imaKin'^'U'xi borrible. The old man 
veiled the captain by the hair and took up a Bcitoilar. 
I Captain Riley gave himself up Sx ]oet, and xaoosi- 
ineiided his spirit to his Maker. His air of reaii^aatuiii, 
without fihowin)! fear^ eeemed to arrast tlteni ia thor 
. venaeet. The oU man having passed tixo aimoitu 
i lightly over the neck of his shirt, but not wilhout 
1 «uttini; it ritKhtJy, let go iua hair, and made tigns 
tliat he should ord« ail the money in the skip to ba 
•>nt oehore, The seamen, ivho saw what tiiok place 
Axon Iho ^tp, swore that ^ey would come ariion to 
jSVouge the captain, armed in the best way they ne» 
Able, if a luur of bis head was timched. 

When the old Arab had let go lite captadii, and diey 
flaw from the ship all was not aa bad as they feaisd, 
«ne of them came along' the hawser and uk«d what 
4hey were to do. Riley (old him to brini; m|nvp all 
the money they could find in tlie ship — the noMe-cf 
the waves prevented Utcir understanding, that hn 
•diicl they were not to let it ito until ha was atlibo^. 
The money, a thousand piastres, was acoardin^cly 
brought on shore in a bucket, whioh wag made ta slid* 
«lanK the hawser. It was taken by aae ot Ui» yi 
miciL The old raw aU 'im wtuLa haU t 
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IiiG scimitar to the captain's breast. The taoncj nis 
brought to faim and emptied ill the (.■□rner of hia gam- 
mcnt. He made the captain rise and fullow thma, 
balding his arins, as far as two hills of sand, abauta 
couple of hundred yards from the shores They tbeie 
kept him with oil their weapons pointed towards him 
until they ascended tho summit of the sands, and 
made him sit donn among tham. The old man 
divided the piasWes into three lots. Each Arab th«n 
frrapped up his lot in some piece of the plunderad 
■clothee of the crew. While this was goiug on, they 
hod let go one of the captain b arms, whoi Uotermimng 
at all chances to escape, made a motion with that 
ohject at a time when all eyes seemed to bo turned 
from him. Jn an instant one of the youths struck at 
htm with a sabre. £Ie eluded the blow by tbron- 
ing himself with his belly on the ground. Tfae 
youlh was going to stoke again, but the old man 
forbade him. 

The money thus divided, they were prsceodii^ 
inland with the captain, holding his arms, when the 
thought struck him to tempt thoir avarice again, and 
thus get oDcc maro to the sea-side.

They were without a rudd», 
and the boat had lost her keel, bnt the wind wns 
favourable, and they hoped 1^ its aid to double Cape 
Bojodor. TTiey sleeted Ihe boat with an oar; I 
ibrtTiDately they had no compaBs. The sun vrt 
Aonn, and the ni^t which followed was csceedinglf 
dark ; Hie wind roee, and it oontinued to be iieA 
irntil the noxt mominw. In the night Ihey were ne«r 
being carried upoD the rocks which hiie the caaat, 
Tlie weather was very haay, and tbey were in DoneB>> 
.qnence forced to keep ftirther from the shore than tbt^ 
idc«ired,andthusnin theriskof miteingany atream Of 
^resh water trom which tiiey might renew their stock. 
On the thirty-flrat of August the wind died awayv 
liut the atmosphere was still loaded with a eold ba- 
mid fog. The pig being nearly dead for want of 
water, they killed it, preBervingtbehlood, which they 
tlrank. Tboy divided equally the liver luid intestijiea, 
of which Ih^' ate a. porliou raw, to appease in aoiuB 
lUegree theii- terrible thirKt, which had beoome tha 
moK insupportable, ffom their b^ng obliged to «aA 
coni^tantly at the oars. Night came and threatenetl 
A siona ■ tbe eea came in so fast, they were obliged 
to bale continually, and that night the boat was half 
full, BO that they expecied every wove would eJigulph 
them, The lightainj;, which was very vi\'i(l, dashing 
through the intense darkness of tbe night, increased 
the horrors of their situation. The boat creaked and 
joiiung in dU parU, The orev weie ta 
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fttttgued Ihat se^-eral of Ihem censed to lobonr anj 
tnOK, resigning Uiemselves to tbmr fate and recom- 
tmnAti? their wula to God, 

An the next dny tlie wind continued to Mo* a 
Btbrtn, and did not wase on the foUoiring night. Tbeir 
labour fatigued them exceedingly, tho water giiind 
UpOB them, and their provisions rapidly diminished. 
They began to give up all hope of meeting a vessrf 
Bl sea, or of being able to remain much longM iB 
tlieir pTosent eituationi Captain Riley representei 
lo the crew thn(, by remaining at sea, they mustta- 
fttlibly pariah, and, come what might, it wovdd be U 
well la die on shnre: that Providence, in its wiB(to», 
might yet send them on the ahore where Ihey were 
cast away, because thai might be a means by whict 
theymightberestored totheirfamiliea. Theoompant 
nil applauding the captain's opinion, they ohanged 
flieif course. 

At six o'clock in the evening of the sixth of Sep- 
tember, they were still out of sight of land, end they 
cotild not liope to remain aHoat another day. Tho 
crew gave themselves up to de.ipair. Fortunately, flB 
the morning of the seventh, land was seen at a great 
distance ; b«t the sight reonimftted their sinkii^ 
Spirits and worn oat bodies. It appeared a perfe«t 
level, without the least trace of elevation ; andCaptaiB 
Hiley thonghl, from its aspect, it must be the Gi«tl 
Desert, where death alone would be their lot. A 
t«pia current, attended with a noise like that of tlie 
tide forcing itself through a narrow passage Bman;

Ou the eighth uf September, at daylight, being 
lelreihed fay their sleep, they consulted trhat im 
b«Bt K) be done. I'liey determined to leave beltiBA 
Werytliingwbickmigbt embaaraas their piogies»,aid 
to eodeawiur to sidvance eastward, in the bopo rf 
finding some spot where tbey miglil dig for watK 
while they had Btrength left fbr that porpoae, or elw 
to gain the utmmit of the precipice above them, when 
they might find iionii! herbs or plants, the juice of 
which might sutiatu the ngiag tbir&t wliich to^ 
mented them aaw more than ever, in consequence at 
their having ealen some muBSels which they Biel 
vith on the rocks, and which were esccaaively ailt 
They agroed to keep together, and to rendra each oflMi 
all the service in their power. They then dindri 
the water which Ihey hod left, each putting it intDil 
bottle, and, taking tfaeirEelt meat on their bucks, thaf 
Mt out eastward. They buried Chrar piastres in tb> 
■and, convinced that their money was one cause at 
the bad treatment they had already received. 
^iteir mmch they were &)iGieii\o<diic^«t«a7 aitd; 
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vocks two and three liuBdred feet in height, luii 
deeeend again to tlie very edge of the sea. Often 
tttev were obliged to trait until a wave retired, to pass 
troTO one to another. Frequentlj they were taken up 
to the neek iu water, and obUged to cling to the rocks 
to prevent the wa»es IVom cariyin^r them away. The 
(brce of the currents and the continued action of the 
sea. npon this coast perpetually luidonniDed it, and 
immense masses of rock, ^and and gravel fell ftom 
above and covered the beach, leaving interrala be- 
tween them, which Captain Riley and his taen were 
obliged to croM, In one place they elimbed a ridge 
of rock forty or fifty feet high, which was not more 
than eight inches hroad. Yet higher, large blocks of 
Stone hnBg looflely over their heads, detached from 
Dthere still higher, which seemed ready to roll down 
and emsh them to powder ; a Mse step would have 
b«en fktal. Their shoes were rendered useless, and 
rtieir feet were torn and bloody, while tlie sun's rays 
darted *ith intense heat upon their Buffering bodies, 
BO that they were scarcely able to sustain it. Not a 
breath of air stirred beneath these perpendicular clifiS 
to cool tiieir burning blood. 

Thus in laborious eflbrta to pmeeed, the day passed 
smy, and night came upon them without bringing 
them relieE In spile of every effort, they ttotdd not 
gain.in the wholeday, more than ftiurmiles of dislance, 
and their strength was completely exhausted. They 
saw upon the rocks numerous dead insects, whirfl 
ibey thought had been unable to gain the summit of

Aitliougfa Captain Biloy had prepared his com* 
panioBs for the dismal sight that was to meet their 
eyes, the lone perspective of the boundtesE and niiser 
lable dmert was too much for them. They threw 
themselves on the ground. " This is enough," the][ 
cried, "here we must die! We have no hope ta 
meet vith water or proviaions, oi human beings, no 
Ofit even wild beasts — for nathiug can exist here I '* 
Bitter tears rim ovto- their burnt and care-worn cheeky 
which, strange to say, some of them were detected 
oncimEciouBiy conveying to tlieir mouths in the uguay 
of tliirst. Captain Riley exhorted them to proceeil 
into the interior, saying that aid might yet be oh* 
tained ; others seconded the advice, following on 
the lop of the ctilF. The surface of the ground waf 
hard OS flint, composed of a mixture of sharp stones* 
gravel, and a reddish earth. They (bund a dry sb 
which somewhat reseniblud a parsnip, and before 
night saw some small hutua which liad evidentlj" 
been excavated for tiie purpose of digging it up. 
At flrst they thought they might be the work at 
animals, but there was not the least trace of any tt 
he seen, and it was much more likely they wers 
gjrmod by tlie hands of man, a hi^e that served ts 
animate lliem to exert thdr efforts to the last.

Tbey descended to a snndy spot, and fell asleep, all 
except the' cn])tain, who could not close his eyet 
Between hope and fear.

About 
mid-daj'p Horace, the cabin-boy, was brought to KSi$^ _ 
nearly dead of hunger and thirst, " Reis," sawj^

Preparations were made fho tveiX. 6.4-5 ^«e -ss^Ss^ 
out. A pair of aandaLs was laaAe iax t.^e^-'^'-in- '«S>-'=^ 
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Btid each af 1iis meni nnA a ainall knife bein^ suR- 
pcnilod round the captain's neck as a ihbtIc of ili»- 
tmction, he had the camels baggs^, tmd dsvw 
entmstcd t<t his charge. Some ot the crew did nut 
kcKeve the Aruh would conduct thorn to SouaniiL 
8idi Enid, on the ntlier hand, that he had expended all 
lie possessed, and that if Captain Riley had not told 
hini the truth, ho should be a ruined man. He sud 
his own brother was abad man, havinc; at first doneall 
fae could to hinder the purchase, and then having 
consented to take b ihare in the Bpeculatiou. 

On the twenty-eighth, al day-break, they departed 
lo walBc at tlie spot where they wore first seen. 
The eamBlfl bad been then eighteen days withont 
TTitter, and the well was two days' journey distant 
Just Bs they were about to depart, Hobins, analtor 
Bailor, made his appearance with hie master. Sidi 
hod no means to pnrohaso him, but Riley told him 
that, on recovering hisllberty, he would takemBansto 
purchase him nnd the others who remained behind, 
and begg^ed him to a-taure the others tliat remauwd 
of the same thing. The crow had consisted of toi 
persons besides Riley and Antonio, who was IdUi^ 
namely, Williams and Savage, Qret and second msto; 
Porter, Robins, Burns, Clark, Barret, and Hogn 
Beamen ; Horace Savage, cabin-boy ; and tha aegn 

tBichard, cook. Of these. Savage, Burns. HaHHb 
. Clark and tho captain were purchased by Sidi, al 
BCt out for Souarah, leaving five whites and 4to 
negro behind them. Sidi and his brother ^BBd 
laoimEed on two oUL ca.'mAa. &idi ^aeed Sai^^l 
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Bums, and HoroRe, upon ftnotbcr large one : Rik^ 
and Clark upon another. Thoy were joined by a 
y(nin<; Arab who had been the mnster oi' Savi^te, 
and &1) pra(!«eded on at a heavy trut They stopped 
in a hollow, where Sidi gave Riley a piece el' cloth to 
cover him, which he declared he had stolen, and lh«t 
be oovM not raise another pi«ce tot Uorooe, on whicli 
Riley kissed his hand as an acknowledgment. Sav&ge 
and Horace bad a piece of goat skin each added to 
what they hod remaiuiug of covering ; Bams had a 
miserable jacket, and Clark a piece of old cloth, so 
that they were well clothed to what they had been. 

After two days of fatiguing travel they arrived on 
tbe edge of a deep gulley, which appeared to bavB 
been once the bed of a river, or perhaps an arm of the 
sea. It was at least five hundred teet deep, After 
long search, a place was found where the oamela 
could descend. All dismounted, when they bad got 
down the worst part of the decUvity. two of the Arabs 
being in front to find water with musket is hand. 
Sidi Uamet kept Captain Riley by his side, and the 
(smels were led in a string behind. All were equally 
Bufierors. having bad nothing to drinkfrom the even- 
ing before. Sidi Haraet again alluded to the ran- 
som end to Riley's promises. Having searched Bit 
DCBtly an hour, he tnade a sign for Riley to mount 
where he was, near the foot of a precipice almost per- 
pmdieulnr. On reaching him and not seeing tbe 
water, Riley began to weep bitterly, thinking ibsf 
"were all about to perish of thirst. He pointed 
ekft in the rock below them, B.a& \.\wie ■«».%*^[ia'«i 
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but the cleft was too predpitoiw to enter; at fiity 
feet Airthar m. hoTever, there was easy access to it 
Biley drank abundiuilly, and found it excoUenl : tlic 
Otben fallowed his example. A great bowl wa$ 
than filled and passed upvaide to those above, lud .4 
gtmtskiu vas filled tor tha large camel, whiclt it 
gmiitied fifteen tinioB, taki[ig down at least twohon- 
dvcd and fartj bottles. Sidi Uamet said the aoin^ 
bad nut drunk foe twenty dnyg. The others diank 
notliing naai the qaantity m proportion to their siic. 
Two ilins of the nalcr ware filled ajid carried awy, 
tttd they continued thcii journey eastward. In many 
plaooE they found the ground encrusted with, salt io 
tliii dark hcdlun-, which woe, if possible, moro drouy 
thai) the desert. They mounted with great difficulty 
to the desert again, on account of ibe camels, that 
ascended with great hazard. On arriving at tha 
■uianiit they were tormented ivilh hunger, being 
reduced to an ounce of dried camel's Hesh a head. 
. On tlio tJiirtiflth of September, tliey proceeded r»r 
pidly, and not long after a camel was seen at a va£t 
distance, a mere speck in the horizon, and about 
Buiiset tliey eanie up with a troop, who invited Sidi 
Haniel atid the rest to their encampment. These 
Arabs had some of tlie clothes which had been lost 
in iRJley's vessel when tliey were cast away. Aftet 
being verj' dvilly treated by these Aralis, tliey set oul 
•gauii taking a kind leave of the hospitable tribe. 
On the fourth «f October, the surface of tbo desert 
become more sandy and appeared moveable; it WW 
iwated by tliB e\»i V^ a.^»asin'^\jtm'^ixQ.ture. Tnsa 
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e places hills of Band were seen ot a diatai 
The ivind oftentimes whirled the sand iB Iheii' fai 
il¥en the camels wore distressed by it, and sunk itli 
ffso deeply as to make ths journey fatiguing to fliBi 
I ftn tte sixth they saw the sea.

supplied. On the fourteenth, they reached the 
Wliicb was hordered by a perpendicular cliff from 
Do three hundred feet high.

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IwttlienioiDetit they enCeied tbe oaltivated Ijuid ll 
AMLapplkuatioiis to use their ^U to ouru those n 
were diseaged, beintt. as all Europeans are, tJ^Len tot 
fbyiticians. At a vaiit distance an elerated spot w«g 
■sen above the ocean na they travelled over the Bummit 
at a bill. It looked Uke an iaiajid. Sidi Hamet said 
it was SooBTa.!), and that it was ten days' journey. 

On the twenty-third, tlie Arab Seid became quaiv 
nlunne, assaulted Horace the cabin-boy, and thiml- 
encd to kill him, and Sidi had difficulty to a])peaM 
iim. They were hospitably treated by an old Arab, 
fcr the fltst time, with more than they could euL 
'Sidi Hamet took with hiw a strong youn^ man 
named Ben Mahommed, as he feared to proceed 
•lone with his brother. Another Arab, named Sidi 
Mafaoramed, alsojoined them. Sidi Hamet, aflar the 
tepaat, announced that he should set out for Soiuuvh 
tbe next day with Sidi Maliommed, and requoBted a 
letter to Captain Riley's &iend, saying, he hoped ha 
wa« not deceived ; if he wbt«, Riley should die, and 
his comrades be sold. Seid and Ben Miihomioed 
'vcre to remiun to take care of them during Sidi 
Haniot's absence. Captain Riley knew do one Bt 
Idogador, but ventured a letter, detaiUntt hiBmisetaUe 
situation. He addressed it " To the Engheh. Franeb, 
SpEintsh or Americiui consuls, or to any ChrisliaQ 
merchants at Mogador or Souarah." Sidi Hojiuit 
then departed.

Bffinoalive, he said, " I am come from Mogador ; 
Bnghshman has read your letter, the best of mBii|^ 
ha has paid your ransom to Sidi Hi 
aaa set off without taking leave of niywiie and famOpi 
X have travelled day and night to come to yoai^ 
The Moor handed Captain Riley a letter, which ' 
the captain and mate were too much overcom 
read for aumo time. It was from Mr. Willahire, 
English Consul, saying; ke had eent to Captato 
Biiey, by Keis-el-Cosaim, who would receive 
ot^taio's orders, and that be had agreed to pay 
Hainet nine hundiTed and twenty-five piastres i 
tiie amval uf the captain and liis comrades at Mogtn 
dor. Mr. Willshire had retained Sidi Hamet as H 
hostage until their arrivaL He recommended 
to travel by easy journeys, so as not to tktigue tJiant* 
Mlves, and had sent provisions and garments 
them. Timrs of joy ran down the poor capti 
bees at this intelligence. They saw tlicir auSeri 
Bear a close, and were grateful te God for it. 

Tho next morning thoy set out with Seid. tfib 
brother of Sidi Hamet, the Moor, Ben Mahomraed, 
Kdi Mahommed, and Sheik Ali, an Aiab of note 
wi^ wliom they had recently made an. acquiintancei 

■e armed. Sheik AU was the head of 
•lAil tribe, and could 
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Mi%n he p1e««e(I. "Ro hfti! tnti^ed tlie d&ng^ter oF 
Si^ Hamct, Ho aaid he cooM not eonjechire St 
Bret why he travetled in companj with the English. 
He suspected him of no good dBsign on seeing Hi 
They slept nt a town called Schlema. the first hipjit, 
a»(l the next day saw Mount Alias on their right 
The Hind Wowing from the snowy summits niade 
tttem (Jnake with the cold. Sheit AH wished Cdp- 
ftiin Riley to remain witli him, and offered hint UJt 
danghter in marriBge. At a town called Stonka 
they were delayed at the gates, and aiifffeTed nnidt 
from the cold wind. Reis-e!-Oosmm at length ttfli 
them, that Muley Hassan, the friend of Sheik AH, 
M his ineti^Kom, had determined to keep tbem 
thoro iinta flrteen hundred piastres should be 
paid down tor their ransom. Riji&-el-CosBiui wa« on 
ttis point of retoming to Mr. Willshire with the 
news, when Si<U Mahoranied came up and' said, that 
MuIcy Hassan and Sheik Ali would not suffer him 
to go, feoring ho might cause a war with the Sultan.' 
Sidi' Mahommed, seeing Riley cast down, said, "1' 
will go to Souarah, and lake a letter from the Reis- 
^C'oHsim and Riley to Mr. Willshiro. I \nil remain 
with him as an hostage. I have tivo wives and sovea 
lAiildren, houses, land, and beasts ; I shall bo a moie 
ilalHahlo hostage than Sidi Hamet. He who is yeof 
frlaid will come and free you himself. God is mM« i 
oiAiM I will get you to yirar fomily." Captaiv 
AflcD>'kls9ed the hand ot S'liSa, caSsd. tvvni hk falbe^ 
It' hoped Gttd W«nU wcow.'setvs.a \vaa. V^fia^ ' 
I to fiBi llie ftevs. Isbiti -aMswu Xm. 
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Beiaand Sheik All eai^ asaerted tlieir rigUt.to tJ^ 
^niencaas. Tha ReU Xtma interrogated Sidi Ma- 
lioinined and Bqd Mahommed, nho gave tustimoDj 
in favour of Reis-ol-CoEsim. The Reia then said 
^Mit Sidi Hainet should return to decide the point 
Itodiace his aJiitagoaist, and Ijiat, till' he came, Cap- 
tain. Riley and hie companioos should he kept in tb* 
twm with Reis-el-CoBsira, They wore tbeji ood- 
ducled to a. house next to tbat of Mulo)'. A mat 
yas spread for the Arabs, and Captain Riley with 
fai» men were placed in a comer among the baggage. 
Arniod men were planted at the doors of the hoi^s« 
and the gates of Iha town. , . 

Burns and Clark were very much cast down, and 
so feelile, that they cried like children. It was imh 
poEsible tbcy conld have travelled further that day^ 
and a liltle reposo was necessary for them, thougfci 
tbey would not see the delay in that point of 
view. On the Eecond of Novemher, paper witt 
boought, and Captain Riley wrote to Mr. Willsliiie- 
die exact state of tilings. A letter was alao written 
by El 'scribe trom the Reis. Seid. Sidi Maiiommedi 
and Ben Itlahommed set oil nith them, promising^'tOi 
SBturn in four days. Sheik All alao went away, sayingt 
in four days he would return- Rei3-«l<Coasim asBOTed. 
Captain Rdey and his men their detention woul^> 
not he long, He added, thst he had gained tit^ 
good-will of the chief Muley Hassan, who ruled thore., 
H« consoled lliom 'with argitmenlB and eloquendft 
ntaich astonished them, and made lliem view ItimJ 
with reqrocti He bo cobo^VvL ^'!^<«^ '^■awifl 
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towtrdB ibttm, that he sent them e^s and ])ul|i 
uid wood to cook them, together with pot-he 
Fnra Uiese tlier mudo »OHp, which was of greot 
vioe to their enfeebled slomsehs. Muley and 
lUnti would taste the dish, and were miich plo 
wilh it. Mnk/ Hiusan TDide Oaptaia Riley part 
ftf his repast ; inquired abuuthiafamily.Kndrendt 
biin all [ho semce in fais power. The second da; 
old mail arrived to whom Reis-el-CoBHim lindwr 
He lirouf^lit money to pay whut bad been had 
the credit of Sheik Ali, and two baskets of pnn-isi( 
Reis-el-Couim had so won over Muley Hassan, I 
he wuuld not BufTcr payment to be made on behall 
the captives, and gnve fain word be would pro 
them. He even offered to escort tbem with 
gfaards to the frontier of the Emperor of Maio 
Reis expressed himself satisfied with the pria 
word. On the fbllowing day, he went to a fiiir t 
Stnuka, and ofterwards to a Hadji, who Imd mu 
pilpiroage to Mecca. Every one regarded Jiis •* 
as sacred. Reis bought an os, and sent this H 
half, and the other half to Muley Hassan. In 
evening, the Hadji called upon Reis, and offered ' 
his services. Reis begged him tc force Bhcik 
who was BO powerful a man, to suffer them to tr 
quietly to Santa Cruz. The Hadji promised his 
On the third of Noi'ember, Sheik Ali returned al 
The Hadji counselled bim to oonduct Captain R 
and his friends to Santa Cruz without lofis of tj 
OB another Sheik, whom he well knew, woi' ~ " 
tbrna. After tluB, S\ic\^ h^ vru^tUnla; 
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and tried to get liis consent to cony off hie oaptivdf 
at night, which the Moor refused. Seeing himself 
foilecl, he sought out the Reis, and offered to ooiuluOt 
the captives to Santa Cruz, and on their visit ta Sidi 
Hamet arrange the affair amioahly. Rois was not 
to he outdone ; he consented to go if Mnley Haseas 
would procure an escort, whioh he agreed to do; 
and he actually sent two hundred horsemen to pro- 
tect them to Santa Cruz fiom any surpriiie on the 
part of Sheik Ali. 

They left Stouka on oamela, and passed a tolerabljr 
good ramntry ^ reaching Saitta Cruz or Agadir before 
sunset. Reis did notwiah to enter until it was night 
for fear of insult, and they stopped about a nule iroM 
the town, which they entered before it was quite dark, 
and found the streets filled with Moors of all ages, 
who grossly insulted them. Some old men, howevef. 
were more polite, and addressed them in a. language 
half English and half Spanish. 

AAer supper, Reis recommended Captain Riley to 
l>e vigilant, as he suspected frash treachery on the 
part of Sheik Ah. He M'cnt away, nnd soon learned 
that the chief was intriguing with the governor. He 
recommended Captain Riley to rise, and tliat they 
should all set out to get four leagues from the towiw 
where thoy would be safe. They marched as quickly 
as possiblo, and had made about three leagues when 
they heard the feet of horses approaehing throu^ 
the obscurity of the night, and were fortunate ena 
to find it was Sidi Hamet, and his friends, with 
Moors, sent by Mr. WilUhire to pay the matie^ «s& 
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teceive lh& captives, bringing mules for the purpose 
The money was counted out by the chief Moor to 
Sidi Humet, and the captives being given iato his 
hands by Sidi, they joyfully proceeded to Moga- 
I dor vrith three of the Moors. They wero rejoined 

the next morning by ReiB-el-Cossim, Sidi Hamet, 
Scii* and Sidi Mahommed, the chief Moor vho 
had gone to Santa Cruz ; Muley Hasan's escort 
and Sheik Ali returned home. The Sheik vta 
furious at being outwitted. The next dny they came 
in Eight of Mogador. What thoir feeluigs were at 
seeing a vessel lying in the port, wilb the Englisl] 
flag Hying, may he easily imagined. Captain Riley's 
«motionH were almost too much for his strength. 
Tiiey passed the palace about two miles from Moga- 
dor, and thought the scene around them was en- 
chanted. Mr. WUlshire welcomed them with Hw 
Ainerioan colours, and came out on horseback U 
meet them. Hia kindness to them they acknow- 
ledged with tears of gratitude. 

Captain Riley found a letter &om Gibraltar, an- 
nouncing the payment of the ransom money, which 
Mr. WilUhire had advanced on their behalf. The 
captain and his men left Mogador on the fourth «f 
January, and reached Tangier on the nineteentlii 
On the twentieth of March he arrived at New York 
^L Of his four companions, two took a passage in the 
^t .fiame abip, and two arrived goon afterwards; Till 
^MBSt o£ the crew, e^e«'^V \:na <»ho died in the desert 
F Wiere ransomed by lAt . ^ i\^iaK .
